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The old form for describing the itch for writing, the 
stately Latin phrase, cacoethes scribendi, may soon have 
to give way to a word better suited to modern tendencies, 
such as “magazinitis.” This disease seizes hold of one 
with a fiercer clutch than did the old-time desire to air 
oneself in print over the signature of “Vox Populi” or 
“Old Subscriber.” There are several reasons for this. 
One is that illustrations often can be used to accompany 
magazine lucubrations, and another is that the magazine 
has a more national character than the newspaper. We 
regret to note that occasionally an officer of the Services 
cannot help falling a victim to this thoroughly twentieth 
century ailment, and on the slightest provocation rush 
into cheek-by-jowl relationships with the muckraker, that 
recent product of monthly journalism. We are moved to 
these not altogether happy reflections by contemplating an 
article in a recent magazine by a certain high retired naval 
officer deprecating the fortifying of the Panama Canal, 
and thus giving support, no matter how illogical it may 
be, to the “peace” faddists, who seize upon the proposi- 
tion to establish land defenses in the Canal Zone as a 
target for their absurd and unreasoning clamor. In such 
a question involving a sister branch to the Navy one 
might reasonably have expected that a sea officer would 
have adopted the policy of hands off, especially since 
the scheme of fortifying the Zone in nowise interferes 
with the development of our sea establishment, but, on 
the contrary, seeks to add to the power of our naval 
forces by making them foot loose and giving them the 
wide seas as their sphere of action, rather than keeping 
part of them tied down to the monotonous duty of watch- 
ing canal entrances. It is interesting to observe with 
what united force the President, the General Board 
of the Navy and Admiral Mahan have extinguished this 
naval officer, whose succumbing to the microbe of 
“magazinitis’ has now made him the victim of a crush- 
ing broadside of expert opinion. His fate may serve as 
an effective vaccination against the germ of this new 
disease. Episcopal Bishop Charles D. Williams, of 
Michigan, at a dinner in New York recently, said the 
magazines had largely taken over the molding of public 
opinion from the daily newspapers, but the correctness 
of his view may be doubted in the light of the miserable 
fiasco resulting from the attempt to visit wholesale con- 
demnation upon the Army through a deserter’s falsifica- 
tions in the Cosmopolitan Magazine. Recently, too, we 
have seen a magazine bidding for the story of one of the 
most unconscionable liars of all time, who claimed credit 
for making a discovery that he never made at all—the 
story, it will be noted, not of his original “discovery,” 
but a narrative of how he came to fabricate his audacious 
falsehood, which temporarily deceived two continents and 
continues to deceive one rear admiral of our Navy. How 
unfortunate for Cagliostro, Munchausen and the other 
colossal liars of history that they had no magazine to 
turn to out of which to reap an “honest” penny by 
describing how they lied successfully. Public opinion 
that is molded by such “exposures” as that of the Army 
deserter is not worth much, and Bishop Williams may 
find, after all, that he has innocently exaggerated the 
importance of the spectacular magazine Don Quixote, 
who prefers fighting windmills to attacking real abuses.

Since the French strike of a few weeks ago, which 
was broken by the Premier calling to the colors thou- 
sands of workingmen, two new forms of strike have come 
to the front, and thus far are beyond the law. One is 
the Italian method of obeying rules and regulations to 
the letter, the other is the gréve perlée, or the pearly 
strike, so called because of its delicate character. The 
pearly strike is a subtle mixing of duty and disobedience 
under the cloak of natural accident. For example, if 
three cars are starting from a station in three directions 
nothing is easier than to affix the wrong labels of destina- 








tion, or the despatch sheet may suddenly be lost, and 
without it the conductor cannot take charge of the cars. 
The Italian method of excess of zeal operates in this 
wise: The engineer must see that every nut and bolt 
of his locomotive is tight, and at every station he 
proceeds to inspect, losing valuable time. Or the con- 
ductor may spend an hour or two going through the cars 
to see that nobody has broken the rule against spitting 
on the floor. In fact, there seems to be no end to the 
variety that may be introduced into this kind of strike. 
In France, as here, the effort is made to break down the 
army, so that the authorities will have no power to 
protect the workingman who desires to sell his labor in 
the open market, free from the dictation of this union 
or that. Of course, not all union workmen, take this 
stand. There are unions which do not believe their 
interests lie along the line of violence and resistance to 
law and order, and who hold that the best way to get 
rid of an obnoxious law is to educate the public to a 
point where the law will be changed peaceably. A 
correspondent writes us from the U.S. Army General 
‘Hospital, Presidio of San Francisco, that many of the 
street soap-box “orators” that harangue audiences of 
“workingmen” usually attack the Army and Navy, for 
no other reason than that they can draw a larger crowd 
that way and are not so likely to be called to account. 
This is not because the Army lacks friends, but because 
its admirers think they would cheapen themselves and 
the Army by replying to these insults and dignifying the 
street speaker. Our correspondent says that the other 
evening, after one of these harangues against the Army 
in San Francisco, he reproached the corner “statesman,” 
but the latter turned off the rebuke with a laugh by 
saying that he used the expressions merely to attract a 
throng, and that, while he often referred to other classes 
of society, he had found that slandering the Army caused 
him less trouble and drew a larger crowd.

A National Guard officer writes to us, saying: “Rela- 
tive to the complaint mentioned in your issue of Jan. 21 
of some National Guard officers, that too much time 
is now required in perfecting them in their military 
duties, and that the National Guard should be considered 
solely as a state force, I invite the attention of such 
officers to the following. It is not expected that more 
time shall be devoted by National Guard officers to their 
commands than was formerly the case, but that the time 
spent shall be occupied to better military advantage. 
There is a vast amount of time now spent by officers 
in preparing for reviews, smokers, athletic games, dances, 
tennis tournaments, shooting contests, company and 
regimental dinners, etc., some of which at least could be 
expended to better advantage all around in strictly 
military work. Some of the time now expended in mili- 
tary work could also be better and more intelligently 
spent in work of a more practical military nature. It 
is not the younger officers, brought up in the new school, 
who complain of any change. It is the older officers, to 
whom change is disagreeable, and who, in many in- 
stances, do not like study. The National Guard is 
undergoing a change in the commissioned personnel, The 
officers who never studied either in civil or military life 
could get along famously in the old days. Now, how- 
ever, they do not, and they do not like the new condi- 
tions. As they get out their places are taken by those 
who may lack ‘experience, but who have the necessary 
fundamental education and habits of study, and who, 
in time, will acquire the experience. I have conversed 
with National* Guard officers from more than twenty 
states, and find the newer officers are largely men of 
education, who take a broad view of the military service, 
and believe that the mission of the National Guard is a 
national one, and like the new conditions, which substi- 
tute study, field service, map problems and lectures for 
rackets and outings. If the mission of the National 
Guard was to become a state service solely half of the 
officers would resign, and they would constitute the most 
progressive element. The trouble is that some officers 
think that the military service exists for their edifica- 
tion, and not as a national necessity.” 
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The deficit of the Post-office Department, which was 
$10,652,543 in 1860 and $10,516,999 in 1906, was re- 
duced to $5,848,566.88 in 1910. Yet postage rates are 
now only one-quarter of what they were in 1860, although 
the expenses of the Department have increased enor- 
mously. In 1872 the postal rate was still four times 
what it is now and the weight of second class matter was 
less than 65,000,000 pounds, it being in 1910 twelve 
times as great, or 817,428,141 pounds. The gross revenue, 
now $224,128,657, was only $21,915,426 in 1872. The 
rural free delivery system, which now costs $36,923,737 
a year, did not exist in 1872, and there were then no 
registered letters, there now being 42,053,574 a year. 
The domestic money orders have increased from $48,- 
515,532 in 1872 to $547,993,641 in 1910, and the sale of 
stamps in various forms from less than $18,000,000 to 
$202,064,887.96. The Farm Journal, of Philadelphia, 
which marshals these statistics in opposition to the 
project for increasing the rate of postage on periodicals, 
says: “In the whole history of the Post-office Department, 
neither an increase of second class matter nor a reduction 
of the postage rate has ever increased deficits, no matter 
what burdens have been piled upon the service in the 
way of an extension of city delivery, the establishment 
of rural free delivery, the multiplication in number and 
increase of pay of officials, increase of government free 
matter, increase of railroad and other transportation 








charges, nor an increase in the obstructive energies of 
postal officials directed against the publishing business,” 





In an address before the National Merchant Marine 
Congress in Washington on Jan, 23 Representative W. 
E. Humphrey, of Washington, said that while war with 
Japan was not now anticipated, the United States had 
been much nearer war over the anti-Japanese crusade in 
California than most people had realized. Comparing 
the preparedness of the two countries for war, he added, 
that whereas Japan could transport 200,000 troops at 
one time by employing its merchant marine, the United 
States could move only about 10,000, and that while 
Japan had fifty merchant vessels in the course of con- 
struction the United States had none. Mr, Humphrey 
also said: “Upon the land our country is the envy of 
the nations. Upon the sea we are the shame of the 
world. We are to-day the richest nation in the world. 
Last year our trade amounted to more than $3,500,- 
000,000. The balance in our favor will be $600,000,000. 
These mighty figures have never been equaled by any 
other nation in the world’s history. Yet of this vast sum 
less than seven per cent. was carried in American ships.” 
Representative Richmond P. Hobson favored the plan 
suggested by F. T. Bowles, former Chief Constructor, 
U.S.N., of using discriminative duties to build up Amer- 
ican shipping. “In the present state of international 
competition, it will be practically necessary to induce or 
drive cargo into American bottoms,” said Mr. Hobson. 





According to a statement made by Rear Admiral 
Seaton Schroeder, U.S.N., if the battleship Virginia 
could have maintained a speed of thirteen knots an hour, 
without excessive coal consumption, the Atlantic Battle- 
ship Fleet could have eluded the scout cruisers in the 
recent war game in the North Atlantic. Rear Admiral 
Schroeder made this statement in a report received by 
Secretary Meyer at the Navy Department this week. 
Admiral Schroeder says that if a speed of thirteen knots 
had been kept up the Battleship Fleet would have been 
a hundred miles farther ahead on its course than it was 
when the scout cruisers discovered it, and would there- 
fore not have been found at all. It was found possible 
to keep up the higher speed but two days, the whole fleet 
having to slow down to the Virginia’s twelve knots. 
After leaving the rendezvous in the English Channel a 
course was laid to avoid the wireless stations of the 
Azores, and the greatest precautions were taken against 
showing lights at night, special signal lights, enclosed 
in tubes which could be pointed exactly at the ship to 
which the signal was to be sent, and operated by a Morse 
key, being used. After numerous experiments effective 
screened steering lights were also perfected and used. 
The Battleship Fleet left the English Channel at noon, 
Dec. 31, and was sighted by the scouting squadron at 
9 am., Jan. 8.

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Has the Dreadnought influence reached the limit of 
its power to affect battleship construction, and are the 
nations following regular forms of building as orthodox 
as those in existence before Great Britain startled the 
naval constructors with the first modern Dreadnought? 
There is strong British opinion inclining to the belief 
that a reaction is setting in. After giving an editorial 
survey of the world’s Dreadnoughts, the Army and Navy 
Gazette, of London, says: “What are the salient points 
to be gathered from these figures? First, manifestly that 
the all-big-gun, one-caliber type now holds the field for 
battleships and armored cruisers. But the revolution 
created by the appearance of the Dreadnought has spent 
its force, and warship building has settled down into 
much the same kind of groove as existed before the 
Dreadnought made her appearance. Again, there is no 
special virtue in a Dreadnought as such, because the 
Dreadnoughts of 1910 differ in fighting capacity and 
battle worthiness as much from the Dreadnought of 1906 
as did the pre-Dreadnoughts among themselves. Merely 
to count Dreadnoughts, then, must be misleading, and 
to compare material naval strength satisfactorily not 
only must all effective ships be considered, but each on 
its own individual merits, as well as the whole collec- 
tively. It is also to be noted how many of the minor 
Powers are investing in Dreadnoughts, possibly with a 
view to their saleable value in the not very distant 
future.” 











During his visit to the Philippines Secretary of War 
Dickinson found a controversy of long standing between 
military and civil authorities in regard to the use of 
certain property for Army purposes in Manila. A 
mutually acceptable basis of settlement was reached some 
years ago, but it has never been consummated. He 
believes there should be an early and final adjustment 
of this matter, for it seriously affects the development 
of Manila and involves the determination of a policy in 
regard to the Army establishment at Manila. As some 
of the proposed changes will require the surrender by 
the Army of buildings it now uses, these cannot be 
effected until provision has been made for other accom- 
modations, and this will require the construction of 
buildings at large cost, and therefore Congressional action. 
As to some important points there is agreement, if 
Congress shall provide the necessary buildings. As to 
other points there are differences which must be settled 
by higher authority. Mr. Dickinson says in his report 
to the President on the matter that he will go over the 
questions with the Chief of Staff, and will present a plan 
of settlement embodying such provisions as may require 
Congressional action, 
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It would be interesting to know where American 
Medicine gets its authority for the following statement : 
“It is now reported that athletic naval cadets are to be 
restrained from taking part in contests requiring very 
great or prolonged exertion, and we hope that all other 
institutions of learning will follow this wise example. 
We have repeatedly mentioned the nervous exhaustion 
of training, and believe that the trouble is being elimi- 
nated by the vigilance of the faculties, who are promptly 
forbidding students to take part in athletics as soon as 
scholarship shows deterioration due to nervous fatigue.” 
We are inclined to believe that the medical writer has 
read his own opinions and wishes into the annual report 
of the Surgeon General of the Navy. In our issue of 
Dec. 10 last we referred at some length to this report 
and the caution found there against the dangers in the 
prolonged exertion of football, rowing contests and other 
forms of severe athletics. The Surgeon Genera! then 
particularly warned against the imminent danger of 
enlargement of the heart muscles as a result of continued 
strain and the subsequent liability to disease when com- 
parative disuse succeeds the overtaxing of the muscles. 
While it was plain that the Surgeon General is opposed 
to certain contests long associated with physical training, 
there was nowhere evidence in his report that he would 
seek to take official steps to put an end to these competi- 
tions. Our medical contemporary goes on to say: “The 
Army as well as the Navy are now and then astonished 
to learn of the death or disablement of middle-aged or 
even young officers who had made athletic records and 
who were presumed to be destined for a long career of 
more than ordinary activity. It is all due to the fact 
that contests requiring very great or prolonged exertion 
generally strain the tissues beyond the limit of elasticity.” 
One of the most surprising things in athletics in this 
age of medical knowledge of the limitations of the human 
organs has been the craze for Marathon running. It 
ought to be plain to any man of ordinary intelligence 
that a human being was not made to run twenty-six 
miles, yet we have seen thousands of spectators gather 
to cheer men on who were injuring their bodies just as 
surely as do the frenzied Orientals when they cut and 
slash their bodies in their wild danees. Again, we have 
seen athletes engage in long distance races in armories 
when the ventilation was of the poorest, the windows 
being closed and the air fetid with the exhaled breath 
of thousands of spectators. When the body is calling 
upon the vital organs for all they can give in the way of 
power, one would imagine that the best of air, the most 
of oxygen, would be supplied to the runners, but naught 
of this thought has seemed to enter the heads of tourna- 
ment managers. 
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Mr. Henry Shindler, foreman of the printing depart- 
ment of the Army Service schools at Fort Leavenworth, 
writing of the Millard article, calls our attention to a 
somewhat similar case, which happened about twenty 
years ago, and which many may have forgotten or pos- 
sibly never knew. He says: “I refer to the celebrated 
Wild case in 1890. At that time some of the ‘yellow’ 
journals got on to the story and worked it for all it 
would stand; they were ‘red hot’ because of the indignity 
placed on this ‘soldier,’ and raised such a row about it 
that a court-martial of the officer in the case resulted. 
That was the period of ‘coddling’ in the Army, and had 
just then about reached its height. The ‘yellows’ said: 
‘Damn Wild! We’ve no sympathy with him, he was a 
beat and a blackguard; but the lieutenant is the man 
we are after. He took advantage of and struck a “poor” 
private. That was enough for us.’ The court met in 
Chicago and the yellow journals were in their element. 
A member of the court told me a few days following its 
adjournment that a New York paper had wired its 
Chicago representation to ‘attend the sessions of the 
court and, if necessary, employ counsel; get best.’ The 
representative attended the first day’s session, and upon 
adjournment that day told this member that he had wired 
his paper to ‘drop Wild.’ His opinion of Wild, then 
expressed, is not printable. Wild’s severance from_the 
Army was by the ‘bob-tail’ route, and for a time the dime 
museums in Chicago found an eight days’ wonder in him, 
but finally dropped him. He soon after knocked again 
at a recruiting officer under an assumed name, but was 
quickly discovered. It was later on found that he had 
deserted five times. This was the kind of a man the 
‘patriotic’ newspapers of the country took up to make a 
martyr of. They did not vilify the young lieutenant 
because they preferred Wild, oh, no! but simply because 
they thought they saw a good chance to abuse an officer 
of the Army. This was the kernel in the Wild case, and 
that is the kernel in the present Millard-Rogers case.” 


The determination of the Japanese government to deal 
severely with all forms of anarchy is shown by the recent 
execution of twelve conspirators against the life of the 
Emperor, although the conspiracy resulted in nothing, 
not even leading to any overt acts proving a real deter- 
mination to kill. The severity of these sentences in 
Japan may doubtless be traced to the survival of the 
idea that the Mikado is higher than an ordinary mortal 
and that to kill him would be sacrilege, as well as murder. 
Whether this reverence for the Emperor as semi-divine 
is still held by the higher classes, it was potent enough 
to bring about this wholesale execution. Not half that 
number met death as the result of the killing of President 
Lincoln, and only five faced the gallows as the result 
of the Haymarket square anarchist killing of policemen 
in Chicago in 1886. Very significant in connection with 
these Japanese executions is a letter from Andrew D. 
White, former Minister and Ambassador of the United 
States ta Germany and Russia, published in the New 
York Tribune, dated Cornell University, Jan. 6, 1911. 
He seeks to show that this country, by its carelessness 
in admitting immigrants, has made of the United States 
a refuge for the Anarchist brood, or, as the distinguished 
diplomat, historian and educator says, this country is 
“lying wide open” to them. Our criminal trials, he 
says, are little better than farces in many instances, and 
with this disregard of law there is an ominous growth in 
crimes of violence. Instead of our country showing in- 
creasing regard for law as it grows older, there seems 
to be a marked decrease. In the year 1910 there were 
8,975 homicides in the United States, an increase in the 
year of nearly nine hundred. Of these criminals only 
one in eighty-six was capitally punished. In London 
in the year there were only nineteen murders, while in 
New York, two millions smaller, there were 185. The 
murders in the United States, compared with those in 





Great Britain, are in the ratio of 116 to 6. Belgium 
has more murders than any other part of Europe, except 
possibly Lower Italy and Sicily, but its ratio of homicides 
is only 18 to 116 for the United States.

The Army Engineers who are busy raising the wreck 
of the Maine in the harbor of Havana are receiving 
letters from the relatives of the victims of the accident. 
These letters, according to the Havana Post, ask whether 
any bones have been recovered and whether there is any 
definite knowledge concerning the identity of the remains. 
One of these writers is W. W. Merritt, jr., an attorney 
of Red Oak, Iowa, whose brother, Asst. Engr. Darwin 
R. Merritt, U.S.N., was on the Maine. From officers 
who served on the Maine it has been learned that Mr. 
Merritt went into the engine room immediately following 
the first explosion. Assistant Engineer Merritt was one 
of the two officers who lost their lives in the explosion. 
The other was Lieut. F. W. Jenkins, U.S.N. Up to 
Jan. 21 no remains had been discovered. The progress 
of the work on the cofferdam leads the Post to predict 
the completion of it by the middle of April. More than 
three thousand steel piles are to be driven around the 
scene of the wreck. In the week of Jan. 16-21 one 
day’s record of driving was fifty piles. The cost of this 
piling, including transportation from Philadelphia to 
Havana, has eaten up $160,000 of the appropriation of 
$300,000. e work of driving some of the piles has 
been retarded by the plates of armor from the Maine 
sunk deep in the mud. What had been thought at first 
to be snags or rocks turned out to be plates. There is 
a great demand for relics of the Maine, and, as a result, 
the Engineers are receiving a large mail. Among the 
letters received was one from a Massachusetts ento- 
mologist, who wants to know what kind of insects inhabit 
the harbor mud about the Maine. He enclosed money 
for the shipping of the mud and its animal life. 
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In his annual report, referred to elsewhere in this 
issue, the compliment which Adjutant Gen. William 
Verbeck, of New York, pays to Major Gen. Charles F. 
Roe, commanding the division, discloses a harmony and 
co-operation between those two high officers of the 
Empire State which augur well for even greater efficiency 
on the part of the troops of that commonwealth. Where 
there is friction between such officers the best interests 
of the Organized Militia must suffer, and it is a pleasure 


to note a drawing closer together of those important 
offices in the work of building up the state Military 
Establishment. There will be a general endorsement of 
the recommendation of the Adjutant General that the 
brevet of second lieutenant as a reward for twenty-five 
years’ service is not the best way to honor an enlisted 
man. His suggestion that it would be more pleasing to 
the man himself to be retired as an enlisted man, accords 
with a common-sense view of the situation. That Gen- 
eral Verbeck is a man of ideas, and that he is not afraid 
to express them when he believes they will advance the 
service tothe state, is shown by kis recommendation 
that the salaries of all employees in all departmental 
positions be equalized as nearly as possible, so that 
similarity of grade, responsibility and nature of employ- 
ment may be equally recompensed. He maintains that 
this change would do justice to the employees of the 
A.G.O., “some of whose salaries do not measure up to 
the standards of pay fixed for similar classes of work 
and efficiency in other departments.” 


Lieut. Col. J. A. Wiatrous, U.S.A., writing of Army 
discipline as a preparation for life in the Chicago Record 
Herald, says: “I regard the U.S. Army as an exception- 
ally good place for young men. Indeed, I do not know 
a young man who could be accepted who would not be 
greatly benefited by a term in the Army. If he makes 
wise use of the lessons learned during an enlistment he 
will be better prepared to succeed in any other calling 
or profession that he may adopt than if he had not 
had the Army experience. He will be better prepared 
for the law, the ministry, for the career of a merchant, 
an educator, a manufacturer. In the three years’ enlist- 
ment he ‘finds’ himself. I know of no other calling 
where that discovery is so certain to follow. The world 
has seen millions of wrecked men who were wrecked 
because they had failed to ‘find’ themselves. In the 
Army the man who is worthy to be classed a man learns, 
and learns well, the lesson of self-control. He learns 
obedience, acquires knowledge of men, learns how to 
treat them—learns their real value. If he is a gentle- 
man when he enlists his service will make him more of 
a gentleman if he is of good material. He learns how 
to take care of himself, to shield his reputation, protect 
his health; he has an opportunity to lay the foundation 
for good citizenship. If he entered the Army awkward, 
uncouth, he is unbent. His awkwardness gives place to 
grace in walk and general appearance. He learns the 
value of time. If he lacks self-respect the importance of 
self-respect is impressed upon him. ‘These are only some 
of the facts which prove that any young man would be 
benefited by a term in the Army.” 
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An important lesson in patriotism was given by the 
7th Regiment, National Guard, New York, at its house- 
warming on Jan. 28, in celebration of the completion of 
the improvements to the armory. Every one of the twelve 
thousand guests who entered the large armory in Park 
avenue received an artistically printed card, containing 
these words: “That a man should serve his country in 
time of war is noble, brave and patriotic; but that a 
man should properly prepare himself in time of peace, 
to serve in war, is all these things and more.’ The 
italicised words were thrown out in heavy type. This 
is a very happily phrased sentiment, and no doubt 
brought home the value of preparedness to many to 
whom the thought had not occurred before. In these 
days of unreasoning clamor against necessary military 
preparation, such a direct appeal to the consciences and 
patriotic impulses of the public as was made by these 
ecards was highly instructive, and illustrates again the 
happy way the 7th has of doing the right thing at the 
right time. The example might be imitated by other 
organizations at their reviews and other functions, with 
no small effect in setting the public mind right on ques- 
tions relating to military training. Such a sentiment 


as that of the 7th placed on the printed order of exer- 
cises, by associating the idea of preparation for national 
defense with the ceremonies of the evening, would reach 





thousands of people in a way that would hold their 
attention. 
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Major Frank T. Woodbury, Med. Corps., U.S.A., sta- 
tioned at Fort Assinniboine, Mont., has issued in leaflet 
form his article published in the New York Medical 
Journal of Dec. 3, 1910, on “Iodine, the Ideal Surgical 
Antiseptic.” Dr. Woodbury expresses the belief “that 
iodine is the long desired ideal disinfectant and anti- 
septic.” He says that once when mumps developed in 
a company of Infantry a solution of iodine was supplied 
to the company, to be used copiously as a gargle for 
several days. No other case of mumps developed. It is 
a routine treatment with him for all acute throat affec- 
tions, and in cases of amygdalitis the tonsils are also 
mopped once daily with the tinctures and Bier’s treat- 
ment, with a rubber bandage around the throat, has cut 
down the illness to an average of five days on sick report, 
It will promptly abort colds when used as a spray. 
Tincture of iodine, he maintains, is the most valuable 
drug railroad and military surgeons can have, and Major 
‘Woodbury always takes a quart of it in bottles whenever 
serving with troops in the field. He asserts it is the 
best antiseptic, throughout operations, for sterilizing 
hands, instruments and suture material. In standard 
text-books on pharmacology and therapeutics and surgery 
he finds only vague reference to the use of iodine as an 
antiseptic, and he believes he is the first to bring before 
the medical profession a very valuable method of using 
iodine. The leaflet is published by the A. R. Elliott 
Publishing Company, New York. 
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Capt. Lloyd M. Dodamead, C.A.C., N.C.N.G., writes 
from High Point, N.C., Jan, 24, 1911, saying: “A 
civilian, deeply interested in our welfare, as all true 
Americans should be, has just returned to this town 
from a business trip to Seattle, San Francisco, Los 
Angeles and the entire West coast, and he informs me 
that he found thousands of Japanese in almost every 
voeation, and that they are the chief labor employed on 
the railway construction in that section of our country. 
It is fair to assume that many of these people are not 
of the coolie stripe. Knowing them as many of us do, 
we can readily believe that there are many of them mili- 
tary spies and well informed as to every fill, cut, bridge 
and tunnel on the railway lines leading to the West coast. 
We may class these laborers as coolies if we wish, but 
it is more than probable that they are capable of handling 
the rifle better than most of National Guardsmen. I 
believe that Japan now has a foree already located on 
our Western shores that would be of no small account 
when the first landing party should reach our coast. Is 
it not barely possible that these apparently harmless 
laborers are at this time in possession of arms, and 
ready to lend effective aid to the first troop transports 
that might at any time sail into Seattle or other harbors 
on the Pacific coast? Are we not lulling ourselves into 
fancied security after the fashion of the ostrich?” 








The Rochester (N.Y.) Democrat and Chronicle refers 
to a lecture by Principal John La Waile, of the Middle- 
bury Academy and Wyoming High School, in which he 
speaks of the hardships he suffered in 1900 while a mem- 
ber of Company I, 27th Regiment, garrisoning Nevaliches, 
P.I. As there was no regiment in the Army in 1900 
having a higher number than twenty-five, Mr. La Waile’s 
story must refer to a regiment of Volunteers, a fact to 
which he and the Democrat and Chronicle should have 
called attention. Of his experiences in this Volunteer 
regiment Mr. La Waile says: ‘The story of my company’s 
hardships forms one of the blackest pages in the history 
of the 27th. Cursed with some of the vilest company 
officers who ever disgraced a regiment, forced to eat food 
unfit for a dog and to work continually in the broiling 
sun, our eight months’ stay in this pest hole was marked 
by a dreary record of sickness and sufferings. In the 
course of this narrative I have devoted little space to our 
officers, two of whom were villains of as deep a dye as 
ever held commissions in the U.S. Army.” He styles the 
captain a crank, a morphine eater and a petty tyrant. 
A lieutenant was a drunkard who would sell his soul for 
a drink of whisky.

Among the important “facts” disclosed to an agonized 
world in the book against the Army referred to on page 
559 of our number for Jan. 14 is this: “Do you know 
that the American soldier’s ration is officially estimated 
to cost 62-3 cents each? And that suicide in the Amer- 
ican Army was thirty-six times greater in 1909 than in 
1907?” The other statements in the book are like unto 
this. Lying would appear to be a necessary accompani- 
ment of Army criticism. The cost of the ration, as stated 
by Representative Slayden in the debate on the Army 
bill, reported last week, is 23.384 cents. The number of 
suicides in the Army from June 30, 1909, to June 30, 
1910, was thirty-four, beside two in the Philippine 
Scouts. The suicides in the Army in 1907-8 were pre- 
cisely the same, thirty-four in the Regular Army and 
two in the Scouts. The number of suicides in our Army 
of 80,718 officers and men is therefore in the proportion 
of 45 to 100,000 men. Mulhall, in his volume of statistics, 
gives the number of suicides in other armies in each 
100,000 as follows: Austria, 85; Germany, 64; France, 
51: Sweden and Belgium, each 45; Great Britain, 38; 
Italy, 30. 





A correspondent says: “Will the JourNAt kindly 
permit one of its oldest readers to make a few remarks 
in reply to ‘Justice,’ in reference to the ‘Navy Relief 
Society’? This would-be contributor to the fund is 
probably not aware that there are officers retired on 
account of wounds or other disability incurred in their 
line of duty who are not admitted as members to the 
Relief Society, and cannot be accepted in regular insur- 
ance companies. Their training unfits them for employ- 
ment in civil life in a great measure, even if they are 
able; and as it takes about all their limited pay (I refer 
to the lower grades) to maintain a family under existing 
high prices, particularly if the wife is an invalid and 
the doctor’s bills have to be met, would it be justice 
to refuse aid to the families of such officers?” This 
suggestion is very much to the point, and we trust that 
it will relieve the doubts of “Justice’’ and others of like 
opinion as to contributing to the funds of the Navy 
Relief Society. 
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A YEAR’S WORK OF THE N.Y.N.G. 


Protesting against what he calls a “cheapening” of 
the mark of approval intended in conferring the brevet 
rank for especially gallant or meritorious service, 
Adjutant Gen, William Verbeck, of the National Guard 
of New York, in his annual report, recommends an 
amendment to the Military Law of New York doing away 
with the present custom of giving a brevet commission 
of a grade higher than that held by the officer and a 
brevet of second lieutenant to an enlisted man for mere 
service of twenty-five years, also to provide for the re- 
tirement in the grade in which he is actually serving of 
an enlisted man after twenty-five years of service as a 
more fitting and dignified recognition of his service than 
would be a brevet commission as second lieutenant. This 
would be more acceptable to the soldier himself. 

The strength of the Guard for the year ended Sept. 30, 
1910, showed an aggregate of 991 officers, a loss of four, 
and 14,584, a loss of 711. The percentage of absentees 
from the annual inspections and musters was 4.56. The 
Naval Militia showed an aggregate of fifty-eight officers 
and 738 men, a loss of four. The summer cruise of the 
Naval Militia on the ships of the Atlantic Fleet was 
productive of great good to the organization. 

“The past year was one of rapid educational growth. 
The fear that the Guard would be overburdened by 
greater demands upon its time by the requirements of 
the National Militia statute and also by the preparation 
ind study necessrry for field service and the requirements 
c® modern ‘military science has been largely allayed by 
the great enthasiasm and interest that these new condi- 
tions have bvought with them, The greater character and 
dignity Lsvught to the Guard and the greater pleasure 
in the Service have somewhat compensated for the time 
and pains demanded of the modern Guardsmen.” 
Simplification of methods of instruction and economy of 
time have resulted from the ‘“‘splendid work” well started 
hy the regimental instruction boards established in ac- 
cordance with the G.O. 14, Headquarters Division, dated 
Sept. 17, 1910. For their deep interest in their duties 
General Verbeck thanks Capt. R. Foster Walton, U.S.A., 
retired, Capt. J. B. Mitchell, C.A.C., U.S.A., and Capt. 
G. EF. 'Thorne, 24th U.S. Inf. The report refers to Major 
Gen. Charles F. Roe, commanding the divison, as 
“inaugurating and supervising through his able inspectors 
the most interesting and ambitious schedule of schools 
and drills ever attempted in this state.” ‘ 

The Adjutant General believes that the equation be- 
tween the Regular and National Guard troops through 
the joint maneuvers at Pine Camp last summer was in 
a fair way of being solved. One conspicuous lesson 
learned was that only well prepared troops should partici- 
pate in the joint maneuvers, and that state regimental 
camps and officers’ schools in the field are necessary for 
such preparation. Application has been made to_ the 
War Department to permit the officers of the Coast 
Artillery to go into camp at Fort Preble, Portland, Me. 
The A.G. feels that the state should be congratulated 
upon the growing efficiency of the Coast Artillery Corps, 
which, in addition to highly specialized work, has accom- 
plished more than the average National Guard standard 
of close order Infantry work, showing much precision in 
ceremonies and considerable attention to the details of 
guard duty and military courtesy. Especial commen- 
dation is bestowed in the report on the board appointed 
to revise the regulations for the military forces of the 
state. Placing in the hands of the Guardsmen the result 
of their “arduous and important work” has done much 
to establish stability and exactness in place of the old 
uncertainty. 

Among the recommendations .of the report are the 
following: That the 3d and 4th Brigades jointly perform 
next summer a tour of field duty at Pine Camp as a 
division; that other organizations not participating at 
Pine Camp last summer do camp duty at Peekskill; that 
the 1st and 2d Brigades have an officers’ camp at Peeks- 
kill along the lines followed by the 3d Brigade at Karners 
last summer; that a field hospital be organized, stationed 
at Buffalo, and an ambulance company in Binghamton ; 
that the ten troops of Cavalry be organized as a regi- 
ment; that companies of Infantry and Engineers be 
limited to a maximum of eighty-four enlisted men; that 
a three-year period of enlistment be adopted, a thorough 
study having changed the former view of the A.G. that 
the five-year period is the best, and it being his belief 
now that increase in re-enlistments would make the 
general average length of service equal to present condi- 
tions. General Verbeck finds that greater strength has 
come to the Guard in the year through the adding of 
four organizations to the number of those which have 
adopted the system of appointing officers upon nomina- 
tion, as provided in Sec. 74, M.L. ‘Ten organizations 
now follow that system, and all should adopt it. The 
report favors pensions for those who have served long 
and faithfully in the A.G.O.

PLAN FOR DIVISIONAL RIFLE COMPETITIONS. 


Gen. Bird W. Spencer, vice president of the National 
Board for the Promotion of Rifle Practice, has worked 
out an interesting plan for conducting the National 
Match in five sections of the country, instead of at one 
competition, as formerly. The plan is not recommended 
for 1911, but will be sent to the various states for their 
opinion as to its feasibility in 1912: 

Divide the country into five divisions as per the en- 
closed map and lists of states in the divisions. The map 
swings out into the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans, for the 
purpose of bringing in Cuba and Porto Rico on one side 
and Hawaii on the other. ee 

The present ranges in the first division, comprising the 
New Wngland states, the Middle states, District of 
Columbia, West Virginia and Virginia: Wakefield, Mass. ; 
Sea Girt, N.J.; Blauvelt, N.Y.; Mount Gretna, Pa. 

The present ranges in the second division, comprising 
the Southern states, Cuba and Porto Rico: Savannah, 
Ga.; Florida state range. 

The present ranges in the third division, the Middle 
West: Camp Perry, Ohio; Fort Sheridan, Ill.; Sparta, 
Wis., and Des Moines, Iowa (?). 

The present ranges in the fourth division: Fort Riley, 
Kas., the states being North and South Dakota, Nebraska, 
Kansas, Oklahoma, Texas, Wyoming, Colorado and New 
Mexico. 

The present ranges in the fifth division are somewhat 
indefinite, but doubtless there can be a central range 
found in Nevada or California. The states are Montana, 
Idaho, Utah, Washington, Oregon, Nevada, California 
and Hawaii. 

‘The National Matches to be held on the same dates in 
each division. The state or various states rifle associa- 
tions may hold meetings at the same time. The inspector 


general of rifle practice or chief of ordnance in charge 
of the state range to be the executive officer, assisted by 
Regular officers and troops detailed for duty. — 

The Naval and Military Academies to enter a team in 
the first division, The Regular Cavalry and Infantry 
to enter one team each in each division from the .troops 
actually stationed in the states comprising the divisions. 
The Navy and Marine Corps to enter teams from. ships, 
yards, ete., actually in the division or in waters con- 
tiguous. No transfers or details to be made for the pur- 
pose of placing members of teams in any particular 
division. 

The highest score in all the divisions to take the 
National Trophy; the next highest score, the Hilton 
Trophy ; the third highest score, the Soldier of Marathon. 
Money to be apportioned so that four teams in each 
division receive prizes. The same rule will apply to the 
National Individual Match. No elimination; no classes. 

Benefits—More local interest; less expense for’ time 
and travel; less likelihood of teams from the Regular 
Establishments winning every year; less congestion and 
more opportunity for properly taking care of contestants ; 
greater rivalry between contiguous states than in so 
large a field, especially when the Service teams are so 
much stronger. 

The meeting of the National Rifle Association to be 
held in each division once in each five years, which would 
give them an annual meeting in one of the divisions each 
year. This plan would broaden out and create greater 
interest in the N.R.A. than by confining every meeting 
to the congested National Match if held as a whole. 


SOME QUESTIONS FOR THE COSMOPOLITAN. 


The protests against Bailey Millard’s slanders upon 
the Army with which the Cosmopolitan has been favored 
are, without doubt, beyond its capacity for publication, 
but they should at least convince that periodical that it 
owes an apology for the slanders to which it has lent its 
columns. Among the letters sent to the Cosmopolitan 
was one from Richard Hargrave, Agente de Inversiones 
en General, Cuarto 202, Banco Nacional de Cuba, 
Habana, who writes from Arcadia, Florida. Mr. Har- 
grave, who served during the Spanish-American War, 
after setting forth in vigirous language, for the benefit 
of the editor of the Cosmopolitan, the facts to which his 
attention has been called through our columns, concludes 
his letter as follows: 

‘‘Has the Cosmopolitan gone over to the Yellow Journal 
class of destructive faultfinders with every good thing our 
Government has been able to produce in our history? Will the 
Cosmopolitan listen to every tale of woe from every delin- 
quent who comes up with a case like this? Why, visit, if 
you please, any prison; assume a slight leaning of sympathy 
toward the deepest-dyed life convicts; ask them a few ques- 
tions, and you will get such a picture of oppression, with the 
prisoner as the hero and the law as the tyrant, as would 
eclipse this deserter’s harrowing tale. Is not the Oosmo- 
politan committed to the overthrow of the rule of all those 
pampered rich who hope to escape their ordinary duties in 
life, yet to have the best of everything that money can buy 
and labor can produce? Does not the Cosmopolitan believe, 
with Admiral Nelson, that ‘every man this day must do his 
duty?’ Then why this attack on the best army ever main- 
tained to date in mundane history? Was it not such at- 
tacks as this, such meddling with the Army, which caused 
Gen. W. T. Sherman to order a reporter out of his camp on 
pain of being shot as a spy if he failed to go at once? Was 
it not such hacking and faultfindings with things pertaining 
to the military province alone that drew from Sherman a 
remark about ‘a besotted press’? 

‘‘T assure you, sir, your publication of that article is in- 
judicious, nay slanderous, to the best of armies, and its state- 
ments misleading. Our glorious Army, such as it is, has 
never been beaten, and has maintained thus far all those 
liberties enjoyed in this land, incidentally the privilege of 
the Cosmopolitan itself to attack the Army in the minds 
and sentiments of good people, where the dignity of the 
Army prevents replying in kind, according to the rules of 
warfare. I may reply in kind, being now in civil life, but 
the Army cannot well afford to reply. 

Neither the complaining deserter nor any of his sympa- 
thizers need occupy themselves about the conduct of that 
Army—it has the the ablest experts of the present and all 
the military experience of the past on which to call and to 
draw for advice as to what to do; if deserters be dissastified, 
if their friends don’t like it, if the united press of America 
even undertakes to reorganize the Army, they will find them- 
selves out of order to attack the Army; stay out and stay 
away if not satisfied. Leave reforms to the superior officers 
and experts; make affidavits of ills, fancied or real, and re- 
port to the proper authorities; attack the Army as you have 
done, and you lay yourselves liable to reply in kind.’’

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NAVAL AFPROPRIATION IN THE HOUSE. 


Carrying a total of $125,421,538, the Naval Appropria- 
tion bill (H.R. 32212) was reported in the House on 
Jan. 28. The appropriation is $5,929,316 less than the 
amount provided for in the previous year’s measure, and 
$2,044,021 less than the estimates submitted by the 
Department. 

The amount appropriated for increase of the Navy is 
$25,755,547.67, the building program providing for two 
first class battleships, two colliers, eight torpedoboat de- 
stroyers and four submarine torpedoboats. 

New paragraphs are inserted in the bill to remove the 
restrictions put on battleship building by the provisions 
in last year’s bill regarding the eight-hour workday, not- 
more-than-one-battleship-to-one-contractor, and requiring 
that one of the battleships should be built in a navy 
yard. The distribution of the duties of the Bureau of 
Euipment among the other bureaus and a_ temporary 
abolition of the Bureau of Equipment is authorized for 
another year. 

The bill authorizes expenditures for repairs on_ vessels 

of the Navy as follows: Georgia, $500,000; Virginia, 
$500,000: Arethusa, $120,000; Iroquois, $25,000; Nero, 
$45,000. 
; We give below the text of the bill as it relates to the 
“Increase of the Navy’; also the new legislation creating 
a Medical Reserve Corps in the Navy along the lines of 
the Medical Reserve Corps of the Army; granting 
pay from date of rank; adjustment of accounts of 
disbursing officers; making a special appropriation for 
the Hydrographic Office; placing the floating drydocks 
at the disposal of the Secretary of the Navy for transfer 
as service needs demand; directing the abandonment. of 
certain naval reservations and the sale’ of naval hospital 
grounds in Washington, D.C.; improvement of Marine 
Corps rifle range in Maryland; creating a_ permanent 
Naval Supply Fund; providing for the care of memorials 
at the Naval Academy and completing the John Paul 
Jones crypt in the Naval Academy chapel. 


INCREASE OF THE NAVY. 
That, for the purpose of further increasing the naval estab- 








lishment of the United States, the President is hereby au- 
thorized to have constructed two first class battleships, each 
carrying as heavy armor and as powerful armament as aby 
known. vessel of its class, to have the highest practicable speed 
and the greatest practicable radius of action, and to cost, 
enezeeten of armor and armament, not to exceed $6,000,000 
each. 

Two fleet colliers, of fourteen knots’ trial speed when car- 
Tying not less than 12,500 tons of cargo and bunker coal, to 
cost not to exceed $1,000,000 each. 

Eight torpedoboat destroyers, to have the highest practicable 
speed, and to cost not to exceed $825,000 each. 

Four submarine torpedoboats, in an amount not exceeding in 
the aggregate $2,000,000, and the sum of $800,000 is hereby 
appropriated for said purpose. 

The Secretary of the Navy may build any or all of the 
vessels authorized in this act in such navy yards as he may 
designate, and shall build any of the vessels herein authorized 
in such navy yards as he may designate, should it reasonably 
appear that the persons, firms or corporations, or the agents 
thereof, bidding for the construction of any of said vessels, 
have entered into any combination, agreement or understand- 
ing, the effect, object or purpose of which is to deprive the 
Government of fair, open and unrestricted competition in 
letting contracts for the construction of any of said vessels. 

Construction and machinery: On account of hulls and out- 
fits of vessels and steam machinery of vessels heretofore and 
herein authorized, $13,531,785.79: Provided, That no part 
of the above appropriation shall be used for the payment of 
the construction of any collier the total cost of which shall 
exceed $1,000,000. 

Increase of the Navy; torpedoboats: On.account of sub- 
marine torpedoboats and subsurface destroyers, heretofore 
authorized, $890,833.88. 

The limit of cost, exclusive of armor and armament, of the 
battleship Florida, authorized by the Naval Appropriation 
Act approved May 13, 1908, to be built in a Government 
navy yard, is hereby increased from $6,000,000 to $6,400,000. 

That part of the Naval Appropriation Act approved June 24, 
1910, under ‘‘Increase of the Navy,’’ which reads as fol- 
lows: ‘‘and the contract for the construction of said vessels 
shall contain a provision requiring said vessels to be built 
in accordance with the provisions of an act entitled ‘An Act 
relating to the limitation of hours for daily service of laborers 
and mechanics employed on public works for the United 
States and the District of Columbia, approved Aug. 1, 1892’ ’’ 
—is hereby repealed. 


That part of the Naval Appropriation Act of June 24, 1910, 
under ‘‘Increase of the Navy,’’ which reads as follows: 
‘*Provided always, That one of the battleships herein au- 
thorized shall be constructed in one of the navy yards,’’ is 
hereby repealed.

Provided, That the Secretary of the Navy is hereby au- 
thorized to cause to be constructed by private contract at a 
cost not to exceed $1,000,000 the one fleet collier authorized 
by the Naval Appropriation Act approved May 13, 1908, 
designated to be built in such Government yard on the Pacific 
coast as the Secretary of the Navy shall direct. 


MEDICAL RESERVE OORPS. 


Provided, That a Medical Reserve Corps, to be a con- 
Stituent part of the medical department of the Navy, is hereby 
established under the same provision, in all respects (except 
as may be necessary to adapt the said provisions to the 
Navy), as those providing a Medical Reserve Corps for the 
Army and set forth in the Act to increase the efficiency of the 
Medical Department of the United States Army, approved 
April 23, 1908. 

PAY FROM DATE OF RANK. 


Provided further, That all officers of the Navy, who since 
March 38, 1899, have been advanced or may hereafter be 
advanced in grade or rank by the President, in accordance 
with law, shall -be allowed the pay and allowances of the 
higher grade or rank from the date they take rank, ag stated 
in their commissions. 


ADJUSTMENT OF ACCOUNTS. 


Provided further, That the accounting officers of the 
‘Treasury are hereby authorized and directed to open and 
resettle, upon application, the accounts of volunteer officers 
of-the Navy who served in the war with Spain, and to re- 
settle such accounts in accordance with the decision of the 
Supreme Court of the United States in the case of the United 
States versus John M. Hite, reported in 204 U.S. Reports 
page 343. ° t 

Provided further, That the accounting officers of the Treas- 
ury are hereby authorized and directed to allow, in the set- 
tlement of accounts of disbursing officers involved, payments 
made to officers of the Navy while on temporary leaves of 
absence since March 3, 1899, not involving detach- 
ment from duty, and not in excess of leaves of absence al- 
lowed by law to officers of the Army without reduction in 
pay, and amounts so paid to naval officers shall be allowed 
in settlement of accounts of such officers.

Distribution of duties: The duties assigned by law to the 
Bureau of Equipment shall be distributed among the other 
bureaus and offices of the Navy Department in such manner 
as the Secretary of the Navy shall consider expedient and 
proper during the fiscal year enaing June 30, 1912, and the 
Secretary of the Navy, with the approval of the President, is 
hereby authorized and directed to assign and transfer to said 
other bureaus and offices, respectively, all available funds 
heretofore and hereby appropriated for the Bureau of Equip- 
ment and such civil employees of the bureau as are authorized 
by law, and when such distribution of duties, funds and em- 
ployees shall have been completed, the Bureau of Equipment 
shall be discontinued as hereinbefore provided: Provided, 
That nothing herein shall be so construed as to authorize the 
expenditure of any appropriation for purposes other than those 
specifically provided by the terms of the appropriations, or 
the submission of estimates for the naval establishment for 
the fiscal year 1913, except in accordance with the order and 
arrangement of the Naval Appropriation Act for the year 
1911: Provided further, That the Secretary of the Navy shall 
report to Congress at the beginning of its next ensuing ses- 
sion the distribution of the duties of the Bureau of Equipment 
made by him under the authorization herein granted, with 
full statement in relation to said distribution and the per- 
formance of navy yard work therein involved.

The Secretary of the Navy is authorized and directed to 
abandon and dispose of the naval reservations at San Juan 
and Culebra, Porto Rico; Port Royal, S.C.; New London, 
Conn., and Sacketts Harbor, N.Y., and to transfer such prop- 
erty, machinery and other material as may be of use in the 
naval establishment to other navy yards and stations; and 
he is further authorized and directed to dispose of the real 
estate in the manner most advantageous to the U.S. Govern- 
ment, and shall report to Congress the disposition of said 
material and real estate at its next regular session. 

The Secretary of the Navy shall sell the naval hospital 
buildings and grounds on Pennsylvania avenue, near Ninth 
street S.E., Washington, D.C., at public auction or private 
sale, upon such terms and conditions as shall be satisfactory 
to him, and the money derived from such sale shall be placed 
to the credit of the naval hospital fund. 


MARINE CORPS RIFLE RANGE. 


For the extension of existing quarters, buildings, mess 
hall, increasing rifle range facilities and the improvement of 
target butts, Marine Corps rifle range, Winthrop, Md., 
$20,006: Provided, That no part of said sum shall be ex- 
pended for the construction of quarters for marine officers 
the total cost of which, exclusive of cost of piling and in- 
cluding the heating and plumbing apparatus, wiring and 
fixtures, shall exceed in the case of quarters of a general 
officer for the sum of $15,000; of a colonel or an officer above 
the rank of captain, $12,000; and of an officer of and below 
the rank of captain, $9,000. 


THE NAVAL SUPPLY FUND. 


The permanent Naval Supply Fund created by the Act of 
March 3, 19038, as modified by the Acts of June 10, 1896, and 
March 3, 1897, and further increased by the Acts of Jan. 5, 
1899. and Feb. 14, 1902, is hereby abolished, and of the sum 
remaining on the books of the Treasury to the credit of the 
said fund after the adjustment of all liabilities, the Secretary 
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Attendant’s quarters, 


of the Treasury is hereby authorized and directed to cause 
the sum of $1,500,000 transferred to the credit of said fund 
from the general account of advances, to be returned to 
the general account of advances, and the remainder to 
be covered into the Treasury; and hereafter the naval supply 
account for the naval establishment, as created by the Act 
of June 25, 1910, under the Bureau of Supplies and accounts, 
shall govern the charging, crediting, receipt, purchase, trans-

To complete installation, and for care, preservation and 
display of memorials and other objects of historic interest 
and value at the Naval Academy, $3,000. 

The Secretary of the Navy shall have estimates, plans and 
specifications prepared for the completion of the crypt of the 
chapel at the U.S. Naval Academy as a permanent resting 
place for the body. of John Paul Jones, the cost of said crypt 
and furnishing of same, including architect’s fee and all 
other expenses of every character connected therewith, not 
to exceed $75,000, said plans and specifications to be ap- 
proved by the Superintendent of the United States Naval 
Academy and the Secretary of the Navy, and the sum of 
$75,000 is hereby appropriated for the completion and fur- 
nishing of said crypt in accordance with said plans and 
specifications.

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JAPANESE COMMENTS ON OUR ARMY. 


The question of military expansion in the United States 
is being actively discussed in Japan, but not, so far as 
we can learn, in a spirit unfriendly to this country. The 
Asaki Shimbun of Dec. 23, 1910, has an article in which 
it calls attention to the fact that the United States is 
a naval nation, and not a military nation. It gives 
statistics to show that as a military Power we rank 
number eight, the army of Japan, which, according to 
this authority, is nearest to us in strength, numbering 
220,000, while our total is given as 84,000. “It is 
likely,” this Japanese paper says, “that these facts have 
made American statesmen feel uneasy and that they 
have realized that coast defense should not be neglected 
in these days of improved communication, which 
minimized the distance from one country to another. 
The speedy adoption of the military expansion bill by 
Congress is, however, highly doubtful. Though it is 
difficult to obtain definite information regarding the 
present expansion bill, yet, according to the data given 
out two or three months ago, it seems to consist of the 
following points.” Then follows a synopsis of the 
measures before Congress providing for an increase of 
our Army. Continuing, the Asaki says: “We wonder if 
Congress will adopt the bill all at once. According to 
past instances, the Legislature of the United States is 
very slow in adopting bills for the expansion or improve- 
ment of the Army. Take, for instance, the recent realiza- 
tion of the coast defense program determined upon 
twenty-four years ago, that is, in 1886, by the Endicott 
Committee. Will the new expansion bill be an exception? 
The chances of its being adopted are even less now, 
because, as a result of the Democratic victory in 
November last, the Republican party will cease to be 
supreme in Congress in March, 1911. We therefore 
wonder if the military expansion bill will pass Congress 
as speedily as the Administration hopes. If by any 
chance it should pass Congress we feel sure that it will 
be only after wholesale amendment. 

“Looking at the matter from our unbiased standpoint, 
the United States Army of the present day is too small, 
and it really requires some expansion. Whether gradual 
or radical, expansion will doubtless be effected eventually. 
In this connection there is something regarding which 
we take the liberty of giving a piece of advice. We hope 
that at this juncture American statesmen will not resort 
to cheap political moves, endeavoring to facilitate the 
military expansion by unnecessary sensationalism, pro- 
ducing a war scare. Without resorting to such a trick, 
the whole world is convinced that the Army of the United 
States is too small. The American people will be able 
to realize the need for military expansion if they com- 
pare the armies of all the Powers in terms of figures, 
and also take into consideration the fact that America 
is no longer an isolated continent, as she was in bygone 
days. Demagogic sensationalism will never do for the 
= wot either the United States or international friend- 
ship. 
The Chuwo Shimbun, organ of the Seiyukai, the 
majority party in the Japanese Diet, says in its issue of 
Dec. 23, 1910: “Since ex-President Roosevelt’s final mes- 
sage to Congress, in which he dwelt upon the necessity 
of exploiting the Pacific, and also upon the pressing need 
of a larger Navy, the naval enthusiasm of the American 
people has gradually become more intense. Of late the 
authorities of the U.S. Army have been urging the ex- 
pansion of the Army, pointing out the inadequateness of 
the coast defense. The question of increasing the arma- 
ment of the United States is going to attract the atten- 
tion of the whole world. 

“The expansion of the Army is, however, an unpopular 
scheme at present, as the Army is not so brilliant as 
the Navy. Expansion of the Navy is a question in which 
American shipbuilders take a vital interest, and the 
legislators, as well as the journalists who are paid by 
the shipbuilders, make exaggerated statements; while 
the Army has no organized system for popularizing its 
expansion. 

“If the United States truly realizes the importance of 
military preparation she should endeavor to complete 
national defense both on land and on sea. Neither branch 
should be neglected. Taking into consideration the area 
and population of the United States, as well as her in- 
creased oversea possessions and the growing complexity 
of the international relations of that country, one finds 
that her armament is highly inadequate, the Army being 
poorer than the Navy. * * * 

“The thing about which we are concerned is the in- 
fluence of increased armaments upon finances and general 
politics. There is no nation that does not have to face 
difficult financial problems on account of the expansion 
of armaments. It is also natural that, when special 
stress is laid upon armaments, it should disturb the 
political world by giving rise to new tendencies. Since 
France began having profesional soldiers and sailors for 
the portfolios of the army and navy the political world 
has undergone a complete change. A similar suggestion 
in England is regarded by fair-minded critics as calcu- 
lated to revolutionize her parliamentary government. The 
American people are about to enter into the whirlpool of 
military expansion. Let us for a while observe the 
situation and later forecast the outceme of it all.”

This society is kindred in its purposes to the Naval 
History Society, recently established in New York. In- 
cluded in its research and publication is everything 
relating to ship and navigation. Jan. 1, 1911, it com- 
menced the publication of a monthly journal, The 
Mariner’s Mirror, which takes its title from that of a 
seamen’s guide printed in Dutch in 1584, and shortly 
afterward translated into English. The journal will 


appear with the avproval and sunport of the Admiralty, 
but it will treat impartially of the man-of-war and the 
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trading vessel and anything concerning them, with no 
preference to either class of vessel. It will contain short 
original articles on matters interesting to all concerned 
in the sea and ships, with diagrams, and, in addition, 
ample space will be devoted to inquiries for information 
and replies. 

The English society is the outcome of meetings recently 
held at the Royal United Service Institute, Whitehall. 
Vice Admiral H.S.H. Prince Louis of Battenberg is the 
president. Its purpose is to encourage research into 
nautical antiquities, into matters relating to seafaring 
and shipbuilding in all ages and among all nations, into 
the language and customs of the sea and into other sub- 
jects of nautical interest.

MAJOR SQUIER’S INVENTIONS. 


With reference to the invention which Major Squier, 
U.S. Signal Corps, has, with remarkable generosity, made 
a gift to the public, the Scientific American says: “It 
is difficult to classify this new system of communication. 
It is not exactly wire telephony, nor is it wireless tele- 
phony or telegraphy, but it occupies a position midway 
between, combining many of the advantages and elimi- 
nating many of the disadvantages of each. In wire 
telephony the amount of current employed is astonish- 
ingly small, but the very delicacy of the system makes 
it impossible to transmit a message to any considerable 
distance without loading the line with Pupin coils. 
Wireless telegraphy, on the other hand, is absurdly 
wasteful of electrical energy. In his study of this sub- 
ject Major Squier has discovered that by reducing the 
frequency of the oscillations to a lower number than 
heretofore used in wireless telegraphy it is possible to 
direct the energy along a wire. Major Squier has found 
that by means of proper attunement, such as is employed 
in wireless systems, a large number of conversations may 
be carried on over a single wire at the same time, or 
Morse telegraph signals may be used, without in the 
least interfering with the ordinary battery teiephonic 
message. Furthermore, as the electro-magnetic waves 
are not conducted through the wire, but are merely 
directed by it, they are not subject to ohmic resistance, 
as are ordinary telephonic currents, so that they provide 
a means of communicating over much greater distances 
than have heretofore been possible. 

“Major Squier has found by experiment that fre- 

quencies up to 100,000 cycles per second are so bound 
io the conductor that there is very little radiation. The 
frequencies used in wireless telegraphy range from this 
point up to several million per second. Major Squier’s 
system, then, embraces the range between 20,000 and 
100,000 eycles. This range is so great that by using 
nethods of attunement it is possible to send a series of 
wave trains along the wire which are quite distinct 
irom each other, and which may be selectively separated 
by receiving instruments that are respectively synchro- 
nized with the transmitting instruments. Using these 
wave trains as vehicles of communication, it is a simple 
matter to impress upon them variations and modifications 
corresponding to the human voice by means of microphone 
transmitters, as in wireless telephony. The receiving 
instrument will then pick up the particular wave train 
to which it is attuned, and, by means of detectors and 
receivers, such as are commonly used in wireless tele- 
phony, will reproduce the human voice. Apparently the 
vexing problem of multiplex telephony has been com- 
pletely solved. Major Squier’s invention is capable of 
a large number of different applications and modifica- 
tions, all of which have been carefully covered in four 
atents. 
“Tt is difficult to foretell just what Major Squier’s 
inventions may lead up to. The fact that they do not 
require any special apparatus not already tried out makes 
them doubly valuable. The commercial possibilities of 
this high-frequency line telephony appear to be very 
promising indeed, and we owe Major Squier a large debt 
of gratitude for placing this fundamentally new mode 
of telephony absolutely at the disposal of the public 
without the exaction of royalty or license.” 
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RECEPTION TO MED. DIR. W. R. DU BOSE, U.S.N. 


A very attractive reception was given at the U.S. 
Naval Hospital, Norfolk, Va., on Saturday, Jan. 28, 1911, 
from 2:30 to 4:30 p.m., by the staff officers, in honor 
of Med. Dir. William Richards Du Bose, who is in 
command. 

The entire medical fraternity from Norfolk and Ports- 
mouth, Fort Monroe and surrounding vicinity were in- 
vited, as were the U.S. Army officers stationed at Fort 
Monroe, Va., the officers of the Public Health and Marine 
Hospital Service and the naval and marine officers sta- 
tioned at the navy yard and Marine Barracks and on 
board the battleships at the navy yard. P 

This is the first opportunity that the professional men 
of Norfolk and Portsmouth and the officers of the 
different Services had to visit the hospital since it was 
remodeled at a cost of over one-half million dollars, and 
all who could possible come did so. Especially was this 
true of the medical fraternity of the two cities, of whom 
over one hundred attended. : 

The hospital was beautifully decorated with palms, 
rubber plants, ferns and cut flowers, and these, with the 
light buff walls, white ceilings and marble stairs, made a 
very striking picture. An orchestra of twelve pieces 
from the U.S. navy yard was stationed at the top of the 
marble stairway on the second floor, where they played 
selections from the latest operas during the reception 
hours. 

Dr. Du Bose received in a room artistically decorated 
with palms, green plants and cut flowers, just off the left 
of the spacious entrance. He was assisted by the execu- 
tive surgeon, W. M. Garton, U.S.N. From here the 
guests were shown through the hospital by the other 
medical officers, visiting each of the twelve wards, operat- 
ing pavilion, X-ray room and hydrotherapeutic room, 
which is finished in solid marble and contains all the 
modern baths, packs, etc., used in hydrotherapy. From 
here they were escorted to the large reception room on 
the second floor, where delicious refreshments were 
served by the Female Nurse Corps. This room was dec- 
orated with rubber plants, ferns, palms, etc., carrying out 
beautifully the general decorating idea of white and 
green, 

The hospital was originally constructed in 1828, and 
has always been one of the prominent hospitals in the 
U.S. naval service. In 1908 it was remodeled, adding to 





the original building new wings, operating pavilion on 
the top floor, autopsy room, laboratory, morgue, hydro- 
therapeutic room and an extensive powerhouse, which 
furnished light, heat and ventilation to the entire hos- 


pital, Over 500 patients can be comfortably accommo- 
dated. There is also a quarantine station, isolated from 
the main hospital, which can accommodate 100 patients. 

Med. Dir. W. R. Du Bose, who is in command of the 
hospital, is assisted by Surg. W. M. Garton, P.A. Surg. 
H. F, Strine, P.A. Surg. R. Hayden, P.A. Surg. G. B. 
Tribble, Asst. Surg. H. A. Garrison and Asst. Surg. G. 
C. Rhoades, U.S.N., and Pharmacist W. B. Shaw, who 
is in charge of the commissary department. An average 
of over 200 patients are under treatment. There are 
fifteen nurses and about fifty members of the Hospital 
Corps attached to the hospital. 

The reception, which was marked by its beauty and 
simplicity, thoroughly familiarized the medical men of 
Norfolk and Portsmouth and officers of the different 
Services with the hospital and the excellent professional 
work carried on by Dr. Du Bose and his staff. Among 
those present, in addition to the many civilian doctors, 
were Mayor J. D. Riddick, of Norfolk; Rear Admirals 
W. A. Marshall and A. C. Dillingham, U.S.N.; Capts. 
Alfred Reynolds and J. P. Parker, U.S.N.; Col. L. W.

RECEIPT NOT AN ACQUITTANCE. 


The Court of Claims on Jan. 16, 1911, John Pickley 
vs. the United States, No, 28890, rendered judgment 
against the United States in the sum of $1,202.66. 

It was contended by the Government that the receipts 
given at the time of payments, “Received at Rock Island, 
Ill., this 10th day of September, 1901, from Major C. 
McD. Townsend, Corps of Engrs., the sum of $3,428.18, 
in full payment of the above account, which I certify 
to be correct,” was an acquittance of any further de- 
mands. 

In overruling this contention the court said: 

“It is further contended by the Government that the 
receipts given by the claimant are an acquittance of any 
further demand under these contracts, and numerous 
authorities from our own courts are cited in support of 
this contention, and an equal number from the same 
courts are cited in opposition. It would serve no good 
purpose to enter into a discussion and analysis of these 
numerous cases, and we shall not do so. At the time 
these receipts were given there was no dispute between 
the parties as to the amount due the claimant ; the Comp- 
troller of the Treasury had decided that the amount 
received was all that was due, and the paymaster could 
pay no more, and the claimant knew this. Quite likely 
he was led to believe that no greater sum was due him, 
but if so, as we decide, he was mistaken. There was no 
settlement or accord and satisfaction between the parties, 
because there was nothing to settle and no difference 
between them to accord, and hence there could have been 
no consideration for receipting for a sum less than was 
actually due. 

“Under the authorities as we understand them we do 
not believe that the claimant is barred from recovering 
the balance which we find was honestly his due under 
the terms of the contract.” 





GENERAL LISCUM TO BE HONORED. 


The Burlington (Vt.) Free Press, referring to the 
bronze tablet to be erected in the Fletcher-Carnegie 
Library, at Burlington, in memory of that gallant soldier, 
Gen. Emerson H, Liscum, says: 

“With the death of General Liscum a military career 
such as few can lay claim to was brought to a close. 
The years of service, which number nearly forty, were 
replete with brilliant and gallant deeds, explaining the 





General’s rise to his high rank from that of corporal, 
which rank he held at the opening of the Civil War. 
During the years in the Army he saw action with the 
Army of the Potomac and was wounded in the fighting 
at Gettysburg and at Cedar Mountain. He was brevetted 
during the war for gallant service in the campaign before 
Richmond and at the battle of Bethesda Church. Later 
he served on the frontier, in the Philippine insurrection, 
in Cuba and at Tien-tsin. He was wounded before 
Santiago. 

“At the outbreak of the Civil War General Liscum 
was enrolled in Company H (Burlington Company) of 
the Ist Vermont Infantry for a term of service of three 
months. He re-enlisted Feb, 1, 1862, in Company E of 
the 12th U.S. Infantry, and a year later was made a 
second lieutenant. On May 4, 1863, he was again pro- 
moted and made a first lieutenant. At the close of the 
war he was made a captain in the 25th Infantry, and 
was later transferred to the 30th. He afterward served 
with the 19th, and May 4, 1892, was promoted to major 
and appointed to the 22d. Four years later he was 
raised in rank to lieutenant colonel, and not long after- 
ward he was made colonel of the 9th U.S. Infantry. For 
gallant service he was made brigadier general of Volun- 
wron’ and served as such during the Spanish-American 

ar.”

MORE SOLDIERS VERSUS MORE REGIMENTS. 


The increase in economy which would result from 
largely increased companies in our Service is obvious. 
The whole Army is suffering from overadministration ; 
too much energy is required to run the machine. This 
is due largely to the great number of small administrative 
units. In a certain post there are about 2,400 men, 
divided into thirty-five organizations. Beside post head- 
quarters there are three regimental and one independent 
battalion headquarters, each requiring a commander, 
staff, clerks and orderlies. Each organization must devote 
time and men to its own little rolls, reports, requisitions 
and endorsements, in addition to the work of running 
its mess. The great number of buildings required has 
scattered the post over an enormous area, and a large 
part of the command is constantly on fatigue. The com- 
mand is mixed, but it would be no better if it were all 
Infantry. 

Organized into one Infantry regiment there would be 
less than 200 men to a company; the administrative 
force required would be divided by three, and from an 
organization that required 160 officers, and that cannot 
be efficiently officered by 100, it would be changed into one 
with all needs filled by fifty; hundreds of clerks, cooks, 
orderlies, messengers, bandsmen, etc., would go to handling 
rifles as a business; dozens of offices, orderly rooms, 
kitchens and storehouses would be closed, and the energy 
expended on them would go into fighting power; fewer 
buildings would be needed, the post could be concentrated, 
and less transportation would be required. The diminu- 
tion in labor and expense would extend upward all the 
way through the executive and intendence departments. 

It is believed that much of the overgrowth of adminis- 
tration and expense is the result of a mistaken conception 
of the “nucleus idea.” Small organizations are kept with 
a view to their expansion in time of need, when the proper 
material with which to expand them will not be forth- 
coming. 

That regiments on foreign service should be kept 
practically at full strength is obvious. In case of serious 
war no recruits can be sent out, and organizations which 
have suffered throughout peace the evils of the nucleus 
system will be cut off from the enjoyment of its 
supposititious benefits. Nothing else would so increase 
the present efficiency and decrease the expense of these 
regiments as to convert them into battalions. 

It is claimed that the addition of twenty-five regiments 
would remedy the shortage of officers with troops, but 
this is not true. A regiment, whether composed of large 
or small companies, cannot spare many officers. Making 
allowance for four offigers on leave, two sick and one 
vacancy leaves forty-three for duty. Deducting fifteen 
for field, staff and machine guns leaves twenty-eight for 
company duty. Two officers should be present with each 
company. There would then be left four from each regi- 
ment, or a total of 220 for all details, not actually with 
troops. Two hundred and twenty officers could not meet 
the demand upon the Infantry for these details, and the 
shortage would continue. 

Compare the plan for twenty-five new regiments with 
the plan to increase the enlisted strength of the present 
regiments to 2,000 and to create enough extra officers to 
supply legitimate demands ‘without disturbing regimental 
quotas. The fifty-five regiments would have 44,800 
men, trained to a lesser extent than in larger regiments; 
officers would be scarce, and many companies would be 
commanded, as at present, by lieutenants unfamiliar with 
their duties. In a sudden emergency regiments would 
take the field at peace strength, and the number of small 
organizations would increase the difficulties of command, 
administration and supply far beyond those normally 
pertaining to an equal number of men. 

Should the emergency be not so pressing, violent efforts 
would be made to collect, shelter, equip and train a body 
of men almost equal in number to that already in ranks. 
Just at the time when battalions and regiments should 
be practicing field problems the best non-commissioned 
officers and most of the officers would be busy enlarging 
the nuclei. Unless there were more time than can be 
expected there would be little chance to instruct recruits 
in marching with packs, taking care of themselves in the 
field or firing their pieces. Anyone who has carried a 
company through a target season knows the long months 
required to make a military shot out of a new man. A 
reciprocating enemy is a poor target for instruction 
practice. Except in profound necessity it is a crime to 
expose on the battlefield a man who cannot properly 
manage his rifle, and the nation that relies on such men 
to oppose trained troops is riding to a fall. 

The other plan would place full companies under cap- 
tains or senior first lieutenants, each assisted by at least 
one lieutenant. Except for temporary absences, comple- 
ments of field and staff would be complete. The Infantry 
of the Army would be composed of 60,000 men, trained, 
officered and ready to take the field. Getting ready for 
war would, for the company commander, consist in over- 
hauling the outfit to see that everything was in shape; 
there would be no killing bother, and when the battlefield 
was reached officers and men would feel that they be- 
longed to a machine all of whose parts would work, and 
they would go in with the faith necessary to success. It 
cannot be doubted that 60,000 men, trained and with 
powerfully compact organization, would be worth more 
than the 82,000 that might result from an enlargement 
of the present and proposed nuclei. For us to rely upon 
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the nucleus system is like a fire engine company which 
keeps one trained horse and expects, upon the stroke, to 
rush into the street, seize an animal, thrust him in beside 
the trained horse and fly to the fire. 

In time of peace officers must be sent abroad to keep 
our Service in touch with the latest advances; there 
must be details to staff positions not directly connected 
with troops, to recruiting stations, as instructors at the 
Military Academy, as instructors and to take the courses 
of instruction at service schools and to furnish instructors 
to the Militia and military schools. In war officers of 
the Army should continue many of these functions and 
fill the enlarged staff departments. These places cannot 
be filled by officers belonging to regimental quotas without, 
as at present, damaging the regiments. Here lies the need 
for extra officers. 

Depression ever follows stimulation. Neither new 
regiments nor extra officers can cause a “healthy flow 
of promotion.” 

The cost of 60,000 men in thirty regiments would be 
little more than that of 44,800 in fifty-five regiments. 
The twenty-five new bands would require 700 men and 
cost at least $500,000 a year. The 1,275 new officers 
would cost in pay, quarters, transportation, etc., approxi- 
mately $4,000,000 a year. Furthermore, new regiments 
would result in increase in the staff departments, as 
there would be so much more administration. 

There can never be a better time than the present to 
enlarge the Infantry organizations. It has been realized 
that the mobile Army must be concentrated into fewer 
stations and that the cost in money and labor will compel 
the abandonment of the park system of posts. New 
arrangements must be made, and it would be cheaper to 
prepare for increases in the old regiments than for 
twenty-five new regiments. 

In the armies of Europe and Japan the war strength 
of companies is fairly constant at from 240 to 250 men, 
as opposed to 108 with us. It has been claimed that 
questions of expense hold these companies at a size too 
great, but there is no indication of a desire to make 
radical reductions. Why do we disregard the experience 
of nations with whom the preparation for war is a 
matter of calculation to secure the greatest effect with 
the smallest outlay? 

Probably the largest companies that ever saw service 
in the US. Army were the batteries of the 3d Artillery 
Battalion which went to the Philippines in 1898 as 
Infantry. These left the States with 200 men each, and 
at the beginning of the insurrection took the field with 
about 150 men each, or a total of about 600, under three 
Civil War veterans and five second lieutenants. ‘The 
battalion was the backbone of the Malolos expedition. In 
one short campaign the batteries lost in action from 
fifteen to thirty per cent. of the men, but their morale 
remained intact. Before the outbreak the new men had 
had nine months of hard, close training, and the result 
showed that troops well trained in peace do not leave the 
proportion of officers required by green troops loosely 
bound together. 

The company should contain the greatest number of 
men who can receive from one trained officer the super- 
vision that cannot be delegated to enlisted or partly 
trained commissioned subordinates. All increases up to 
this limit tend, in battle, to concentration of power, 
facility of higher control and reduction of friction, and 
at all times to reduction of expense, impediments and 
administration. The practicable size of companies in- 
creases with the intelligence of the personnel; we insist 
that the intelligence of our people is higher than that of 
any other nation. 

It is significant that England, which has only a small 
reserve, and, like ourselves, a system of voluntary serv- 
ice, holds her companies at nearly 200 in peace, intending 
for war to add only twenty-five per cent., instead of the 
100 per cent. of other military nations. Furthermore, 
the companies in India are at full war strength. 

Our companies have a peace strength of sixty-five, 
which we mean to increase to 108 for war. The addi- 
tions to the regimental strength, such as the machine-gun 
company and scouts, must be trained men, and so will 
be taken from the companies. Thus the companies will 
have to add about 100 per cent. of recruits. This is 
the nucleus idea, borrowed from abroad, just as was the 
old full dress helmet, without considering its suitability 
to our conditions, for we have no Regular Army reserve. 

There is much reason to doubt that we can ever have 
a Regular Army reserve of consequence.. Our small Army 
could pass only a few men into the reserves. The Militia 
offers in peace, and particularly in war, excellent opportu- 
nities for men who have been good soldiers, and who, 
while retaining a military spirit, wish to settle down in 
civil life. Americans are independent in spirit, and men 
of value would not, for a small stipend, assume obliga- 
tions which curtailed their liberty. 

A body of Infantry can be more effectively trained 
when the companies are large, up to the limit of 200 
men, than when they are small, as at present in our 
Service. In the Field Artillery a battery commander is 
a more important person than a staff officer, as a battery 
has enough body and substance to give its commander 
dignity. A horse battery commander has 150 men and 
192 horses; a company commander has nothing but sixty- 
five men. With 150 men in each company the work of 
officers and non-commissioned officers would be made 
interesting by its magnitude and importance. Increased 
responsibility brings increased efficiency. It is profoundly 
discouraging to a captain of fifteen or twenty years’ 
service to grind along year after year drilling four or 
five squads. He has been commanding these small frag- 
ments from time to time since he was a second lieutenant, 
and there is no prospect of a change, until he falls into 
cummand of four such fragments. The unrest caused by 
this has brought about a great and damaging desire for 
duty not with troops, stimulated by the growing belief 
that as the company affords so little scope for distinction 
an officer must find employment elsewhere if he wishes 
to establish a record. 

We need additional officers for duty away from troops 
in time of peace and to fill the numerous important staff 
positions in war; but we should not try to obtain them 
by creating more skeleton regiments which are too small 
for peace purposes, and which cannot, as was shown in 
1898, profitably be expanded at the outbreak of war.

EXTENSION OF THE SIBERIAN RAILWAY. 


It is reported by U.S. Consul Lester Maynard, of 
Viadivostock, that the Russian government contemplates 
the improvement of the existing Siberian Railway and 
creating duplicate approaches both in European Russia 
and the Far East. When these works are completed, in 
1915, the imperial treasury. will have exnended on the 
Siberian Railway somewhat over $1,000.000,000. In ex- 
change for this Russia will have a complete double track 
system from the Urals to the Pacific, with double 
approaches, of a total length of 6,844 miles. The most 





important new work strategically is the Amur Railway, 
which will supply Russia with communication with the 
Far East, running through Russian territory alone, as 
against the existing Chinese Eastern line. The new 
Amur line will be 1,344 miles long, and, including rolling 
stock, guarding during construction and the usual per- 
centage of estimated expenditure, the cost is put at 
$149,244,000. The work has been two years in hand. 
Doubling and improving the existing track of the Siberian 
Railway was begun in 1 Calculating on the basis 
of past outlays, the Russian engineer, Mikhailovsky, puts 
the cost of reconstructing the existing Siberian line at 
$97,966,000. This makes a total cost of new works 
undertaken during the past three years of $290,453,000. 
The total cost of the completed Siberian Railway is 
estimated at $997,146,000, or about $146,827 per mile, 
notwithstanding that practically no compensation had to 
be paid for land and that more than half the line runs 
through flat territory. 
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OVERWORKING THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


To THE Epitor OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

A sincere interest in, a considerable observation of 
and some experience with the National Guard of various 
states for a period covering since 1888 prompts me td 
say that your article of Jan. 21 entitled, “Overworking 
the National Guard,” is most timely. The War De- 
partment and the Army do not seem to fully realize that 
a National Guard company at a review, drill or other 
military “function” in an armory of an evening is really 
like a military drama on the stage, such as “Shenan- 
doah,” “Secret Service,’ etc.. Every detail may be 
perfect, but at eleven p.m. or thereabouts the uniforms, 
arms and equipment are put away and the lights go out. 
Now the theatrical “company” will possibly return next 
day during the hours of daylight and go over it all again 
in rehearsal. Not so the military campany. Its mem- 
bers must engage in other work for their support, ex- 
cept, as your article says, those “holding pay positions 
in the National Guard, and doing nothing else for a 
living.” The Militia could no more be “run” without 
some officers and men (the latter being janitors, armor- 
ers, clerks, etc.) who give all their time, or at least 
a part of their daylight hours, to their Militia work, 
than could a play be produced nightly if no employees 
came to the theater during the day to arrange and pre- 
pare for the evening. We have few of the idle rich 
class in the Militia, and no one else in America can 
“get off” to attend to Militia affairs before night, ex- 





‘cept at a sacrifice. If a Guardsman is a man of a high 


business position, while he may have only himself as 
“the boss” to get permission from, it may still be a very 
great burden to give up part of his office hours. On 
the other hand, if the member earns only a very small 
salary it is probably all-important not to risk losing 
his place by staying away from his work during any 
part of the day. The campaign to “educate” employers 
up to the point of not putting obstacles in the way of 
their men going to the regular evening drills and to the 
summer camps each year, which is being carried on in 
all the states, will fail if too much time is asked for. 
The approaching period when many more officers from 
the Regular Army are to be assigned to duty with the 
Militia will require, in order to produce the best effects, 
a very clear and sensible viewpoint in looking at the 
results, or there will be discouragement for some of 
the Militia officers and disappointment in the reports 
from some of the Army officers. 

No matter how much pay for each drill or other mili- 
tary exercise may be offered to each Militiaman by Con- 
gress, and no matter how many officers and non-com- 
missioned officers of the Army may be assigned to duty 
with the Guard, as long as each member thereof has got 
to support himself by other work the amount of time 
that can be given to this side issue of military instruc 
tion can only be increased up to a certain limit! To 
go beyond this will be impossible. At present the very 
“machinery-of-law” in most states, for punishing ab- 
sences from drill, itself involves a hardship upon those 
who attend to enforcing the same and to collecting the 
fines, because it takes time during the day. 

The District of Columbia Militia, which is under the 
immediate notice of the War Department, has many ad- 
vantages in) the way of holidays (as so many are Gov- 
ernment employees) not fully shared by other states. 
In most cities the richest men work usually till 6, not 
4:30 p.m. And those officers of the Militia who do 
nothing else but military work may sometimes themselves 
become oversanguine of future possible attainments of 
the Guard. 

But this “time element” which admits of being 
“stretched” up to a certain point only, should not be 
lost sight of for a moment by the War Department. 
And the greatest care should be taken to so plan ahead 
as to have the weekly drill hour occupied to the fullest 
advantage. 

Without criticism it may be safely asserted ‘now that 
many captains in the Militia who are painstaking and 
conscientious, yet have not time to go to garrison schools 
nor to attend officers’ encampments as well as the ones 
with their own companies. Just to look over and 
“digest” all the orders and circulars from the War De- 
partment distributed to every company commander for 
file results in some of the latter sticking them all away 
in a pigeonhole, hoping to get time later on to go over 
them. Perhaps this never comes.

To THE Eprror OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

In the second column of page 591 of your issue of 
Jan. 21 appears an article entitled, “Overworking the 
National Guard.” Although in form, and apparently, 
an editorial, certain internal evidences in the text lead 
me to the conclusion that it is a contributed article and 
not the deliberate editorial opinion of your journal. 

While it is doubtless true that more is now required 
of commissioned officers, in the way of professional edu- 
cation and efficiency, than in the old time, my observa- 
tion leads me to believe that the majority of officers 
in all arms of the Service are ambitious to progress and 
willing to devote a reasonable amount of additional time 
to perfect their military education. The National Guard 
Convention, representing the entire Service, has for 
several years advocated correspondence schools, tactical 
walks and similar practical instruction, and has con- 
stantly sought to raise the standard for officers. Last 
summer the officers of the 3d Brigade voluntarily spent 
a week in practical tactical problems, and according to 
the reports this service was very popular. These facts 
— seem to show a pretty general desire for improve- 
ment. 

I am more familiar with conditions in my own branch 
of the Service, and J must take issue with your cor- 


respondent when he claims that many officers have re- 
signed from the Coast Artillery Corps on account of the 
arduous nature of the service. ‘There have been a 
number of resignations in one Artillery district, but as 
this has not been the case in the other two it does not 
at all follow that the officers concerned have left the 
Service for the reasons assigned by your correspondent. 
It would, on the other hand, be more logical to suppose 
that the resignations in question were the result of 
purely local causes. This is especially so in view of the 
fact that the Artillery district in question has done less 
artillery work than either of the others. ‘The require- 
ments of the War Department for Coast Artillery Re- 
serve officers are not onerous. It is at the present time 
only required that such officers, within three years, pass 
an examination, which is in all essential particulars the 
same as that of a first class gunner in the Regular 
Service. 

As more than eighty per cent. of the enlisted men of 
the Coast Artillery Some of the Army pass this ex- 
amination for the sake of additional pay, it is a sad 
commentary upon the mental caliber of any National 
Guard officer who is frightened out of the Service on 
this account. There always will be officers contented 
with things just as they are. There always will be 
officers who find it easier to complain than to study. 
There always will be a certain class, mainly relics of 
old National Guard Infantry days, who are too old to 
learn new tricks. Such officers fail to realize that since 
1900 the Guard has been revolutionized, and, willy-nilly, 
the country at large now takes it seriously, and expects 
it to be a more or less efficient supplement to the Regular 
Army. It is upon this theory that Congress is now so 
liberally appropriating money for its support and im- 
provement. Unfortunately for your  correspondent’s 
argument, ‘neither Congress, the War Department nor 
the people of the country propose to “ask the opinion of 
colonels of regiments and captains of companies of ex- 
perience.” Officers who cannot keep up to the eminently 
reasonable standard prescribed should, for the good of 
the Service, give way to those who can, and experience 
generally in the Coast Artillery Corps has shown that 
there is but little difficulty in filling vacancies with 
desirable material. 

I do not believe that your correspondent voices the 
candid opinion of the majority of the officers of the Coast 
Artillery Corps, and 1 deem it unfortunate that a false 
impression on this subject should be given such weight 
and credence as an editorial in your journal would imply, 
especially at this time, when Congress is being impor- 
tuned for a large appropriation for the benefit of the 
Coast Artillery reserves.

In your issue of Jan. 21 appears just what many of 
us, who are familiar with Militia conditions, have been 
expecting, to wit, a great halloo about the provision of 
the Pay bill which provides for the examination of 


Militia officers as prescribed by the Secretary of War. 

Why should an officer object to being examined by 
the Government from which he is asking pay? Surely 
anyone who is wearing a United States uniform, using 
the Government’s equipment and receiving the Govern- 
ment’s money should not object to sitting down and 
answering a few questions propounded for the purpose 
of showing to the Government that no error or irregu- 
larity exists in connection with his wearing the uniform 
and receiving the money. 

Notwithstanding our reasoning to the contrary, Militia 
officers are objecting to being examined by the Govern- 
ment. Why? We may find some light by comparison 
with other examinations conducted by our Government. 
The traveler returning from abroad who most strenuously 
objects to having the Government examine his baggage 
is almost always the one who is trying to “put some- 
thing over” on the Government. He is the one who is 
trying to avoid his duty to his Government. 

Another objection which is heard against the same 
provision of the bill is that it will take the appointment 
of Militia officers away from the governors. This state- 
ment is in error. The governors will still appoint the 
Militia officers, but the Government will not pay them 
wnless they are efficient. That seems fair. Anyone who 
does not approve of that must be trying to “put some- 
thing over” on the Government. 

In another column of your same issue I find a com- 
plaint that the Militia are being overworked. and calling 
attention to the many resignations. Is it, in truth, 
overwork or a lack of ability to do the work? Is it not 
a fact that the same officers who are so strenuously 
objecting to being examined by the Secretary of War 
are also complaining about being overworked? Is it 
overworked or underqualified? Granted that the Militia 
officer of to-day is required to give more time and effort 
to the preparation of himself and those under him for 
the successful defense of his country than was required 
in the past. But just so long as this nation persists in 
relying for its defense upon its citizen soldiers, and just 
so long as military science continues to advance and 
become more technical, just that long must the demands 
upon the Militia continue to grow more arduous. It was 
this demand for more time and greater ability that gave 
rise to the Pay bill. 

Time was when the Militia officer who could put his 

company through the manual and march in a parade 
was considered satisfactory from a military standpoint. 
That time has past. The efficient Militia officer of to-day 
must be an educated gentleman of experience and ability. 
He must be ‘not only willing, but able to study intelli- 
gently the most elastic and varied of sciences—modern 
warfare. He is no longer at the head of his town march- 
ing club. He must administer and command one of the 
contponent units of the Army of citizen soldiers organized 
for the defense of his country. 
_ The question of the fighting efficiency of the Militia 
is one of the most vital of the time, and until the people, 
represented by Congress, come to regard the subject as 
one of serious national importance. the safety, pride and 
integrity of the United States will remain in peril. 

Let those who do not or cannot perform the work 
necessarily required of the Militia get out. The War 
Department knows more about what is necessary than 
the junior officers of the Militia. Let Congress compen- 
sate those who can and will comply with the necessary 
requirements, and refuse to compensate those who cannot 
or will not. Make the holding of a commission in the 
Militia an honor and a stamp of ability. Until we do 
that we will never draw uvon the material which will 
enable the Militia to fulfil the requirements. 

I believe it would be interesting to everybodv to hear, 
through your columns, just why the officers of the Militia 
object to being examined by the Secretary of War.

There is a great outcry in England against the pro- 
vision of the Declaration of London making it possible 
for a belligerent to declare foodstuffs conditional con- 
traband and to capture it if it be destined for a fortified 
place or for a place used as a base for the armed forces 
of the enemy. This, it is said in London, would permit 
in effect the capture of all foodstuffs en their way to 
Great Britain in neutral ships, for no port in the United 
Kingdom would escape under such a rule, with the re- 
sult that England would be in a state of famine not 
many days after an outbreak of war. Thomas Gibson 
Bowles, who is quoted as an expert on sea law and sea 
power, says that war between Germany and England 
would follow within six weeks of the ratification of such 
‘terms, as this is a provision he believes Germany is 
especially eager to see adopted. Chambers of commerce, 
shipping associations, insurance companies and other 
business bodies have been protesting against the rati- 
fication of the Declaration. Instead of total rejection 
there is a tendency to advocate the amendment of the 
objectionable clauses. The United Service Gazette of 
London points out that it would be open to an enemy of 
England to regard the whole of Great Britain as a 
“base.” “It seems to us,” adds our military contem- 
porary, “that no British government can ever properly 
assent to an agreement which would practically close 
our ports to neutral shipping carrying foodstuffs and 
other indispensable materials.” Even if no enemy would 
endeavor to take advantage of his legal rights, the 
Gazette says it would be impolitie in the highest degree 
to accept a code which would impose conditions upon 
England which would not be imposed upon continental 
countries which are always in a position to import food- 
stuffs overland. The Declaration is the code of naval 
laws drafted at the naval conference held in London 
from December, 1908, to February, 19092, to guide The 
Hague international prize court in the eveut of war. 
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The House, by unanimous vote, on Feb. 1 struck from 
the Moon bill, to codify laws relating to the judiciary, 
the words “war for the suppression of rebellion” and 
substituted “civil war.” This action was not taken, 
however, until the members had been stirred by a debate 
between Mr. Bartlett, of Georgia, and Mr. Keifer, of 
Ohio, which called out frequent bursts of applause. Gen- 
eral Keifer objected to the change because it would 
accomplish nothing. Mr. Bartlett pleaded that it was 
long enough after the cessation of hostilities to forget 
the animosities of that struggle. “I have lived long 
enough,” he said, ‘“‘to respect the views of the people of 
the other side. I think this is generally true of the entire 
country, North and South. I did not think my amend- 
ment would call out an objection even from my friend 
from Ohio.” “On April 9, 1865, when Lee surrendered 
at Appomattox,” retorted General Keifer, “some of us 
here, with open wounds still running, welcomed the 
soldier on the other side—the soldier we had been fighting 
for four years—and laid down all our feelings so far as 
he was concerned. In the Spanish War I had the honor 
to have in my command the sons of Confederate veterans 
from Texas, Louisiana, Alabama, Tennessee and South 
Carolina, and you cannot find one of them who would 
say he had ever found any evidence in me of a feeling 
against him because he was from the South or was the 
son of a Confederate veteran.” Thus peace was restored 
and the amendment was unanimously adopted. 
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Several orders have been published extending the period 
for the issue of the Philippine medal for operations 
subsequent to the war with Spain to include particular 
campaigns in the Philippine Islands of later date. 
Applications having been received from time to time for 
an extension of the date during which such badges may 
be issued, the War Department has decided to apply the 
same rule as that adopted in the case of Indian campaigns 
under which badges are granted for services: “In such 
minor campaigns as involved marches, camps and bivouacs 
by troops actually in the field and operating against 
hostile Indians. The question of the issue of Indian 
campaign badges for services in campaigns other than 
those herein designated by name will, in each case, be 
decided on its merits, upon individual application.” The 
issue of campaign badges for Philippine service in cam- 
paigns other than those hertofore designated by name 
will, in each case, be decided on its merits upon indi- 
vidual application, except that when such service is 
identical for a number of individual officers and enlisted 
men they may be listed together. The applications for 
campaign badges which this recent order is intended to 
cover are for campaigns in Mindanao, Leyte and Samar, 
but will be applicable to any similar service in future. 





The War Department is now conducting some trans- 
portation experiments with the new emergency forage. 
A bale of this was shipped from Rock Island to Wash- 
ington this week, where it is on exhibition in the 
Quartermaster’s Office. Another has been shipped to 
San Francisco, and a third will be sent to the Philippines 
and return. These shipments have been made with a 
view to ascertaining whether this forage can be handled 
without damage or loss by ordinary means of transporta- 
tion. It is also the purpose of the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral in making these shipments to give the railroads an 
opportunity to make rates on the forage. The bales 
consist of 165 pounds, and occupy about as much space 
as an ordinary steamer trunk. One of these bales would 
be fifteen days’ rations for a horse, and weighs fifteen 
pounds Jess than the same number of rations of oats. 
It oceupies less space, and it is thought can be trans- 
ported at lower rates. The new forage is attracting the 
attention of a number of private concerns whe are 
interested in reducing the transportation charges on the 
feed for horses. It is possible that if the emergency 
rations are not found to be suitable for the Army some 
oberg concerns will manufacture them for the general 
trade. 


Capt. John M. Bowyer, Superintendent of the Naval 
Academy, it is announced, has decided not to allow 
the midshipmen to participate in the annual National 
Rifle Match at Camp Perry, Ohio, and_ hereafter 
the Academy will not be represented in the big shooting 
event. A general order was read at the Naval Academy 


on Jan. 28 making this ruling of the authorities. It 
cuts the midshipmen out of participation in the Ohio 
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state matches at Camp Perry and the interservice con- 
tests at Wakefield, Mass. e reason assigned for the 
order is that for the last few years the proficiency of the 
midshipmen, whereby they won the match and produced 
some of the best individual shots in the country, was 
only at the expense of keeping the whole rifle squad from 
the annual cruise of the Academy brigade, one of the 
most important parts of the practical work of the Naval 
Academy. The order, however, does not necessitate the 
disbandment of the team, which will be allowed to meet 
all competitors who will come to the Academy range for 
their contests. The cadets of the U.S. Military Academy 
have never been allowed to participate in the national 
pa on the ground that it would interfere with their 
studies. 
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As the result of the retirement of Lieut. Col. Thomas 
Clayton Prince and the resignation of Capt. Logan 
Tucker there will be two vacancies in the rank of captain 
in the Marine Corps. Lieutenant Colonel Prince has 
made an application for retirement under the thirty-year 
law, and, although no announcement has been made of 
its acceptance by the Navy Department, the fact that he 
has been ordered home from the Philippines is taken to 
indicate that he will be retired. No reason is known 
at the headquarters of the Marine Corps why Captain 
Tucker, who is now stationed at Panama, has tendered 
his resignation, but it has been accepted. It will be 
effective March 31, 1911. For the two vacancies in the 
Quartermaster’s Department the names of the following 
first lieutenants have been mentioned: Smith, H. 
M. Smith, Bennet Puryear, jr., Lovick P. Pinkston, 
Howard M. Stone, Jeter R. Horton. It is probable that 
First Lieutenant Horton will be selected for the first 
vacancy, although it is not settled. 
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A bill introduced in the Senate Feb. 2 by Mr. Gallinger 
provides for the appointment of professors at the Naval 
Academy by the President, subject to confirmation by the 
Senate. The measure gives them rank of lieutenant 
commander, but provides that their military authority 
shall not be exercised beyond the limits of the Academy. 
There is also a retirement feature at seventy years, or 
upon application at the age of sixty-two if twenty years’ 
service has been performed. Pay at the rate of $2,200 
the first five years, $2,500 the second five, $2,800 the third 
five and $3,000 thereafter is provided, with commutation 
for quarters when not housed at the Academy. Civilian 
instructors and the assistant librarian are to be paid 
$1,500 for the first three years, $1,750 the second three 
years and $2,000 thereafter, with commutation of 
quarters and allowances. 








The controversy over the respective merits of the 





Krupp shrapnel shell and the Ehrhardt continues 
to engage the. attention of some military experts 
of Europe. Through the courtesy of Major Piorkowski, 


of the imperial German army, representative of the 
Krupps in New York, we have received a copy of a 
brochure made up of an article published in the Military 
Review, of Switzerland, of November last, making com- 
parison with the aid of drawings between the two types 
of projectiles. The author of the article is Major Gen- 
eral Bahn. The contention that the Ehrhardt shell 
requires less work in the making is especially met in 
the article, which asserts that the Krupp is not so com- 
plicated as the other, and, as a matter of fact, requires 
less work. It is maintained that a delicacy of adjustment 
in fitting the head to the shell is called for, which the 
Krupp pattern does not demand. 
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As a number of organizations of the New York Na- 
tional Guard located in New York city are planning to 
celebrate the fiftieth anniversary of their departure for 
the war in 1861, why would it not be a good plan to hold 
a joint parade, the veterans also taking part? The 
route down Broadway taken in 1861 could be again 
marched over, and public-spirited citizens might also 
help in the celebration, and the occasion be made a 
memorable one. The organizations in New York city 
now in existence who were mustered into the U.S. Serv- 
ice in April, 1861, were the 7th, 8th, 12th, 13th and 71st 
Regiments and the 2d Battery. ‘Those mustered in in 
May, 1861, were the 9th, 14th and 69th Regiments. The 
23d and the 47th Regiments were not mustered in until 
June, 1863. A number of officers spoken to heartily 
favor the proposition of a joint parade. 





The New York Herald has been publishing interviews 
with provision dealers, drygoods men and clergymen who 
are opposed to the fortifying of the Isthmian Canal. We 
would suggest that the Herald give us the views of the 


barbers and the waiters on the same subject. We do 
this not because we wish to disparage the last two 
classes, but to call the Herald’s attention to the fact that 
they are as well fitted to pass an intelligent opinion 
upon the wisdom of fortifying the canal as are the gen- 
tlemen whose ideas are aired in the columns of the 
Herald. The matter of fortifications is one that calls 
for the pest judgment of military experts, not butter 
experts or thos: whose province concerns the other world 
rather than this. 
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The American Year Book, the first volume of which has 
just been issued by the Appletons, will be mainly devoted 
to American affairs, but the most important foreign 
events and progress will also be noted. The scheme of 
this publication, which is said to be the only one in its 
field on this side of the ocean, will include the progress 
of the whole of the year preceding publication in 
science and engineering, government and administration, 
economics and social questions, industries and occupa- 
tions, history and law, art, literature, education and 
religion; and it will also include a record of the main 
incidents of the year with which it deals. The articles 
on military and naval matters are by William C. Church, 
of the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL. 
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In foreing a retraction from Hampton’s Magazine the 
Standard Oil Company has shown that even the corpora- 
tion worm will turn, and that the muckraker must 
sometimes pay the fiddler. The magazine had charged 


the Standard Oil with being interested in foisting upon 
the consumers of candies impure material, which vir- 
tually poisoned the sweets, Cleveland Moffett was the 








author of the article, which appeared under the sensa- 
tional head of “Cassidy and the Food Poisoners.” The 
Standard Oil at once entered suit for damages aggregat- 
ing $350,000, and on Feb. 2 the’ magazine’s retraction 
and that of Mr. Moffett were published in the daily 
papers, with the promise that they would appear also 
in the forthcoming issue of Hampton’s. If apologies like 
this could be forced in respect to articles appearing in 
magazines slandering the Army an end might be put to 
the abuse from which the Army has had to suffer. 
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It is more than likely that the silver service which 
belonged to the old cruiser Detroit, sold a few weeks ago 
by the Government, will be turned over to the Museum 
of Art at Detroit for the purpose of exhibition. Repre- 
sentative Edwin Denby, of Detroit, on Wednesday, Feb.

About twenty-two troops of Cavalry, aside from de-

Louise Hindhaugh Grieves, wife of Lieut. Loren 
Chester Grieves, 24th U.S. Inf., died at the post hospital, 
Madison Barracks, N.Y., on the evening of Jan, 28, 
1911. The deceased was the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
William Hindhaugh, both of whom had passed away 
before the event of her marriage to Lieutenant Grieves 
on May 1, 1909. “Residing in Oswego during the entire 
period of her girlhood,” writes a correspondent, “she was 
well known in Army circles at Fort Ontario, where her 
charm of manner and sunny disposition made for her a 
welcome in all the gaieties of the post, and the social 
events were rare indeed which did not include the name 
of Miss Hindhaugh.

Interesting union services in memory of Brig. Gen. 
Edgar S. Dudley, U.S.A., who died Jan. 9, 1911, were 
held at Lincoln, Neb., Jan. 20, in St. Paul’s Church, 
under the auspices of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
Knights Templar, M.O0.L.L.U.S., Nebraska National 
Guard, Scottish Rite Masons and the University of 
Nebraska. Governor Aldrich, in making a short address, 
said a man who had lived such a life and had given such 
service ag General Dudley had had made for himself a 
monument more lasting than brass or marble. He said 
that the man whose memory the services were to com- 
memorate had exercised an influence in the state of 
Nebraska that would live forever. The university chorus 
gave a number of selections, among them Kipling’s 
“Recessional.” Mrs. Carrie B. Raymond gave the organ 
prelude, Rev. S. Mills Hayes offered the invocation and 
the Rev. F. S. Stein pronounced the benediction. Chan- 
cellor Samuel Avery, of the University of Nebraska, gave 
a brief review of the work of General Dudley as com- 
mandant of the university battalion of cadets. Prof. 
Grove E. Barber paid a tribute to the personal character 
and temperament of the General as an acquaintance. 
H. H. Wilson spoke in behalf of the Knights Templar, 
and A. W. Field recalled some experiences as a cadet in 
the battalion under General Dudley as commandant. 

Col. Albert P. Morrow, U.S.A., retired, died Jan. 20, 
1911, aged sixty-nine, at his home, Gainesville, Fla., 
from a complication of diseases resulting from wounds, 
hardships and exposures due to an active military life 
during the Civil War and Indian wars on the Western 


frontier. His remains were laid at rest in Arlington 
Cemetery, Va., Monday, Jan. 23, with full military 
honors. Colonel Morrow was born in Illinois March 


10, 1842, but removed to Pennsylvania when an infant. 
He enlisted April 18, 1861, in the 17th Pennsylvania 
Volunteers; was appointed sergeant, Company K, and 
mustered out Aug. 1. 1861. He enlisied in the 6th Penn- 
sylvania Cavalry (Rush Lancers) on the organization 
of that regiment by Colonel Rush, and was appointed 
sergeant, Company C, Dec. 9, 1861: first sergeant, Com- 
pany I, Dec. 18, 1861; sergeant major, March 1, 1862; 
second lievtenant, 6th Pennsylvania Cavalry, March 27, 
1°62; first lieutenant, Nov. 20, 1862: captain, Feb. 8, 
1864: major, Feb. 10, 1865, and lieutenant colonel, 
March 29, 1865. He was brevetted colonel of Volunteers 
March 13, 1865, “for conspicuous gallantry in action,” 
and was mustered out with the regiment Aug. 7, 1865. 
He was appointed captain, 7th U.S. Cavalry, July 28, 
1866: major, 9th U.S. Cavalry, March 6, 1867: lieu- 
tenant colonel. 6th U.S. Cavalry, Dec. 17, 1882, and 
colonel, 3d U.S, Cavalry, Feb. 18, 1891. He was retired 
at his own request after thirty years’ service Aug. 16, 
1892. Colonel Morrow was wounded several times dur- 
ing the Civil War. At Old Church, on the Peninsula, in 
1862, he received a saber cut on the head and was taken 
prisoner to Richmond. He was again wounded July 4, 
1863, while on the staff of Gen. John Buford, who was 
pursuing Lee’s retreating forces, and again at Trevillian 
Station in the right arm. He was also wounded during 
the third day of the Wilderness, and at Dinwiddie Court 
House in March, 1865, he received a very severe wound 
in the right hip. The bullet from this wound was with 
him to the end, and caused him much suffering during 
nearly forty-six years. Colonel Morrow after the Civil 
War was much of the time on the frontier, and took an 
active part in many of the Indian campaigns up to and 
including the Pine Ridge campaign, 1890-91, in which 
he took a very active and prominent part. In recognition 
of his long and arduous services against the Indians he 
was selected to go abroad and observe the maneuvers 
of the French army, and while on this duty received the 
appointment on the staff of Gen. W. T. Sherman, then 
commanding the Army and stationed at Washington, 
D.C. At General Sherman’s retirement, upon his own 
request, Colonel Morrow rejoined his regiment at Fort 
Huachuca, Ariz., later going to Fort Bayard, N.M., and 
taking part in the Geronimo campaign. “Colonel

Morrow,” writes an officer who served with him, “was 
of a very gentle, lovable disposition, and had the esteem 
and réspect of all who served with or under him. His 
coolness and gallantry in action under the most trying 
circumstances was an inspiration to his fellow-officers 
and men, and his military record is one that his comrades 
and family may well be proud of.” Colonel Morrow 
was a member of the M.O.L.L.U.S., Grand Army of the 
Republic and other societies. He was a communicant 
of the Episcopal Church, Gainesville, Fla. He is sur- 
vived by his widow and two sons, Albert P. Morrow, jr., 
of Philadelphia, and Dr. Hugh Morrow, of Gainesville, 
Mla. 


Whitney Eliot, one of the oldest residents of North 
Haven, Conn., and father of Lieut. Henry W. Eliot, 
M.R.C., U.S.A., died at his home in that town Jan. 25, 
1911. He was born in Guilford, Corn., Nov. 24, 1823. 
Since 1856 he has lived in North Haven, and has been 
engaged in farming. He served as school visitor, select- 
man, town agent and justice of the peace in Guilford. 
North Branford and North Haven. He was chairman 
of the Republican town committee in North Haven for 
sixteen years, and was also a member of the Republican 
state central committee. In 1867 he was elected a 
member of the state Senate, and was for one year an 
ex-officio member of the corporation of Yale College. He 
was one of the deacons of the Congregational Church in 
North Haven for thirty-five years, and superintendent 
of the Sunday school of the same church for eleven years. 
His wife, who was Emma FE. Benton, of North Branford, 
died in April, 1906. His children are Dr. Gustavus 
Eliot, of New Haven; Lieut. Henry Whitney Bliot, 
M.R.C., U.S.A., now stationed at Fort McKinley, Me., 
and Miss Mary Wylly Eliot, of North Haven. 

Rear Admiral Edmund O. Matthews, U.S.N., retired, 
who died at his home in Cambridge, Mass., Jan. 30, 1911, 
after a long illness, was born in Baltimore, Md., Oct. 24, 
1836, and was appointed to the Naval Academy from 
Maryland in 1851, graduating in the class of 1855. His 
first duty was on the old frigate Potomac in the Home 
Squadron, and he was successively on the Saratoga and 
Macedonian, having been promoted to master in Novem- 
ber, 1858, and commissioned lieutenant in 1 From 
October, 1860, to April, 1861, he was instructor of 
mathematics at the Naval Academy. In May, 1861, he 
was ordered to the Wabash, and served on that vessel in 
the capture of the forts at Hatteras Inlet. He was 
again assigned to duty at the Naval Academy, serving as 
instructor in seamanship and head of the gunnery depart- 
ment, having in July, 1862, been commissioned a lieu- 
tenant commander. From July, 1864, to July, 1865, he 
was on duty on the South Atlantic Station, commanding 
the Somona, and was engaged in the construction of a 
naval battery on Morris Island, and later the naval light 
artillery at Honey Hill, S.C. He participated in the 
battles at Tulifinny Cross Roads, and served as aid on 
the staff of Admiral Dahlgren. For a short time he 
served on the apprentice ship Savannah, and for several 
years was in the department of gunnery at the Naval 
Academy. In June, 1869, he was assigned to the depart- 
ment of gunnery and head of the Torpedo Corps at New- 
port, R.I., and remained in charge until July 1, 1873, 
having been commissioned commander during his stay 
in Newport. He was in command of the Ashuelot, on 
the Asiatic Station, from 1874 to 1877; was inspector of 
ordnance at the New York Navy Yard, 1878-81; was 
promoted to captain Sept. 14, 1881, and commanded the 
Powhatan on special service, 1881-3, and training ship 
New Hampshire, 1883-4. His next duty was as a member 
of the Gun Foundry Board, then he commanded the 
Brooklyn, on the Asiatic Station; was captain of the 
yard at the Boston Navy Yard, commanded the receiving 
ship Wabash and was a member of the Board of Inspec- 
tion and Survey. He was Chief of the Bureau of Yards 
and Docks from 1894 to 1898, having been promoted to 
rear admiral June 17, 1897, and was president of the 
examining and retiring boards when he was retired for 
age in 1898. Since his retirement he had made his home 
in Cambridge. He married, in 1878, Miss Harriet R. 
Hammond, of Newport, R.I., and after her death, in 
1883, married her sister, Miss Alzaida R. Hammond. 
Admiral Matthews was a member of Coronet Council, No. 
63, Royal Arcanum, having joined that organization in 
1884 and retaining his membership until his death. 

Mr. Charles M. Dally, of New York city, died in Fort 
Monroe, Va., Jan. 27, 1911, of heart disease. Mr. Dally 
had an international reputation as a specialist in ord- 
nance, ammunition and gunnery. He was complimented 
by the British Parliament for services rendered in the 
Boer war, and had heen decorated by the Czar of Russia 
for his part in the Russo-Japanese war. Mr. Dally was 
long an important factor in the business of the Marcellus 
Hartley Company, his connection with that company 
ending soon after the death of Mr. Hartley. 

The Right Rev. Edward Robert Atwill, Bishop of 
Kansas City, father of the wife of Capt. Edgar A. 
Macklin, U.S.A., and brother-in-law of Rear Admiral W. 
-% aaa U.S.N., died at Kansas City, Mo., Jan. 24, 


Chief Engr. David B. Macomb, U.S.N., retired, who 
died in the home of his daughter, Mrs. G. H. Bull, in 
New York city, N.Y., Jan. 27, 1911, was born in Talla- 
hassee, Fla., in 1827, and at the time of his death was 
the second senior chief engineer on the retired list, with 
the rank of rear admiral. His father was David B. 
Macomb and his mother was Mary Tiffin Worthington, 
daughter of the first Governor of the state of Ohio. As 
a boy he spent his early years on his father’s plantations 
down near the Everglades, which was thickly populated 
at that time by the Seminole Indians. Through constant 
association with them young Macomb became a friend of 
all the chiefs. Several years later the Macomb family 
moved to Texas, and when the war with Mexico broke 
out Mr. Macomb, sr., joined his hands with those of 
General Houston, Crockett and Bowie, and fought the 
war to a successful termination. When the Republic of 
Texas was formed Rear Admiral Macomb’s father was 
the first adjutant general. He was assassinated by a 
Mexican fanatic. Chief Engineer Macomb entered the 
Navy Jan. 11, 1849, as a third assistant engineer, first 
serving in the office of the Engineer-in-Chief, and was 
assigned in 1850 to duty on the coast survey steamer 
Bibb. Other services included duty on the steamer 
John Hancock during the exploring expedition to the 
North Pacific, China and Japan seas during 1853-5. 
After serving on the Wabash and the Saranac he was 
assigned to the steam frigate Niagara, sent to convey the 
Japanese ambassadors to Yeddow, Japan. He reached 
the grade of chief engineer Sept. 21, 1860. When the 
Niagara returned to the United States, April 23, 1861, 
she was the first war vessel on the blockade off Charles- 
ton, S.C. Although Chief Engineer Macomb, as a native 
of the South, was offered a commission in the Con- 
federate Navy by Jefferson Davis he declined it. He 
served at the bombardment of Pensacola Navy Yard and 
the reduction of Fort McCrae in November, 1861. After 
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the capture of Charleston he went tu Boston, where he 
superintended the building of ironclads. He served in 
the monitors Nahant and Canonicus, of the James River 
Fleet, and North Atlantic Blockading Squadron, 1863-5; 
was in the Canonicus at the reduction of Howlett’s 
House Battery; James River, June 21, 1864; at the 
battles of Dutch Gap and Deep Bottom, Aug. 13, 1864, 
and at the bombardment of Fort Fisher, Dec. 24 and 25, 
1864, and was at the final reduction and occupation of 
that place by the combined Army and Navy forces, Jan. 
14, 15 and 16, 1865. At the evacuation of Charleston, 
S.C., by the Confederates, Feb. 18, 1865, the Canonicus 
threw the last hostile shot at the defenses of that place, 
and was then sent in pursuit of the Confederate ram 
Stonewall. He next went to Havana, Cuba, in the 
Canonicus, this vessel being the first ironclad ever to 
enter that port. He was retired for age in 1889 with 
the rank of commodore. Under a recent act of Congress 
he received the rank of rear admiral, retired. Admiral 
Macomb is survived by his widow, who was Miss 
Augusta Pope, of Augusta, Me., and two daughters.

Henry M. Nevius, lawyer, Civil War veteran and 
former commander-in-chief of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, died Jan. 28 in his home at Red Bank, N.J., 
from paralysis, with which he was first stricken two 
years ago while attending the national encampment at 
Salt Lake City. 

The funeral of Comdr. John F. Luby, U.S.N., who died 
on Jan. 8 off the Cape de Verde Islands while in com- 
mand of the U.S.S. Des Moines, took place at Annapolis, 
Md., Jan. 28. The interment was in the Naval Ceme- 
tery. Chaplain H. H. Clarke, U.S.N., conducted the 
services. The arrangements were in charge of Comdr. 
Archibald H. Scales and Comdr. Thomas W. Kinkaid, 
U.S.N. The cadet choir sang at the services in the 
church and six companies of marines and bluejackets 
were in the funeral procession. ‘The pallbearers were 
Capt. F. W. Bartlett, Comdrs. Robert E. Coontz, Louis 
M. Nulton and Benjamin F. Hutchinson, Lieut. Comdrs. 
Milton E, Reed and Harley H. Christy. At the funeral 
were Mrs. John F. Luby, widow of the Commander, and 
his son, Midshipman Thomas Millen Luby; his brother, 
James Luby, and Mrs. James Luby, and his sister, Mrs. 
Kk. IL. Maurice. Officers of the Des Moines, including 
Commander TLuby’s successor, Comdr. John C. Leonard, 
and Lieut. C. P. Burt, U.S.N., were at the funeral.

Mr. Samuel E. Hoogewerff, father of Comdr. John A. 
aa at U.S.N., died at Washington, D.C., Jan. 23, 

Capt. of Engrs. Frederick West Holland Whitaker, 
U.S.R.C.S., retired, died at his home in Galveston, Texas, 
Jan, 29, 1911, after a short illness. After serving as an 
officer in the Navy during the Civil War Captain 
Whitaker was commissioned a second lieutenant Feb. 15, 
1865, in the Revenue Cutter Service, and on June 6, 
1866, was promoted to the rank of first lieutenant of 
engineers. On April 10, 1904, he was retired for age, 
with the rank of captain of engineers. Most of the serv- 
ice of Captain Whitaker was rendered in Southern waters. 
He served on the Galveston during the Spanish War, 
co-operating with the military authorities in guarding 
the New Orleans Harbor. 

Mrs. Helen M. Post, widow of William H. Post, of 
Hartford, Conn., and mother of Mrs. E. K. Sterling, wife 
of Lieut. 2. K. Sterling, 3d U.S. Cav., died at Brooklyn, 
N.Y., Feb. 2, 1911. 

Major 
Gen. Henry A. Morrow, colonel U.S.A., died in Wash- 
ington, D.C., Jan. 25, 1911.

She was taken 
to Niles, Mich., for burial, the place of her birth, and 
laid beside her husband. ‘“Mrs| Morrow,” writes Mrs. 
Ada U. Roe, “was a woman of marked personality. She 
had a charm of face and manner, of character, which won 
the admiration of all who came in touch with her. Once, 
when I was her guest at Fort McPherson, Ga., during 
the Spanish-American War, where several Spanish 
prisoners were held for many months, the very beautiful 
tribute these Spanish officers paid Mrs. Morrow was one 
of the incidences at the post, which was pleasing to 
everybody and won for the Spaniards a grateful feeling 
from the residents of the Fort. They christened Mrs. 
Morrow ‘The Madonna,’ and when, in their daily morn- 
ing walk, in charge of Lieutenant Donworth, they passed 
her quarters they removed their hats and held them until 
they were quite by. When Mrs. Morrow passed (as she 
often did to visit some poor sick boy in a tent, as the 
parade ground was studded with tents and the sick and 
wounded who were brought from Cuba), they would 
stand at attention, holding their kats until she had 
passed by.”

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DEATH OF REAR ADMIRAL SPERRY. 


Rear Admiral Charles S. Sperry, U.S.N., retired, died 
of pneumonia at the Naval. Medical School Hospital, 
Washington, D.C., Feb. 1, 1911, after an illness of sev- 
eral days. His death removes one of the best all-round 
officers of the Navy, and came as a great shock to his 
family and friends. Admiral Sperry arrived in Wash- 
ington from his home in Newport, R.I., Jan. 27, for 
special duty in the State Department incident to repre- 
senting the United States at the conference of the naval 
Powers of the world, held in London in 1909. He became 


ill soon after his arrival. Pneumonia developed and he 
entered the Naval Hospital Jan. 26. Rear Admiral 
Sperry was born in Brooklyn on Sept. 3, 1847, graduating 
from the Naval Academy in 1866. He was promoted 
ensign in April, 1868, passing successively to the grade 
of lieutenant in March, 1870; lieutenant commander in 
March, 1885; commander in July, 1894; captain on July 


1, 1900, and rear admiral May 6, 1906, and was retired 
for age Sept. 2, 1909. Rear Admiral Sperry had been 
president of the Naval War College and performed im- 
portant duty as a member of the General Board: He 
was a recognized authority on tactics, and one of the 
most brilliant strategists in the Service. He was also 
an authority on international law and its usages. He 
was the U.S. naval delegate to The Hague Conference 
in 1906, and was one of the American representatives at 
the Red Cross Conference at Geneva in 1906. After 
graduating from the Naval Academy he was assigned to 
the U.S.S. Sacramento, on the China Station. The vessel 
got along all right until somewhere near the mouth of 
the Hooghly River on the way to Calcutta, when the 
ship went ashore in a fog at night and was a total wreck. 
No lives were lost, but no clothes were saved. 

Rear Admiral Sperry has served on various vessels, 
including the Kearsarge, Worcester, Richmond, Quinne- 
baug, of the old Navy, and the Chicago, Yorktown, 
New Orleans, Alabama and Connecticut, of the 
new Navy. At the beginning of the war with Spain he 
was on duty at the New York Navy Yard as ordnance 
officer, despite his desire for sea duty. He performed 
much hard work in arming vessels purchased for auxiliary 
cruisers. He was placed in command of the Yorktown in 
Philippine waters in 1898 and directed the movements 
of the landing party on the eastern shore of Luzon. The 
landing party of the Yorktown was captured by Agui- 
naldo’s men. Some of them were wounded and all were 
taken prisoners. Then began the chase of the insurgents 
and their prisoners through the length of the island, 
resulting in the release of the men at Aparri, on the 
northern extremity. From the Yorktown Rear Admiral 
Sperry was placed in command of the New Orleans in 
Asiatic waters, and at the end of his three years of sea 
duty, in 1903, he was ordered to Newport as president 
of the Naval War College. 

When the great Peace and Arbitration Conference was 
held at The Hague Admiral Sperry was sent thither 
as America’s naval representative. As peace com- 
missioner during the famous International Conference he 
rendered admirable service and materially widened his 
reputation. At the close of the Arbitration Congress he 
was ordered home and placed in command of the Fourth 
Division of Admiral Evans’s Fleet, his flagship being 
the hattleshin Alabama. When the late Rear Admiral 
Charles M. Thomas hauled down his flag as commander- 
in-chief of the Atlantic Fleet on May 15, 1908, having 
held that command for a short time as the successor of 
Rear Admiral Evans, Rear Admiral Sperry was given 
the command of the fleet during the last half of its 
around the world cruise. He brought the vessels to 
Hampton Roads, and relinquished the command to Rear 
Admiral Seaton Schroeder on March 8, 1909. He was 
offered the presidency of the Naval War College, but 
declined it, indicating his preference for subordinate duty 
at Newport. At the time of his death Mrs. Sperry was 
in Newport awaiting the return of the Admiral. Capt. 
James H. Oliver, U.S.N., who is a cousin of Mrs. Sperry, 
conveyed the news of her husband’s death to her. Ad- 
miral Sperry was known as a quiet, unassuming man, 
but made many friends, and was held in high esteem in 
the Navy for his scholarly attainments, as well as his 
sterling qualities as an officer. He was a member of the 
University and New York Yacht Clubs in New York and 
the Metropolitan in Washington. He was twice married, 
his second wife, who survives him, being Edith Marcy, 
daughter of the late Gov. William LL. Marcy, of New 
York. He leaves two sons, Charles S. Sperry, jr., ,and 
Marey Sperry.

Capt. Peter C. Hains, jr., Coast Art. Corps, U.S.A., 
now serving a sentence in a New York state prison for 
the killing of William E. Annis in August, 1908, has 
resigned from the U.S. Army, and his resignation has 
been accepted by President Taft, to take effect Jan. 28, 
1911. The acceptance of this resignation makes it un- 
necessary for the President to apply to Captain Hains’s 


, case the recently enacted law permitting the President to 


drop from the Army officers who are serving civil sentences 
after an absence of three months. The Board of Parole 
meets at Sing Sing prison once a month, and it is pos- 
sible Hains may make application to be paroled. Hains, 
it is said, has improved both mentally and physically 
since he has heen in prison. For a time he was in the 
hospital, but later on was put at light work about the 
prison. 

In the case of Col. George F. Cooke, U.S.A., retired, 
who was recently tried by general court-martial on 
charges of causing the loss of government funds through 
his neglect and carelessness, unlawfully using government 
transportation in Alaska for his personal use and benefit 
and borrowing money from enlisted men and others and 
failing to repay the same, and sentenced to be dismissed 
from the Service, the President has commuted the sen- 
tence to a forfeiture of one-half of his pay as colonel on 
the retired list of the Army for ten years. Colonel Cooke 
first entered the military service as second lieutenant, 
15th Infantry, in October, 1875. He reached the grade 
of first lieutenant in November, 1879: captain in 
October, 1893; major in February, 1901; lieutenant 
colonel in July, 1905, and colonel Feb. 23, 1910. He 
was retired from active service March 12, 1910, on his 
own application, after thirty years’ service. Colonel 
Cooke, who is a brother of the late Jay Cooke, the famous 
financier, entered the Service during Grant’s administra- 
tion, and has been involved in many controversies. His 
trouble grew out of the theft of $11,000 at Fort Gibson 
by an enlisted man, William Lane, who was acting pay- 
master’s clerk. The charge is made that the officer gave 
his clerk too much liberty, allowing him to carry the key 
to the safe and giving him other privileges. By the 
stoppage of Colonel Cooke’s pay the Government will 
prevent the loss of money. 

By ordering Chaplain John E. Dallam, of the 12th 
Inf., to Minneapolis, Minn., his home, the War Depart- 
ment has created an impression that the penalty of the 
court-martial proceedings recently conducted in the 
Philippines will be a suspension from the Army. It is 
stated that the Chaplain, for writing a letter to a Manila 
paper, has been found guilty of insubordination. There 
is an unconfirmed report that the court recommended his 
dismissal, but this has been commuted by the President 
to a suspension without pay. 

The 95th Company of U.S. Coast Artillery, from Fort 
Hancock, N.J., and the 86th Company, from Fort Wads- 
worth, Staten Island, N.Y., left those posts Jan. 29 for 
San Francisco, Cal., from which place they sail Feb. 5 
for the Philippines. Both companies were given rousing 
send-offs on leaving their posts. Mrs. Robert R. 
Welshimer, wife of Lieutenant Welshimer, of the 95th 
Co., will be the only officer’s wife among the two com- 
mands. 

brig. Gen. James Allen, Chief Signal Officer, U.S.A., 
announces that the regular examination for promotion 
of non-commissioned officers of the Signal Corps, pre- 
scribed by Circular No. 4, July 1, 1909, from Signal 
Office, and Par.

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U.S.M.A. MEMORIAL WINDOW. 


The memorial window at the U.S. Military Academy 
is described in a handsome pamphlet issued at West 
Point by the Memorial Window Committee, Col. C. W. 
Larned, Lieut. Col, J. M. Carson, jr., and Lieut. Col. 
W. B. Gordon, U.S.A. A detail of the window, in color, 
appears on the front page, and the full design is shown 
in a two-page illustration. The window was designed 
and executed by William Willet and Annie Lee Willet. 

At the annual meeting of the Association of Graduates 
in June, 1907, suggestion was made that some com- 
memorative gift for incorporation in the new chapel 
should be presented by the association as a memorial 
tribute from the living graduates to their honored 
predecessors. At the meeting in June, 1908, it was finally 
agreed that it should be embodied in a memorial window 
over the altar in the chapel sanctuary, and a committee 
was appointed to carry out the plan. The committee 
invited eight firms of glass workers to submit competitive 
designs. On Oct. 17, 1909, these were passed upon by a 
jury consisting of the committee and Messrs. C. Howard 
Walker, Boston; Charles C. Haight, New York; Frank 
Miles Day, Philadelphia, and Milton B. Medary, jr., 
Philadelphia, prominent architects and experts in eccle- 
siastical architecture. Two designs proved sufficiently 
promising to warrant further study—that of the Willet 
Stained Glass and Decorating Company and that of the 
Tiffany Studios—and these, together with other promi- 
nent glass workers, both in America and abroad, were 
asked to submit designs for a second competition. Eleven 
firms submitted drawings. The examination was held 
Feb, 20, 1910, with the same jury, excepting that Mr. 
Day was absent in Europe, and resulted in the selection 
of the design of the Willet Stained Glass and Decorating 

mpany, of Pittsburg, with whom contract was made 
on March 17, 1910. 

The competition has been regarded as the most memor- 
able ever held in this country for such a work, and the 
selected design is of the highest order. Two of the 
competitive designs which received honorable mention 
have been retained, in the hope that, inspired by their 
presence, some generous friend of the Academy may be 
moved to present the north window as a companion to 
the one already donated by the Association of Graduates. 
The firm having: the window)in charge hopes to have it 
installed at the farthest by a year from the date of 
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contract, March 17, 1911. The funds so far subscribed 
amount to ‘$8,558.41. ‘The contract has been let for 
$8,000, which covers the actual window, but does not 
include a number of incidental expenses. A total of $600, 
in addition, should be provided properly to complete the 
memorial. 

The window especially presents the militant features 
of the Old and New Testaments, and emphasizes the 
spirit of contest, the ‘battle of life, the eternal warfare 
between good and evil. It justifies the profession of the 
soldier, not only in. the presentation of Old Testament 
types, beginning with the Great Lawgiver and including 
David and his generals, but also in the. commemoration 
of the three captains of Roman infantry of the New 
Testament—the Centurion of the Healing, St. Longinus 
at the Cross, and Cornelius with Peter. These three men 
were professional soldiers, and in their persons have 
professional soldiers been honored for all time. In addi- 
tion to these are the militant saints, and, above all, the 
Captain of our Salvation on the White Horse going forth 
to War. It is in this spirit that the dedication of the 
window is to the “God cf Battles’—God in whose hands 
are the issues of life and death, and of the eternal conflict 
inseparable from the destiny of man, 

In the pamphlet describing the window appears a list 
of the subscribers, all graduates of the Military Academy. 

A bronze tablet containing a synopsis of the descriptive 
thesis of the designers of the window, as well as the 
names of the subscribers to the window, is to be erected 
upon the walls of the chapel in convenient relation to the 
window. 
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WAR DEPARTMENT DECISIONS. 


The Department can see no reason why commutation 
of heat and light are not due to Militia officers attending 
the: post school at Fort Snelling for the full month of 
December, although the school was closed from Dec. 24 
to Jan, 2. It is the opinion of the J.A. General that 
such officers of the Militia attending a post school under 
such circumstances should be allowed commutation for 
that period. 

A soldier can be mustered over a telephone or any 
other way that he can be reached, according to a decision 
of the War Department in ruling on cases of enlisted 
men serving in the Yellowstone Park, who cannot be 
reached during the winter months except by telephone, 
and in some instances not even that way. In making 
this decision the Judge Advocate General says there 
would appear to be a general principle involved which 
applies to this case and similar cases, that where it is 
necessary to have troops stationed which render impos- 
sible compliance with the letter of regulations, the best 
method is to carry out the spirit of them. 

While it is held that the department commander may 
restore to duty without trial a deserter, the War Depart- 
ment reserves to itself the power to determine whether 
in a particular case the service rendered by the soldier 
is or is not such as to render his continuance in the 
Service desirable. Without questioning that the matter 
of discipline is entirely in the hands of the commanding 
officer, the Department has asked the commanding officer 
to make a report of the reasons why a deserter was 
restored to duty without trial. 
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DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


The Comptroller decides that the official distance be- 
tween the navy. yard, Puget Sound, and Aberdeen, S8.D., 
‘is 1,486.4 miles, as determined by the Army distance 
tables and the- official railway guide, so he docks Paymr. 
Eugene H. Tricou, U.S.N., who in paying an enlisted 
man estimated it as 1,547 miles. ; 

The payment of $269 by Lieut. Col. G. S. Bingham, 
D.Q.M. General, U.S.A., for the hire of automobiles and 
a one-horse rig is disallowed under the decision of Aug. 
25, 1910. ] 

The Comptroller decides that there is no law which 
authorizes additional pay for work on Sundays. 

It is decided that the Philippines are not a part of the 
United States or a territory thereof, within the meaning 
of the Act of March 3, 1879, making a donation to 
public institutions for the blind “in the states and terri- 
tories of the United States and the District of Columbia.” 
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According to a cable sent to the War Department from 
Manila Feb, 1, 1911, by Governor General Forbes, of 
the Philippines, the eruption of the Taal volcano and 
the accompanying tidal wave killed 700 persons in the 
town of Talisay, Batangas Province. The War Depart- 
ment ree2ived a report from Delegate Apacible,, repre- 
senting Batangas in the Philippine Assembly, who says 
5,000 families have been ruined by the disaster. The 
earthquake shocks have been slightly perceptible in Ma- 
nila, Governor Forbes reports, but they have caused no 
damage. Since the first disturbance the seismograph of 
the Manila Observatory recorded the unprecedented 
number of 714 shocks up to 3:45 p.m, Feb. 1. The 
Philippine authorities are face to face with the abso- 
lute necessity of adopting relief measures, as the falling 
mud and lava destroyed the crops within a considerable 
radius of the voleano. The Red Cross Society in the 
islands is taking steps to aid the sufferers. Prompt 
measures have been taken by Governor General Forbes 
for the relief of the natives. Officers of the constabu- 
lary say that the eruption was violent and followed by 
a tidal wave affecting the shores of the lake. Doctors 
were sent to the scene of the disaster and the eonstabu- 
lary has maintained order. A joint committee of the 
Philippine Legislature has voted $2,500 to aid the suf- 
ferers. The country around the lake is covered with mud 
and ashes. Governor General Forbes ‘said he had sent 
launches, a detachment of the Army burial corps, doc- 
tors from the: Bureau of Health and a supply of pro- 
visions.

out of commission. 

Marwich, Mitchel and Company, expert accountants, 
have just completed their report on the new system of 
accounting in the Navy Department. The report, when 
made public, it is understood, will commend Paymaster 
General Cowie and the Navy Pay Corps in the highest 
terms. The Paymaster General and the officers in the 
corps are credited with doing much toward the installing 
of the new system of accounts. The experts, it is said, 
declare that even before they began their work the 
Paymaster General had inaugurated a number of im- 
portant reforms. 
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With the ordering of the general survey of the 
U.S.S. Restless the work of eliminating what might be 
termed the yacht class from the Navy was this week 
continued. The Restless will probably be sold, as will 
quite a number of other ships of her class. During the 
Spanish-American War the Navy was strengthened by 
the purchase of high speed private yachts. With the 
development of the torpedo destroyers this class of ships 
are falling below the general efficiency of the Navy. 

A Berlin despatch of Jan, 28 reports that German 
writers are unanimous in recognition of America’s right 
to fortify the Panama Canal. Dr. Theodore Schiemann,

on foreign policy, comes to this conclusion, and proceeds 
to prophesy that the pacificists who favor the neutraliza- 
tion of the waterway will be beaten and that the Amer- 
ican Government will get the appropriation which 


President Taft has asked of Congress. 
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SOME DISTANCE YET FROM THE MILLENNIUM. 


In accordance with the old maxim that the cobbler 
wears the worst shoes, some of our editors, we are 
beginning to believe, do not read the newspapers. Here 
we find the Standard, of New Bedford, Mass., making 
the following defense of Archbishop Glennon, of St. 
Louis: “He [the Archbishop] said in stronger language 
only what in essence many others believe—that the 
soldier is rapidly passing the condition of being a neces- 
sity, and that in this respect he is becoming a danger.” 
This was in the Standard of Jan. 25. On our desk, 
almost touching that paper, lies a copy of the Post, of 
Havana, Cuba, dated Jan. 20. After reading what our 
Massachusetts contemporary said, we were wondering 
whether, after all, there might not be something in the 
announcement made in Washington on Jan. 29. by the 
Rev. C. T. Russell, pastor of the Brooklyn (N.Y.) 
Tabernacle, and head of the Millennial Dawn Movement, 
that the millennium is due to hit this old world in 1915, 
the year set for the opening of the Panama Canal, making 
Colonel Goethals, U.S.A., feel deeply humiliated to think 
that he had all his digging for nothing. 

While in this frame of mind our eye chanced to 
fall on the front page of the Havana Post. The first 
thing we saw was, “Small War Cloud Over Crete.” 
Then we took another look and we read, “Troops Kill 
Three in Cholera Riots.” Then, reading further in the 
article about Pastor Russell’s millennial prediction, we 
found, according to the press despatches, that Evangelist 
W. A. Cuddy jumped to his feet and accused Mr. 
Russell of rank heresy and of trying to delude ignorant 
people. Thereupon the crowd closed in on Mr. Cuddy, 
and matters looked squally until the police dispersed 
the turbulent worshipers. How can all this be, we 
asked, with the millennium and the Panama Canal 
making a hard race for 1915? This question gave us 
great distress of mind, which was only increased when 
on the same page we read despatches like these: “Arabs 
Declare War,” “Haiti Ready for War,” “Rioting in the 
Far East—Troops Out in Mauritius.” 

Thus on one page of a newspaper were five announce- 
ments of wars either actual or impending. Why, then, 
is it that some persons persist in asserting that the world 
is becoming so good that armies are no longer necessary, 
that the soldier is an anachronism, and that every nation 
should trust every other nation and destroy all its means 
of defense? Why is it that people. cannot understand 
that the progress in civilization of which we boast brings 
its own temptations and crimes and problems, until one 
is almost ready to exclaim that they aggravate the ten- 
dencies toward war, instead of lessening them, as in the 
present dispute between Ecuador and Peru over limits of 
territory, which is likely at any moment to break out 
into open war, and which may be traced to the auto- 
mobile? 

When the independent republic of Ecuador was 
established, in 18382, her right to all territory comprised 
within the boundaries of the ancient kingdom of Quito 
was supposed to be generally recognized, although Peru 
said that she had some rights there. The enormous 
profits of the rubber industry, due to the invention, and 
development of the automobile, have led Peru to press 
her old claims with a persistence attributable to the in- 
ereased value of rubber. Already press despatches 
announce that Peruvian soldiers have attacked a village 
in Ecuador. The inventions of the day have made rubber 
plantations almost as good an investment as gold or 
diamond mines, and have sown the seeds of dissension 
between nations. So great is the value of the rubber 
interests involved in the territory in dispute that Ecuador 
is strongly averse to turning the question over to The 
Hague for adjudication. War between the two countries 
seemed imminent last April, and strong efforts have been 
made to bring about harmony, but neither side wishes 
to compromise. 

The very development of modern industry tends to the 
breeding of discord. Never before in the history of 
mankind has the tension between “capital and labor” 
been so great as at present. The organization of working- 
men proceeded with great success in the closing years of 
the last century, but in the opening decade of the 
twentieth century the employers awoke to the necessity 
of organization against this great power which organized 
‘labor’ could wield. So associations of manufacturers 
have been formed to help each other in case of labor 
troubles and to reply to a strike with a lockout. These 
counter organizations tend to array the greatest material 
forces in the community against each other, and to turn 
society into a vast battlefield. ‘What such combinations 
of capital on one side and labor on the other may mean 
is indicated by the London despatches of Feb. 1, an- 
nouncing that at a meeting on that day of the Master 
Printers’ Federation of the United Kingdom it was 
decided -to declare a national: lockout from Feb. 25, if the 
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compositors should persist in their demands for a working 
week of fifty hours. In such conditions of antagonism we 
find little that makes for universal peace; on the con- 
trary, it clearly shows that the tendency is not toward 
peace and harmony in industry, but to strife and bitter- 
ness. 

The situation in South America illustrates well the 
danger that we are counting our peace chickens before 
they are hatched, that closer communications may 
engender intenser rivalries, and that the fight for markets 
may replace the old struggles of dynasties and empires. 
Whatever the conflicts may be about, the principles 
behind them will be the same—the love of power and 
the desire of riches. We may change the avenues through 
which these desires may express themselves, but the 
desires will persist. That is what philosophers mean 
when ‘they say that human nature remains virtually the 
same through all the centuries. It is this persistence of 
the fundamental desires of mankind that must always 
be kept in mind in the discussion of the necessity for the 
soldier. Why, in the light of the increasing indifference 
to human life in industrial pursuits and in the rush of 
modern society, men of observing natures calmly rise 
and proclaim that we have entered an era when life is 
too sacred to be spent in war, that men are becoming so 
like brothers to one another the world over that armed 
conflicts are unnatural, is more than we can understand. 
With more men killed in one year in the United States 
in industry than were lost in the biggest battles of the 
Ci¥il War, with 185 homicides in old New York in-one 
year, with as many persons killed in New York in one 
year by being run down with vehicles as were killed in 
the battle of San Juan, Cuba, in 1898, isn’t it about 
time to cease this moral self-glorification, and stand aside 
and see ourselves go by, not wrapped in the garments of 
loving-kindness and universal affection, but naked to 
the winds of Heaven, with all our brutality, selfishness, 
greed, pride, envy and cruelty as much a part of our 
natures as they were mixed with the wholesome virtues 
of our ancestors of a hundred or a thousand years ago? 

In the clashing of these desires, in nine times out of 
ten the soldier represents the best ideals of the nations, 
and stands for what is noblest in the traditions of the 
country. The beautiful devotion to Spanish ideals which 
sent the sailors of Admiral Cervera’s fleet out of the 
harbor of Santiago to certain destruction represented 
the finest type of that courage and bravery for which 
Spain has been noted through the centuries. Her states- 
men might be weak or venal, her monarchs might be 
dissipated or witless, her parliaments might be reac- 
tionary or incompetent, still the soldiery of Spain have 
been true to the high ideals which grew up around the 
profession of arms in the halcyon days of her greatness 
and power, and their achievements have done much to 
keep alive the best in Spanish life, that is destined yet, 
perhaps, to give that nation a new energy and a new 
purpose. 
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NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 

The sentiment of the House relative to the two- 
battleship naval program appears to be about the same 
as it was in the last session when Chairman Foss brought 
in the Naval Appropriation bill. So far as it can be 
determined, the peace advocates on the Republican side 
will join with the Democrats in opposing the regular 
program. Again there will be some recruits from the 
Democratic side of the House for the larger Navy cause. 
Representative Hobson is, as usually, active doing mis- 
sionary work wherever he can among the Democrats. 
Quite a number of younger Democrats are inclined to 





’ follow the leadership of Mr. Hobson. 


The outcome of the fight for the nuvy yards and eight- 
hour law will probably be in doubt until the vote is 
cast. Secretary Meyer has set the situation before the 
House. in such a striking manner that the labor unions 
will be called upon to go the limit in order to keep this 
eight-hour legislation on the statute books. The great 
increase in the cost of the battleships which is occasioned 
by keeping the navy yards and the private contractors 
on an eight-hour labor basis will make the economists in 
Congress hesitate to respond to the appeal of the labor 
leaders. In this fight there will probably be an alliance 
between the friends of the navy yards and the labor 
unionists, which will make a strong combination. 

In a letter to the chairman of the House Naval Com- 
mittee Secretary of War Dickinson says: “The Naval 
bill reported in the House Jan, 28, 1911, provides for 
‘the abandonment and disposition of certain naval reserva- 
tions, which includes those at San Juan and Culebra, 
P.R. On page 34 it provides, referring to the Secretary 
of the Navy, ‘and he is further authorized and directed 
to dispose of the real estate in the manner most advan- 
tageous to the U.S. Government,’ ete. The U.S. Govern- 
ment owns no property in the Philippines or Porto Rico 
other than that for naval and military purposes. It has 
been the policy that all public lands which came to the 
United States through succession to the rights of Spain 
should, when not needed for such purposes, be turned 
over to the civil governments of the Philippines and 
Porto Rico, respectively. Therefore, if the naval reserva- 
tions at San Juan and Culebra, P.R., shall be abandoned, 
the United States will have no further use for them, and 
it would not be in accordance with the policy of the 
United States. to sell these properties and put the money 
in its Treasury. The civil government of Porto Rico is 
in need of them, especially the one at San Juan, for it 
stands directly in the way of the development of that 
city, which is very much restricted. I brought the matter 


to the’ attention of the Secretary of the Navy and the 
President this morning, and it was agreed that I should 
write to you expressing the above, which meets with 
their concurrence, and request that you will have the bill 
so amended that, as to these properties, it will authorize 
the Secretary of the Navy to turn them over to the civil 
government of Porto Rico.” 

The reorganization question. will be considered in all 
its phases at a meeting of the House Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee some day next week. There is a probability that 
some legislation may be reported out even at this late 
date which will provide for the abolishment of the Bureau 
of Equipment. President Taft has joined with Secretary 
Meyer in urging action at this session. It is understood 
that through the combined efforts of the President and 
the Secretary some of the members of the Committee on 
Naval Affairs have been induced to change their position 
and have consented to report some legislation. At the 
same time there is pressure from another direction for 
legislation to create a commission to go into the entire 
matter after the adjournment of Congress. Aside from 
members of Congress, this commission will consist of 
representatives of the Navy Department and some pri- 
vate shipbuilders. 

The Naval Appropriation bill (H.R. 32212), sum- 
marized on pages 677, 678, carries a new clause, as 
recommended by the Secretary of the Navy, under the 
eaption, “Pay of enlisted men, active list,” of “Pay, 
Marine Corps,” next after the words “deposits by en- 
listed men,” the following provision being inserted: 
“Post exchange debts of deserters, under such rules as 
the Secretary of the Navy may prescribe.” The Secre- 
tary says: “Such a provision should alleviate the condi- 
tions now prevailing, and I commend it to the considera- 
tion of your committee. No additional apprapriation is 
involved, as the authority sought will enable the 
Secretary to authorize the reimbursement of post 
exchanges in the amount of authorized indebtedness of 
deserters from their forfeited pay.”

EXTRA ‘OFFICERS BILL. 

Chairman Warren, of the Military Affairs Committee, 
pushed the Extra .Officers bill (S. 9331) through the 
Senate as if it had been a mere matter of detail. This 
action by the Senate was anticipated by the ARMy AND 
Navy JOURNAL, as anyone who had canvassed the Senate 
realized that there was no opposition to the measure 
in the upper house of Congress. 

It is understood that Senator Warren procured the 
passage of the bill this week in response to a request 
from the members of the House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee. Some of the members of the House feared that 
it could not pass the Senate at this late date, and did 
not want to take up the time of the House in considera- 
tion of it if there was any danger of it failing in the 
Senate. Just to show them that there is no opposition 
in the Senate, Senator Warren took up the matter and 
disposed of it with comparatively little trouble. 

We last week published the report of the House Mili- 
tary Committee on S. 8129, which, as it passed the 
Senate last June, provided for only forty-four extra 
officers, and these for General Staff detail. The House 
Military Committee moved to strike out the text of 
S. 8129 and insert the matter published in our issue of 
Jan. 28, which is the same as S. 9331, except in the 
following particulars: The House. Military Committee 
amendment of S. 8129 does not contain the clause, “Not 
to exceed one officer for each state, territory and the 
District of Columbia,” appearing in S. 9331, as printed 
below. The House Military Committee amendment pro- 
vides for 400 instead of 612 extra officers, while it carried 
a proviso that “thirty of the additional officers herein 
provided for shall be detailed to service in the Quarter- 
master’s Department.” The detailing of retired officers 
to active duty and the restrictions placed on the detail 
of active officers, as given in Secs. 3 and 4 of the House 
Military Committee’s amendment, given on page 638, 
Jan. 28, have no place in the Senate’s own unamended 
bill as passed and given below: 

S. 9331.—Be it enacted, etc., That upon the request of the 
Governors of the several states and territories concerned, 
the President may detach officers of the active list of the 
‘Army from their proper commands for duty as inspectors and 
instructors of the Organized Militia as follows, namely: Not 
to exceed one officer for each state, territory and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia; not to exceed one additional officer for 
each division, brigade, regiment, and separate battalion of 
Infantry, or its equivalent of other troops: Provided, That 
line officers detached for duty with the Organized Militia 
under the provisions of: this act, together with those de- 
tached from their proper commands, under the provisions of 
law, for other duty the usual period of which exceeds one 
year, shall be subject to the provisions of Sec. 27 of the Act 
approved Feb. 2, 1901, with reference to details to the staff 
corps, but the total number of detached officers made subject 
to the provisions of this section by this act shall not exceed 
612: And provided further, That the number of such officers 
detached from each of the several branches of the line of the 
Army shall be in proportion to the authorized commissioned 
strength of that branch; they shall be of the grades first 
lieutenant to colonel, inclusive, and the number detached 
from each grade shall be in proportion to the number in that 
grade now provided by law for the whole Army. 

Sec. 2. That the vacancies caused or created by this act in 
the grade of second lieutenant shall be filled in accordance 
with existing law, one-fifth in each fiscal year until the total 
number of vacancies shall have been filled: Provided, That 
hereafter vacancies in the grade of second lieutenant occurring 
in any fiscal year shall be filled by appointment in the fol- 





‘lowing order, namely: First, of cadets graduated from the 


U.S. Military Academy during that fiscal year; second, of en- 








listed men whose. fitness for promotion shall have been deter- 
mined by competitive examination; third, of candidates from 
civil life between the ages of 21 and 27 years, 

Sec. 3. That the President is authorized to make rulés and 
regulations to carry the provisions of this act into effect. — 

Mr. Warren explained that “the expense ‘incurred 
under the bill will be about $400,000 the first or second 
year and will increase to possibly four times that sum 
in five years, the limit of time, if the extreme limit of 
possible cost is reached. A bill of like character has 
already passed the Senate in a previous Congress, which 
was more expensive than this and which called for more 
officers of higher rank, and this is proposed to take the 
place of the former bill, andj is in the line of economy 
as based upon what we have heretofore approved.” 

The bill is now out of danger of being caught in any 
of its threatened filibusters in the Senate. If it should 
be passed by the House in the form that it has been 
reported from the committee it will then go to conference. 
Conference reports take precedence over all other busi- 
ness, and can be made at any time. If the conferees of 
the Senate and House should agree on the provisions of 
a bill, Chairman Warren, in the Senate, and Chairman 
Hull, in the House, could call up the report without any 
special rule and demand a vote. The bill can be said to 
be three-fourths along. Unless Champ Clark, the Dem- 
ocratic leader, should make a party question out of the 
bill, and he says he will not, the measure, if it comes 
up in the House, will be passed by a large majority. 
Even if Mr. Clark should draw party lines on the bill 
there are good prospects that it would pass if it comes 
to a vote. Quite a number of Democrats have declared 
that they will not consider it a party question and will 
vote for the bill under any circumstances. At the same 
time, it is admitted that some Republicans are apt to 
vote against it, although none of them have come out 
in open opposition to the measure. There is nothing sure 
in legislative bodies. There are so many things that 
could happen which would side-track the bill. At the 
same time, it occupies a strong. position, and Chairman 
Hull is watching for an opening to slip it through the 
House. It has the endorsement, as has been stated 
before, of the President, and Speaker Cannon has given 
assurances to the friends of the measure that he *will 
assist in its passage. ‘With these powerful supporters 
it would appear that the chances were never half so 
bright of securing relief from the scarcity of officers as 
it is just at present.

The War Department in the future will give preference 
to National Guard officers of good service records in the 
examination of civilians for commissions in the Army. 
The Department has always given considerable credit to 
candidates from the Militia under the head of probable 
efficiency and aptitude, but it will go farther in this 
direction in the future than it has in the past. This 
is not to be taken to indicate that commissions will be 
issued indiscriminately to National Guard officers when 
there are vacancies to be filled by civilians. Militia 
officers must be men of the required general education, 
and must be able to pass the physical examination. Much 
will depend upon the state from which the National 
Guard officer comes. There is a wide difference between 
the standards of the National Guard in different states. 
It is to be regrette® that there are a number of states, 
especially in the South, where service in the National 
Guard is still valued merely as a social distinction. But 
it is noted by the War Department that great progress 
is being made, and this is to be recognized when Militia 
officers are candidates for commissions in the Regular 
Establishment. Under the operations of the Extra Offi- 
cers bill, now pending in Congress, with an excellent 
prospect of passage, eventually most of the commissions 
issued to civilians will probably go to the Militia, whose 
members, with Regular officers assigned to every regi- 
ment, will have excellent opportunities. to prepare for 
examination.. Army officers will not only instill into 
them the spirit of the Regular Establishment, but can 
suggest ways in which they can study for the Service. 
This, it is thought, will be an ‘incentive to improvement, 
and will give the Army a supply of excellent officers to 
make up a deficiency in the personnel on account of the 
shortage in graduates from West Point. Of course, West 
Point, graduates will always be commissioned first, and 
continue to be the backbone of the Army, appointments 
from the ranks coming next.

With General Wood, Chief of Staff, Quartermaster 
General Aleshire and Commissary General Sharpe the 
subcommittee of the Committee on Military Affairs took 
up the Army Appropriation bill on Thursday, Feb. 2. 
There was no formal hearing on the bill, but the members 
of the committee and the officers of the Department went 
over it item by item, with a view to acquainting the 
subcommittee with the purpose of each appropriation 
and the needs of the Army. The bill will probably come 
out of the committee Saturday or Monday, Feb. 6. 





No increase in the cost for the building of the Military 
Academy is provided for in the Military Academy Appro- 
priation bill, which was reported out of the House 
Committee on Military Affairs on Friday, Feb. 3. There 
is about $250,000 reduction ‘in the estimates carried by 
the bill. The total appropriations amount to $1,271,000. 
The largest item is $300,000 for the continuation of con- 
struction under the present limit of cost. . 
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THE SIXTY-FIRST CONGRESS. 


THIRD SESSION. 

The Naval Appropriation bill is noted on pages 677, 
678 and editorial pages. Elsewhere, under their respec- 
tive heads, will be found comment on the Extra Officers 
bill, Increase Corps of Engineers and Readjustment of 
Rank; the list of Bills Before Congress appears on page 
674. 

The Legislative Appropriation bill, carrying a number 
of amendments, was passed by the Senate on Jan. 26, 
and has been sent to conference committee. 

After two roll-calls, both of which resulted in a tie, 
the Senate, late on the afternoon of Feb. 2, passed the 
Ship Subsidy bill by the deciding vote of Vice President 
Sherman. The first vote came in the Committee of the 
Whole, and the Vice President’s vote sent the measure 
to the open Senate. The second vote came without either 
side being able to muster an extra supporter, and the 
Vice President again saved the day for the advocates 
of the Gallinger measure. The bill can hardly pass the 
House at this session. The vote was 39 to 39, and came 
after a large number of amendments proposed by mem- 
bers of both parties had been defeated. The bill actually 
passed was, however, a substitute measure brought in 
by Senator Gallinger, including the Pacific lines in its 
provisions, as well as those to the Atlantic ports of South 
America. The measure, as passed, provides that the 
Postmaster General is authorized to pay for ocean mail 
service in vessels of the second class on routes to South 
America south of the equator, to the Philippines, to 
Japan and China and to Australasia, at a rate not 
exceeding $4 per mile on the outward voyage by the 
shortest practicable routes, and in vessels of the third 
class on said routes at a rate not exceeding $2 per mile 
on the outward voyage by the shortest practicable route. 
An amendment proposed by the advocates of free ships 
extended the provisions of the bill to foreign-built ships 
owned by Americans. This was defeated by a vote of 
37 to 39. 

The Senate on Jan. 30 passed S. 6991, authorizing and 
directing the Secretary of War and the Secretary of the 
Navy to collect and compile, with a view to publication, 
the scattered military and naval records of the Revolu- 
tionary War. All such records in the possession or 
custody of any official of the United States shall be 
transferred, the military records to the War Department 
and the naval records to the Navy Department. The bill 
appropriates $50,000 for the War Department and 
$10,000 for the Navy Department. 

In the Senate on Jan. 26 favorable report was made 
on S. 10275, which provides “That when forces or detach- 
ments of the Army and of the Navy and Marine Corps 
are engaged on shore in a common enterprise (not in 
the nature of a ceremonial or parade), and in the absence 
of specific authority from the President of the United 
States, the senior officer of the line of the Army in 
command of the Army detachment shall command the 
whole and have authority to issue such orders to the 
officers in command of the naval and marine detachments 
while on shore as may be necessary for the success of 
the enterprise engaged upon.” This is in accordance 
with recommendation of the Joint Board and endorsement 
of the President. 

The Senate Library Committee on Jan. 30 favorably 
reported the bill (S. 10491) incorporating the Carnegie 
Endowment for International Peace. 6 

Mr. McCumber proposes as an amendment to the Army 
Appropriation bill (H.R. 31237) to insert the following: 
“That the five medical officers of the Army who served 
ereditably as contract or acting assistant surgeons in or 
with the: Army during the Civil War prior to April 9, 
1865, and who have been retired on account of wounds 
or disability incident to the Service or on account of age 
or after forty years’ service, are hereby placed upon the 
retired list of the Army from the date of retirement with 
the rank and pay of one grade next above that actually 
held by them at the time of retirement.” 

Mr. Foster on Jan. 27 submitted an amendment 
authorizing the Secretary of War :to furnish to a gov- 
ernor of any state, upon his request, a complete copy of 
all records in the possession of the Secretary of War 
showing the names and designating the service of soldiers 
and sailors who during the Civil War enlisted in the 
Army and Navy Service in the Union or Confederate 
Armies and Navies, etc., intended to be proposed by him 
to the Army Appropriation bill (H.R. 31237). 

HOUSE PROCEEDINGS. 

The House on Jan. 31 passed the Panama Canal Ex- 
position bill, favoring San Francisco as the place of 
holding the big celebration, in 1915, of the completion 
of the great Isthmian waterway. ‘The vote stood 258 
to 43. Proposals to hold a big naval parade from the 
Atlantic te the Pacific in connection with the celebration 
were voted down. 

Senate J. Res. 94. authorizing the President to give 
certain former candidates of the Military Academy the 
benefit of the recently enacted amendment hazing law, 
was reported favorably from the House Military Com- 
mittee on Jan. 31. The resolution has already passed 
the Senate, and the friends of the former cadets are 
confident that it will pass the House at this session. 
Those who are included in the resolution are William T. 
Rossell, jr.. Harry G. Weaver, John H. Booker, jr., 
Albert FE. Crane. Richard W. Hocker, jr., Jacob S. 
Fortner, Gordon Lefebvre, Chauncey C. Devore and Earl 
W. Dunmore. The resolution authorizes the President to 
reappoint these men as cadets at the Military Academy, 
without regard to age or the existence of vacancies, and 
if any of them be reappointed the charges on which they 
were dismissed from the Academy shall be reopened. It 
is also provided that any of the said former cadets who 
shall be found entitled to be retained as cadets shall be 
permitted to resume their studies at the beginning of 
the next academic year; and any found not to be entitled 
to be retained shall be dropped forthwith. 

H.R. 22005, to incorporate the Grand Army of the 
Republic, was favorably reported in the House Feb. 2. 
The same measure has already passed the Senate as 
S. 10361. 

The House Military Committee on Feb. 1 favorably 
reported S. 9351, which the Senate on Jan. 30 passed 
with title amended to read: “A bill to amend an act 
entitled ‘An act providing for the retirement of certain 
medical officers of the Army,’ approved June 22, 1910,” 
and the text as follows: 

That the Act approved June 22, 1910, entitled ‘*An act 
providing for the retirement of certain medical officers of the 
Army’’ be, and the same is hereby, amended as follows: 

Strike out the words ‘‘in the War of the Rebellion,’’ fol- 


lowing the words ‘‘enlisted man,’’ in said act, so that the 
act as amended will read: 

‘‘Be it enacted, etc., That any officer of the Medical Re- 
serve Corps who shall have reached the age of 70 years, and 
whose total active service in the Army of the United States, 
Regular or Volunteer, as such officer, and as contract or act- 
ing assistant surgeon, and as an enlisted man, shall equal 
40 years, may thereupon, in the discretion of the President, 
be placed upon the retired list of the Army with the rank, 
Pay, and allowances of a first lieutenant.’’ 

The House Military Committee has favorably reported 
H.J. Res. 146, creating a commission to investigate and 
report on the advisability of the establishment of perma- 
nent maneuvering grounds and camp of inspection for 
trocps of the United States at or near the Chickamauga 
and Chattanooga National Military Park, the report to be 
filed in the War Department by Dec. 1, 1911, and commu- 
nicated to Congress thereafter as soon as practicable by 
the President. 'The report submits a letter from the War 
Department, dated last March, saying “that ground for 
maneuvers and camps of instruction at or near the 
Chickamauga and Chattanooga National Military Park 
is needed for the use of the Army and the Militia. In 
1907 a board, consisting of the commanding general, De- 
partment of the Gulf, the post commander of Fort 
Oglethorpe, the chief quartermaster of the Department 
of the Gulf, and another officer as recorder, examined and 
reported upon certain ground in the vicinity of Fort 
Oglethorpe, Ga., as to its suitability and adaptability for 
a brigade post and maneuver ground, which received the 
approval of this Department, and a special estimate was 
submitted at the second session of the Fifty-ninth Con- 
gress for the purchase of 32,640 acres of land in the 
vicinity of Fort Oglethorpe at an estimated cost of 
$921,529. The money has not been appropriated.” 

Mr. Bennet, of New York, on Jan. 26, from the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs, reported, in lieu of H.J. Res. 
263, the following joint resolution, which was referred 
to the House Calendar: “That the commission heretofore 
authorized by Public Resolution 47, Sixty-first Congress, 
second session, to consider and determine upon a plan 
for the promotion of universal peace among nations, 
shall submit to the Congress a report on or before the 
first monday in February, 1912, containing a plan for 
the commemoration of the one hundredth anniversary of 
the signing of the treaty of Ghent.” 





The Secretary of the Navy endorses the bill (S. 
3781) to provide for the deposit in the Treasury of the 
United States of moneys unclaimed by next of kin be- 
longing to deceased inmates of the Naval Home or 
derived from the sale of their personal effects, and for 
other purposes. This measure has passed the Senate, 
and is now pending before the House Naval Committee. 
A sum approximating $1,000 has been gradually accumu- 
lating since 1875 from the sale of effects of deceased 
inmates of the Home, together with such moneys as they 
had at the time of their deaths, and for which no 
claimants have appeared. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has submitted to Con- 
gress a supplemental estimate of $100,000, required for 
the erection of a memorial arch at Valley Forge, Pa., 
authorized by the Act of June 25, 1910. 

Asked as to the prospect of the Spy bill (H.R. 26656), 
referred to in our editorial of Jan. 21, 1911, Representa- 
tive Hobson, father of the bill, said: “It is a step in the 
right direction, and in its present form has_ the 
unanimous support of the Judiciary Committee, and this 
practically ensures its passage.” Mr. Alexander S&S. 
Lanier, of Richmond, Va., appeared before the committee 
with Hon. R. P. Hobson and an officer of the General 
Staff and urged the necessity for immediate legislation 
on the subject.

INCREASE CORPS OF ENGINEERS. 

Senator Warren’s bill increasing the Corps of En- 
gineers is practically a law now. When, on Jan. 27, the 
Senate Committee on Commerce accepted the measure as 
an amendment to the River and Harbor bill its passage 
was assured. It cannot be voted out of the bill on the 
floor of the House, and was not when the River and 
Harbor bill passed the Senate on Tuesday, Jan. 31. 
When early in the session the ARMy AND NAvy JOURNAL 
stated that this bill would be passed it did so advisedly. 
The threat of Senator Bailey to hold up the measure was 
idle, as at that time Senator Warren had the way opened 
by which an increase in the Corps of Engineers could 
be attained through an amendment of the River and 
Harbor bill. The passage of the bill is now a matter of 
detail, as there is no doubt that the conferees of the 
Senate and House will reach an early agreement on this 
provision of the bill. Senators and members from dis- 
tricts in which river and harbor improvements are in 
progress or in prospect have been pressing the War De- 
partment for reports and officers to make surveys. They 
have come face to face with the fact that the War 
Department is being overworked with civil details, and 
are willing to provide additional officers for the Corps 
of Engineers. The bill provides that the Corps of En- 
gineers is “hereby increased by five colonels, six lieu- 
tenant colonels, nineteen majors, seventeen captains and 
thirteen first lieutenants. The increase in each grade 
hereby provided for shall be extended over a period of 
five years as nearly as practicable, and the original 
vacancies hereby created in each grade shall be filled by 
promotion from the next lower grade in accordance with 
existing law.” The text in full was given in our issue 
of Jan. 28, page 639. 

Mr. Warren explained the difference between H.R. 
7117, which passed the House last May, and the proviso 
inserted in the River and Harbor bill. 

“Mr. Warren: Mr. President, it is something like H.R. 
7117, but it is not the same, and I think the proviso in 
the bill which is, perhaps, in the Senator’s mind is not 
contained in this proposed amendment. -That proviso, 
now omitted, read as follows: x 

Provided, That the President may, in his discretion, detail 
any Army engineer to the supervision or inspection of any 
engineering work or works of construction carried on by the 
Government pursuant to law. 

“Mr. Borah: There is no provision, then, in this 
amendment by which the Army Engineers could be used 
for the purpose for which they were intended to be used, 
inserted in the River and Harbor bill: 

“Mr. Warren: None at all. While that bill specifically 
stated that Engineers could be used for various details, 
this proposed amendment leaves the law in that respect 
as it has stood for years, and simply provides the neces- 
sary officers—expert men—to conduct the expenditure of 
the money carried in this bill and other river and harbor

does not need Engineers in any: great numbers, Out of

the present number-of officers, 188, there are 162 engaged 
all the time or a portion of the time upon river and 
harbor and auxiliary works. 

_. “Mr. Heyburn: I should like to ask, for information, 
if the provision with reference to the appointment of 
civilians upon examination who have graduated from 
some recognized engineering school is existing law? 

“Mr. Warren: The amendment provides that— 

_To become eligible for examination and appointment, a 
civilian candidate for appointment as second lieutenant must 
be an unmarried citizen of the United States— 

That is the law now regarding the matter— 
between the ages of 21 and 29 who holds a diploma showing 
graduation in an engineering course from an approved techni- 
eal school, and is eligible for appointment as a junior engi- 
neer. 
“Mr. Heyburn: Can that class of persons be now 
appointed to the Engineer Corps under existing law? 
“Mr. Warren: No; not directly to that particular 
corps. 


SECRETARY MEYER ON NAVAL MATTERS. 

In his hearing on the Naval bill before the House 
Naval Committee, Secretary Meyer stated that the cost 
of the Connnecticut per ton was $285, and that of the 
Florida $293. As the result of the experience gained in 
building the Connecticut it was learned that the Utah 
was got practically at cost, as the result of competition 
and the necessity of keeping the shipping plant going. 
There is no difference in the relative efficiency between a 
government built and a private built ship. The contract 
for the Texas is $5,830,000. It will cost $1,710,000 
more to build a sister ship under the restrictions of, the 
eight-hour law and the requirements as to holidays, sick 
leaves and leaves of absence. 

Work upon the New York has not begun, and it could 
be built in a private yard not only within the limit of 
$6,000,000, but if two were built at the same yard the 
cost would be a trifle less, possible some $200,000 or 
$300,000 less. If the eight-hour restriction were abolished 
it might be possible to get a reduction on the price of 
the Texas, now under contract. Secretary Meyer said: 
“Admiral Von Koester (he is the head of the Germania 
works in Germany), who. was here two years ago when 
we opened the bids for the Wyoming and her class, said: 
‘The figures they have given you are astounding. We 
could not do it in Germany.’ When we are getting 
bargains, as you might call it, I fail to see the advantage 
of building a battleship in a navy yard which is going 
to cost about $1,750,000 more than what we can get it 
for outside, but when the time comes that we feel we are 
not getting a fair price on a battleship we should demon- 
strate what the cause of it is.” Such a demonstration 
could be had by building a collier in the New York Yard, 
which would keep up the organization. There does not 
appear to be any agreement as to building battleships 
designed to avoid competition. 

Colliers can be chartered, but not battleships, and two 
battleships should be authorized each year to maintain 
a standard of ten in the first line (effective fleet) and 
ten in the second line (coast defense). The life of a 
battleship is about ten years in each line. We shall 
have seventeen ships in the first line in 1916 and twenty 
in 1920. For economy’s sake fewer colliers and gunboats 
are asked for than are needed, but seagoing tugs are 
urgently needed. Brazil has two ships of 30,000 tons 
each, and we should go above 27,000 tons. 

No retired officer of the Navy can be used on active 
duty after July, 1912, and the number so used is now 
thirty-five. Mr. Meyer believes that in exceptional cases, 
but only in such cases, the retired list should be drawn 
upon. Admiral Mahan was mentioned as an officer fit 
for active duty, he being valuable as a critic. Battle- 
ships costing ten to twelve millions require not only 
men of ability, but those whose nerves can stand the 
strain. Our officers must have engineering experience 
and shore experience in the ships. Admiral Leutze, who 
retires in July, 1912, is a man of exceptional ability, who 
could probably command a very high salary in civil 
employment. Great credit is due Admiral Wainwright 
for reorganization of the fleet. 

Tnless the law is changed, the Bureau of Equipment 
will have to be re-established July 1. The Secretary 
said: “There is nothing to prevent—I do not think there 
is—until July, 1912, my selecting a retired officer for an 
aid: but my policy, carrying out the evident intent and 
spirit of Congress. is to reduce the number of retired 
officers in our employ.”

READJUSTMENT OF RANK. 


A bill (H.R. 24013), as reported in amended form 
from the House Committee on Military Affairs on Tues- 
day, Jan. 31, will make serious changes in the lineal 
rank of officers. Next to the Extra Officers bill, which 
passed the Senate Monday, and has been reported out of 
the House Committee, this is the most important new 
legislation from a Service point of view that has been 
considered at this session. With the amendments, it is 
thought by the committee, the objections to the other 
bills which have been introduced from time to time pro- 
viding for a remedy in the line of the Army, the in- 
equalities resulting from the system of regimental 
promotion have been removed. ‘The bill is considerably 
shorter in its amended form than it was when originally 
introduced. 

What changes will result from enactment of this 
measure were shown in our issues of Noy. 21, 1908 (page 
308), Jan. 30, 1909 (page 622). and Feb. 6, 1909 (pages 
630, 631), in a series of carefully worked out tables. The 
following is the full text of the measure as recommended 
by the committee : 

H.R. 24013.—To remedy in the line of the Army the in- 
equalities in rank due to the past system of regimental pro- 
motion. 

Strike out all after the enacting clause and substitute the 
following: 

Upon the passage of this act, every line officer on the 
active list who has lost in lineal rank through the system of 
regimental promotion in force prior to Oct. 1, 1890, shall be 
advanced to the position that he would have held had promo- 
tion been lineal throughout his arm or corps since the date of 
his entry into the arm or corps in which he is now serving: 
Provided, That the officers so advanced shall be additional 
officers in the grades to which they are promoted, and noth- 
ing in this act shall operate to interfere with or retard the 
promotion or assignment to which any officer would be en- 
titled under existing law. 

The same text is carried by S. 10599, introduced in 
the Senate Feb. 1, 
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NEW HEAD OF MARINE CORPS. 

The nomination of Col. William Phillips Biddle to be 
major general commandant of the U.S. Marine Corps 
was unexpectedly sent to the Senate Tuesday, Jan. 31, 


by the President. As forecast in the ARMY AND Navy 
JournaL, Colonel Biddle’s selection had been decided 
upon some time ago, but his nomination was withheld 
until it could be determined whether any legislation would 
be passed at this session providing for four-year details 
at the headquarters of the corps. After canvassing the 
situation it is understood the President became convinced 
that there would be no legislation at this session, and 
promptly sent in Colonel Biddle’s nomination. 

The number of congratulatory telegrams which Colonel 
Biddle has received since his selection had been an- 


nounced indicates that his appointment is not only 
popular~in the Service, but also in Congress. Among 
those who were first to congratulate him were some of 
the officers whose names were mentioned in connection 
with the vacancy. It is said that Colonel Biddle’s con- 
duct before the Naval Affairs Committee, when called 
upon to pass on legislation, was in a measure responsible 
for his selection. The members of the committee were 
very much impressed with his knowledge of the affairs 
of the corps, and several of them went promptly to the 
White House and endorsed him. 

President Taft in selecting Colonel Biddle observed 
the rule of seniority, as he has had five years longer 
service with the corps than any officer of his rank. He 
will have seven years to serve before he reaches the age 
of retirement. If the legislation recommended by the 
Navy Department had been passed at this session Colonel 
Biddle’s term of office as commandant of the corps would 
have been reduced three years. The new major general 
was born December, 1853, in Philadelphia, Pa. He is 
of the Biddle family, which has not only been prominent 
in the affairs of the state of Pennsylvania, but have taken 
an important part in the history-making events of the 
country. Some members of the family have held com- 
missions in every war from the Revolution down to the 
Spanish-American. 

Colonel Biddle’s great-grandfather, Clement, was one 
of the signers of the non-importation resolution of Oct. 
25, 1765, which was a forerunner of the Declaration of 
Independence. In 1775 Clement Biddle organized the 
Quaker company of Volunteers, of which he was elected 
an officer. He took part in the battle of Trenton, and 
was selected by Washington as one of the officers to 
receive the:swords of the Hessians when they surrendered. 
Clement Biddle participated in the victory of the Amer- 
ican forees at Princeton, was with them when they re- 
treated from Princeton, was at Brandywine, helped to 
lead the forces in the attack upon the British at 
Germantown. During the winter of 1777-78 he shared 
the privations of the American Army at Valley Forge 
when he was Commissary General under Green, rendering 
important services at several critical junctures when the 
disbandment of the Army for the want of the neces- 
saries of life seemed almost inevitable. For this service 
Colonel Biddle’s great-grandfather received a number of 
letters of commendation from General Washington. 

In the War of 1812 Colonel Biddle’s grandfather com- 
manded the Pennsylvania Regiment of Light Infantry 
Volunteers. Before that he served in the Navy from 
1799 to 1804. Col. Chapman Biddle, an uncle of Colonel 
Biddle, had a distinguished service in the Civil War. 
He was commander of the 125th Pennsylvania Regiment, 
which was on the firing line at the battle of Fredericks- 
burg and at Gettysburg. On the first day of the battle 
of Gettysburg he distinguished himself, being wounded 
during the engagement. 

Colonel Biddle has a service record which will add 
much to the fame of his family. He was commissioned 
second lieutenant June, 1875, since which he has served 
on the U.S.S. Hartford and Powhatan, 1879-82; Kear- 
sarge, 1885-88: Suatara in a cruise around the world, 
1891-95; Baltimore and Olympia, Asiatic Station, 
1899-1900; at Marine Barracks, 1876-79, 1882-85, 
1888-91; commanding Marine Barracks, Cavite, P.I., 
1903: Philadelphia, 1906-08; New York, 1909-10; in 
charge of recruiting district, 1900-03; president Marine 
Examining Boards, 1904-05: commanding 1st Regiment 
Marines, Panama, 1904-05; Manila, 1908-09, and 
Nicaragua Expeditionary Brigade. Promoted first lieu- 
tenant, 1884; captain, 1894; major, 1899; lieutenant 
colonel, 1908, and colonel, 1905. In August, 1877, served 
with a battalion of Marines during the railroad riots. 
In June, 1990, made a forced march with a detachment 
of Marines from Chemulpo to Seoul, Korea, to protect 
our Legation. Commanded the Marines on the Olympia 
at the battle of Manila, and in May and June following 
held the Cavite Navy Yard with a detachment of Marines 
and served on the Olympia, blockading Manila till its 
bombardment and fall in August. Commanded the Ist 
Regiment of Marines, Pekin Relief Expedition, taking 
part in the battles of Pei-tsang, Yangt-sun and in the 
fighting on the walls around Pekin; stationed in Pekin 
during August and September following. Given the fol- 
lowing government medals: (1) Dewey medal for battle 
of Manila Bay, (2) Spanish War campaign medal, (3) 
Philippine campaign medal and (4) Pekin Relief Expedi- 
tion campaign medal. 
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THE NEW REVENUE CUTTERS. 


The Bureau of Construction and Repairs of the Navy 
Department is in receipt of four preliminary estimates 
from as many navy yards, the Boston, Mare Island, 
Norfolk and New York, for the construction of the two 
new revenue cutters authorized at the last session of 
Congress. The estimates have been turned over to the 
Secretary of the Navy, and will probably be opened for 
consideration on Feb. 15. No information is as yet 
obtainable as to whether or not the figures contained in 
these preliminary estimates exceed the limit of cost 
authorized for each of these new cutters, namely, 
$250,000, but it is hoped by the Revenue Cutter officers 
that they may be found to be within such limit, and that 
the final estimates, after consideration by the naval and 
revenue cutter authorities, will be such as will permit 
the early commencement of the construction of these 
vessels therein. 

In view of the urgent necessity of placing these pro- 
posed new cutters in commission at the earliest possible 
date, it is not thought that the Treasury Department 
will experience any further delay in getting their con- 
struction under way in navy yards, through the Navy 
Department. 

While the Secretary of the Navy is hostile to the 
general policy of building battleships in the navy yards, 
On account of the extra cost entailed by reason of the

operation of the eight-hour law, as on government work 
in the navy yards, and that the Secretary is also opposed 
to the application of the eight-hour law on government 
work in private yards, for the same reason, it is not 
thought at the partment that this attitude of the 
Secretary of the Navy will have any bearing upon or 
interference with the construction of the cutters in the 
government yards. 

No expression, however, from the Secretary of the 
Navy has been obtained, as yet, on this point, in connec- 
tion with the proposition of building these revenue vessels 
in government yards, but in view of the fact that no bids 
were obtainable from private shipbuilders by the Division 
of Revenue Cutter Service it is not likely that Secretary 
Meyer. will allow his objection, with reference to the 
building of battleships and other naval vessels in govern- 
ment yards, to either delay or prevent the construction 
of these badly needed cutters in the navy yard or yards 
submitting the lowest estimates. 

The Secretary of the Treasury and the headquarters 
officials of the Division of Revenue Cutter Service are 
very anxious to get the construction of the authorized 
new cutters under way. The plans and specifications are 
already prepared, and it is the earnest desire of the 
Treasury Department that the Navy Department promptly 
co-operate to that end.

BULLETIN OF MILITIA NOTES, W.D. 


It is noted that in several states officers of the Or- 
ganized Militia are commissioned as “major, surgeon,” 
“captain, assistant surgeon,” and “first lieutenant, 
assistant surgeon.” In the Regular Army, to which the 
Militia must conform, the officers below the grade of 
brigadier general (surgeon general) are commissioned as 
“colonel,” “lieutenant colonel,” “major,” “captain” and 
“first lieutenant,” Medical Corps, respectively. 

The funds provided by Section 1661, R.S., as amended, 
for arming and equipping the Militia, cannot be used for 
the purpose of providing animals for the use of Regular 
Army officers detailed for duty with the Militia. 

No issues of clothing in excess of the amount accepted 
by the state can be made during the year covered by the 
allowance. If such allowance is not accepted the state 
ean use all of its allotment under the appropriation for 
the purpose of obtaining clothing for field service. 

Articles reported on by a surveying officer should not 
be combined in the general statement “broken and lost 
in service,” but should be separated, the actual number 
broken or lost being stated separately. 

If articles of clothing issued to the Organized Militia 
are stenciled, in an inconspicuous place, by cutting 
through the cloth the state abbrevation, and in a manner 
which will not deface or injure the article of uniform, 
the Department sees no objection to the use of a stencil, 
in view of the fact that this will be a measure of protec- 
tion for the United States property furnished a state for 
the use of its Organized Militia, and supply a means of 
identification of articles. 

The fact that an officer on the retired list of the U.S. 
Army holds a commission in the Organized Militia in 
no way affects his pay status as an officer of the U.S. 
Army. The appointments of enlisted men on the active 
list of the Regular Army to vacancies in the Organized 
Militia are objectionable, and approval thereto cannot 

given. ' 

It has been found in the case of musical instruments 
issued to bands of the Regular Army that they can be 
repaired in most cases at reasonable cost by replating 
and refurnishing broken parts, eta, making the instru- 
ments practically new. In the interest of economy this 
course should be pursued in the Organized Militia. 

The Department has granted authority for the hire 
of auto trucks, instead of horses, for use during field 
service of the Militia. 
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AERONAUTICAL NOTES. 

Lieut. Theodore G. Ellyson, U.S.N., made a flight in 
a biplane at San Diego, Cal., Jan. 29, which was wit- 
nessed by a large crowd at the Coronado Country Club. 
The flight was short. but successful. 

Lieut. John Rodgers, U.S.N., was lifted four hundred 
feet from the deck of the U.S.S. Pennsylvania at Santa 
Barbara, Cal., Jan. 31, by man-raising kites. The war- 
ship was steaming twelve knots against an eight-knot 
breeze at the time, and Lieutenant Rodgers, suspended 
from the kite cable one hundred feet astern, made obser- 
vations and camera views for fifteen minutes. He 
signaled the results of his observations to the officers 
aboard the ship. The altitude attained by Lieutenant 
Rodgers is said to be a record for man-lifting kites. The 
officer was carried up by a train of eleven kites. He is 
engineer officer of the ship. 

While not crowned with complete success the attempt 
of J. A. D. McCurdy, the Canadian-American aviator, 
to fly from| Key West to Havana, Cuba, a distance of 
ninety miles, on. Jan. 30, showed that the feat can be 
accomplished, for he was within sight of the Cuban 
capital when he was forced to descend owing to his engine 
going wrong. The flight established a new world’s rec- 
ord for over-sea flight. the distance over water covered 
by McCurdy being about eighty miles. The aviator 
alighted easily on the water and as the biplane equipped 
with pontoons floated he proceeded to smoke a pipe 
while waiting to ba picked up by the U.S. torpedoboat 
destroyer. His naval guides and convoys had taken 
position during the night and the black smoke from their 
funnels marked his course. The naval tug Massasoit 
was near Sand Key, six miles and a half from Key West; 
the lighthouse tender Mangrove was five miles from the 
Massasoit, the revenue cutter Forward was five miles 
farther ont. and then. stationed at ten-mile intervals, 
were the U.S. torpedoboat destroyers Roe, Drayton, 
Terry and Paulding. The aviator flew at a height vary- 
ing from 600 to 1,000 feet and at a speed of between 
forty and fifty miles an hour. He was at a height of 
800 feet when the crank case became ruptured and his 
supply of lubricating oil escaped. On gliding down he 
struck the water about equidistant from the Terry and 
Paulding. Both these boats saw the descent and made 
for him at full speed. They arrived alongside the bi- 
plane, now become a boat, at about the same moment. 
Some difficulty was experienced in maneuvering the de- 
stroyers, hut eventually the lifeboat of the Terry took 
off the aviator and carried him to the Paulding. After 
much work the biplane was raised to the deck somewhat 
damaged. While this work was, going on the Cuban flag- 
ship Hatuey arrived from Havana, carrying President 





Gomez and a party. She ran alongside the Paulding and 
the President shouted his congratulations. On landing 
from the Paulding, McCurdy went direct to the drill 
grounds at Camp lumbia, where he gave a flying ex- 
hibition. McCurdy made his start from Key West at 
7:32 a.m. in good fiying weather and two hours later. 
Morro Castle and Havana came intc view, McCurdy 
telegraphed to Secretary Meyer, of the Navy, his ap- 
preciation -of the hearty co-operation of the Navy De- 
partment, the assistance of the Torpedoboat Destroyer 
Flotilla and the advice of the experienced naval officers 
in command of it, as well as the assistance of the com- 
mandant of the Key West Naval Station. The first dis- 
play of aviation in Cuba took place at Havana on Jan. 
28 in connection with military parade celebrating the 
second anniversary of the restored republic. James 


‘Ward, a stripling not yet of age, made a flight in a 


thirty-mile wind in a biplane, in the presence of Presi- 
dent Gomez and his cabinet. 








A PLEA FOR RETIRED OFFICERS. 


Rochester, N.Y., Feb. 1, 1911. 
To THE Eprror OF THE ARMY AND Navy JourRNAL: 

Will you be so kind as to permit me to invite the at- 
tention of retired officers of the Army to the wording of 
Sec. 3 of the Extra Officers bill (S. 8129) as reported 
by the House Committee Jan. 25, 1911? As I -under- 
stand it this bill practically says that the Secretary of 
War may order on active duty, not involving service with 
troops, any retired officer without regard to age or physi- 
cal condition, and if such retired officer refuses to per- 
form the duties imposed upon him he shall be mustered 
out of the Army. 

I have heard that Mr. Roosevelt asked Congress. some 
years ago to grant to the President the power to dismiss 
any officer of the Army, in time of peace, without trial ; 
but such a law was not passed. Why should the Secre- 
tary of War have this extraordinary power over retired 
officers? He has no such power over officers on the active 
list, for no officer can be dismissed in time of peace with- 
out a trial by court-martial. If this bill should become 
a law in its present form no officer on the retired list 
would be safe from invective. 

The-only solace that comes with retirement is in the 

fact, as the law now stands, that officers are then no 
longer subject to orders except upon their consent. To 
take this privilege away from retired officers is to de- 
stroy their peace of mind, to destroy their homes, to 
destroy their property. 
: In a majority of cases when an officer is retired his 
life’s work is done. He may amuse himself raising 
chickens, or he may keep an office and fancy that he is 
doing business ; but the amount of work that he is able 
to do is hardly ever remunerative, and he is dependent 
upon his pension for his living. He has earned this pen- 
sion probably by forty years of active and faithful 
service to his country. He has never thought of his 
health when he had duties to perform: and now, in the 
hollowness of his old age, is he to be robbed of the fruits 
of his labors because someone thinks he should be a 
military attaché in Havana, or a recruiting officer in 
Alaska, or a member of a court in Manila? 

It may be that some retired officers under the care of 
skilful physicians and proper climatic conditions are 
enjoying reasonably good health, but what would be 
their physical condition if ordered to an unhealthful 
climate and made to work eight or ten hours a day at 
—— that have become disagreeable and repugnant to 

em? 

Tet me suggest the following as a substitute for Sec. 3 
of this bill: That when an officer of the Army is found 
incapacitated for active service he shall be given a dis- 
charge in writing, signed by the Secretary of War, and 
he shall be etititled to a pension equal to three-fourths of 
his pay and allowances at the time of his discharge. 
This would settle the status of the retired officer and 
make him in fact what-he already is, a pensioner.

Pvt. Edward L. Butler, 4th Field Art., who is pro- 
claimed as a deserter, is reported to have been passing 
forged checks in New York city by representing himself 
to be a captain in the Army. Butler, it is charged, 
deserted about a month ago, taking with him a number 
of blank checks belonging to Capt. William McKay 
Lambdin, 4th U.S. Field Art. He is aceused of having 
passed more than a dozen forged checks in the West 
before he was heard of here. It is alleged he passed a 
bogus check for $50 at Delmonico’s, after ordering $40 
worth of cigars sent to officers on Governors Island, and 
received $10 change. He also attempted to cash a check 
at the well known firm of Hatfield and Sons; the tailors, 
who, however, called up Governors Island. The bogus 
captain hastily departed while the phone was being used. 
The military authorities at the headquarters of the De- 
partment of the East have also received reports that 
Butler talked’ with several women who are interested in 
the charity ball, and tried to buy tickets for alleged 
Army friends, offering in payment a check which he 
wanted cashed. Any information as to where the counter- 
feit captain can be located will be gladlv received at 
the Department of the East or police headquarters.

The survery on the U.S. Army transport Ingalls, which 
has been named the Yosemite by the Navy Department, 
has heen completed. The Yosemite is to be a mother 
boat for submarines. About $85,000 will be expended in 
the imnrovement of the hull of the ship. Aside from this, 
she will be equipped with a machine shop and an exten- 
sive electrical plant. _When completed the, Yosemite will 
be a combination of a houseboat and machine shop. She 
will have large quarters for her crews, 
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é VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 

The U.S.S. Marietta is now on her way from Puerto 
Cortez, Honduras, to Key West, Fla. She left Central 
American waters under orders from the Navy Depart- 
ment, which was in receipt of telegraphic advices from 
the Marietta that that vessel-has several cases of feven 
on board, and that it is suspected that it may be yellow 
fever. The ship is expected to arrive at Key West on 
Feb. 4. The gunboat Wheeling is now on the way to 
a Cortez, and is expected to arrive at that port 

eb. 4. 

A correspondent of the New York Herald, in a tele- 
gram from Puerto Cortez, Honduras, on Feb. 1, reported 
that yellow fever had broken out on board the U.S. gun- 
boat Marietta, which was in port with the cruiser 
Tacoma to look out for American interests during the 
Honduran revolution. After a consultation of surgeons 
from the variovs warships and from the marine hospital 
the land detachment of the Marietta, which had gone 
ashore to protect American interests, was ordered to 
re-embark. One man, this despatch reports, has died, 
two are conyalescing and five more were being treated. 
The collier Cesar coaled the Marietta, and for this 
reason is also'suspected. The cruiser Tacoma and the 
British cruiser Brilliant, which has accompanied the 
American vessels from port to port to watch events, are 
not suspected. Coxswain Miner, of the Marietta, died 
Jan. 28, and a board of surgeons investigated the case. 
They declared that the death had heen caused by yellow 
fever, contracted at Kingston. Coxswain Miner was 
buried Jan. 30. 

The following is the tentative itinerary of the Dela- 
ware for the trip to Valparaiso and return: Leave 
Hampton Roads, Va., Jan. 31; arrive Rio de Janeiro, 
Brazil, Feb. 16, leave Feb. 23: arrive Sandy Point, Strait 
of Magellan. March 3; leave March 6: arrive Valparaiso, 
Chili, March 11, leave March 21; arrive Rio de Janeiro, 
Brazil, April 4, leave April 10; arrive New York April 26. 

The U.S.S. Wheeling, Comdr. C. B. Brittain, arrived 
on Jan. 28 in Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, all well, after an 
uneventful vovage from New York. Commander Brittain 
was surprised to learn of the rumors of an accident _on 
board. “There was no accident whatever,” he said. “The 
Wheeling had a fine passage. South of Hatteras we 
made sail to steady the ship and assist the engines, and 
from this. I suppose, some one unfamiliar with sails 
reported that the vessel was disabled.” 

The Birmingham, now at Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, has 
been ordered to proceed to Mobile, Ala., to arrive about 
Feb. 22, to take part in the Mardi Gras celebration at 
that place. 

Upon leaving Guantanamo Bay the Panther will pro- 
ceed to the navy yard, New York, touching at Charles- 
ton, S.C., en route. 

The destroyers of the Seventh Torpedo Division, 
U.S.N., returned to the naval station at Guantanamo 
Feb. 2, having completed their battle practice off Santa 
Cruz del Sur. Persistent winds, it is said, interfered 
greatly with firing. After coaling the Fifth Torpedo 
Division will begin night exercises with the Battleship 
Fleet. 

Rear Admiral Schroeder, U.S.N.,. commander-in-chief 
of the Atlantic Fleet, in a telegram to the Navy Depart- 
ment from Guantanamo, Cuba, Jan. 29, says: “All ships 
have completed full speed and endurance runs. All 
except armored cruisers have standardized over measured 
mile, and they will standardize on Jan. 30.. Ships have 
overhauled machinery, coaled, continued individual work 
at boat guns, regimental drills, open order and swimming. 
Scouts exercised at torpedoes in Samana Bay. Fourth 
regiment broke camp and returned to ships Tuesday ; the 
time from signal to break camp until last boat left shore 
was forty-four minutes. Four hundred and eighty-four 
men qualified in swimming this week, the Montana lead- 
ing with ninety-seven men.” 

The Buffalo has been substituted for the Saturn for 
the trip to Alaska, which was announced in the “Move- 
ments of Vessels” of Jan. 20. 

The Yorktown will remain at the navy yard, Mare 
Island, Cal., until March 4, 1911. 

The destroyer Sterett, now at the navy yard, Norfolk, 
Va., has been ordered to proceed to the navy yard, 
Charleston, S.C.. where the vessel will be based during 
the remainder of the winter. 

The Washington will remain at the navy yard, Ports- 
mouth, N.H., until March 15, and then proceed to 
Hampton Roads to rejoin the Atlantic Fleet. 

The destroyer Terry, now at Havana, has been ordered 
to proceed to the navy yard, Norfolk, Va. ~ 

The U.S.S. Des Moines, Comdr. John C. Leonard, 
grounded on Greenberry Point Bar-early Jan. 29, while 
attempting to leave Annapolis Harbor. She was floated 
at high tide by the help of the government tug Standish 
and proceeded on her way uninjured. 

A general survey of the U.S.S. Des Moines and the 
Tacoma has been ordered by the Navy Department. The 
Des Moines has just returned from Liberia and Lisbon, 
Spain. The Tacoma is in the Caribbean Sea. The other 
four vessels of this class are now undergoing repairs on 
the Pacific coast. 

The findings of the court-martial of Major H. C. 
Davis, U.S.M.C., have been approved by the Navy De- 
partment. The court held that Major Davis was guilty 
of insubordination in writing a letter to General Elliot, 
commandant of the Marine Corps, and sentenced him to 
a reduction of ten numbers. 

Capt. Logan Tucker, U.S.M.C., has resigned from the 
Navy, to take effect on March 31, 1911. Captain Tucker, 
who is a grandson of Mrs. John A. Logan, has been on 
duty in the Quartermaster’s Department of the Marine 
Corps since 1908. He’is a native of Illinois, and entered 
the Marine Corps from that state Dec. 30, 1905. 

When the passenger steamer New York arrived at San 
Jnan, P.R.. Feb. 1, with tourists, she was unable to 
enter the harbor on account of her draft. and the pas- 
sengers were transferred by lighters. The rough sea 
made it impossible to transport them back to the steamer 
in light craft, and the U.S. auxiliary gunboat Peoria was 
employed to put 135 passengers aboard. The other 
passengers ‘were taken aboard the New York in lifeboats. 

Leslie’s Weeklv of Feb. 2 publishes a picture of the six 
men, M. T. Minihan, W. J. Dragon. J. S. Sullivan, C. B. 
Miller, R. J. Casey and Charles Hancock, who, directly 
after the accident on the Delaware, Jan. 17, in which 
eight lives were lost, led by Casey, rushed to the fireroom 
and shut off the steam, thus saving the ship. The fatality 
was due to the blowing out of. the boiler headers. The 
same paper has a full-page picture of the ceremony in 
the Navy of awarding.a al. for courageous conduct, 
which is very. imposing. cers. and men assemble in 
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“special full dress’ uniform. In the presence of the 


whole ship’s company the man to be honored is ca 

before the captain; who reads a letter from.the Secretary 
of the Navy and personally pins on the medal from 
Congress. A series of ten pictures illustrates the process 
of making an American sailor on the training ship New- 
port; learning. to stow the hammocks, taking a trick at 
the wheels, studying the mysteries of knots, trimming 
sail after a change of tack, scrubbing deck, painting ship, 
at mess, and, finally, the noonday rest, acceptable to all. 

The Thunderer, the first Dreadnought to be built on 
the Thames; was successfully launched from the yards 
of the "Thames Iron Works Company at Canning Town, 
London, Feb. 1. The Archbishop of Canterbury conducted 
a religious service preceding the naming by Mrs. David- 
son, the Archbishop’s wife. Fifteen thousand persons, 
many of whom had gone by special trains from the city, 
witnessed the ceremony. Local officials gave a reception 
for the government officials and other prominent per- 
Sonages present. The Thunderer has a displacement of 
22,680 tons, and will be equipped with turbines with a 
total of 27,000 horsepower. She is scheduled to make a 
speed of twenty-one knots an hour. The vessel is 584 
feet in length, and is armed with ten 13.5-inch guns and 
twenty-four 4-inch guns. Three thousand workmen were 
employed in her construction. Her launching weight was 
10,000 tons. 

Advices of Jan. 23 report a serious collision between 
British sailors and Turks at Dubuya, in the Indian 
Ocean. in which several bluejackets were killed. The 
British afterward bombarded Dubuya, according to the 
despatch. 

The Danton, France’s first turbine Dreadnought, 
which at the time of her launching last year stuck 
halfway down the slip and remained in that position for 
six weeks, before she finally took the water, recently 
broke from her moorings in Brest Harbor and grounded 
on a mudhank, heeling fifteen degrees. She had been 
moored with steel hawsers before her engine trials. Some 
difficulty was experienced in starting the engines at first: 
then suddenly they began to revolve at a high speed, and 
before anything could be done the hawsers had snapped 
and the Danton had run aground. 
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OUR NAVY IN THE CIVIL WAR. 


Series I., Volume 23, of the “Official Records of the 
Union and Confederate Navies of the War of the Rebel- 
lion,” of which Mr. Charles W. Stewart, Superintendent 
of the Naval Library and War Records, is editor, covers 
the operations of the naval forces in Western waters 
from April 12 to Dec, 31, 1862. The extent to which 
our naval forces assisted in the operations for which the 
Army received chief credit is not generally understood, 
and we are glad to find the facts set forth, in part, in 
this volume. Our naval flotillas rendered most important 
service to General Grant, for example, at Belmont, at 
Pittsburg Landing, at Forts Henry and Donalson and 
in other operations on our interior waters, including 
Vicksburg. That Grant understood the value of this 
service and recognized it is shown by the extract. which 
follows from the “Military History of Grant,” by one 
of his staff officers, Gen. Adam Badeau, who says (page 
24, Volume I.): 

“In all the. operations at the West, during the. first 
two years of the war, the naval forces bore a conspicuous 
part. A new species of gunboat. was improvised for 
inland navigation out of the river steamers in use before 
the rebellion, and whose occupation had; of course, been 
interrupted by the breaking out of hostilities. Many of 
these steamers were sheathed with iron, and rendered in 
a great degree impervious to the heaviest rebel artillery. 
Other vessels, built especially for this service, were 
speedily added to the Western Fleet, all of them of the 
lightest possible draft, as the rise and fall in all the 
Western rivers frequently leaves only a few feet of 
water in the channels. Thus strangely constructed, and 
armored as completely as a knight of the Middle Ages, 
manned in general by inland crews, who skilfully piloted 
them through the shallow but familiar streams,.and com- 
manded by officers of the National Navy, these irregular 
flotillas were of great importance. They convoyed trans- 
ports carrying troops and stores; they drove out guerrillas 
from the river banks and made the landing of forces 
practicable; they covered many important movements of 
troops on shore, which otherwise would have been im- 
possible; they steamed up rivers and penetrated regions 
that fancied themselves secure against invasion; they 
shared direct assaults on fortified places, and sometimes 
secured a victory that could not have been won without 
their aid. The novelty of their appearance added to the 
terror they inspired, and these ironclad monsters, rushing 
rapidly along the interior and sweeping the level shores 
for miles with their heavy guns, were for a long while 
more dreaded by the rebels even than their achievements 
warranted. In order to secure a more effectual co-opera- 
tion with the Army, this gunboat force at the West was 
placed under General Halleck’s orders.” 

The details of the naval operations here referred to are 
found, in part, in the volume of naval records now before 
us. We congratulate the Navy upon having them pre- 
sented in this enduring and accessible form. We have 
here reports upon the operations against Fort Pillow, 
Memphis, Tenn., Vicksburg, Helena, Ark., Arkansas Post, 
Hickman. Ky., and naval operations in the Ohio, Cum- 
berland, Tennessee, Yazoo and White rivers. The pre- 
vious volume, No. 22, included the operations of the 
naval forces on Western waters from May 8, 1861, to 
April 11, 1862. They illustrate the saying attributed to 
Lincoln, that his web-feet forces could go wherever the 
ground was a little damp. 











RAISING SUNKEN SUBMARINES. 


From some of the accounts of the recent sinking of a 
German submarine at Kiel, which said that divers slipped 
loops of heavy chain cables over the tapering ends of the 
steel fish, one would conclude that grappling hooks are 
not used on the German submarines. These hooks have 
been in use in this country since the time when President 
Roosevelt went dowm in a submarine in Oyster Bay in 
the summer of. 1905. Several weeks before Colonel 
Roosevelt’s descent we were walking through the New 
York Navy Yard with Capt. Anthony J. Griffin, who 
was then working out the idea of a safety floating 
chamber for submarines. After studying the submarines 


in the yard the inventor remarked that they ought to 
have grappling hooks to save time in lifting in case of 
accident, That day or the next he sent his suggestion 


to the Navy Department, accompanied, with a drawing. 
It was in the same month that Captain Griffin, who, as 
a Senator from New York city, is now chairman of the 
Military Affairs Committee at’ Albany, N.Y., filed his 
application for a patent for the safety chamber. After 
much threshing out of the question of alleged priority a 
patent was issued to him in 1910. Amendments were 
subsequently filed, and will be taken up in various coun- 
tries in due time. This invention. provides for the 
freeing of a buoyant chamber, in which a crew of.seven- 
teen men can take their places. When accident happens 
to the boat and she cannot rise the men take their places 
in this chamber, which is released by the movement of a 
pinion operated from the inside of the chamber, so that 
no last man will be left behind, as kas been the case in 
other inventions. The chamber will then rise, following 
the law of displacement. It will retain its equilibrium 
both in its course to the surface and after it reaches the 
surface. The chamber is built into the vessel, so as to 
become an integral part of it, making no material change 
in the contour of the vessel; there being nothing in the 
construction to retard the motion of the vessel while 
submerged. That such a safety chamber is needed may 
be judged from the fact that in the last ten years, accord- 
ing to recently published statistics, the lives of 129 
officers and men have been lost in some twenty serious 
accidents to submarines, all of them during peace 
maneuvers. A scientific journal congratulates the naval 
service on the development of a salvage plant in Germany 
that, “proved its efficiency by raising the sunken sub- 
marine at Kiel within three hours,” but it must be plain 
that submarines will reach their highest efficiency only 
when they are provided with means by which the crew 
can reach the surface in case of accident without having 
to wait below the surface for three hours. 


SCHOOL HONORS TO THE FLAG.

I am sending you a little ceremony for raising and 
lowering the flag at school. I have observed that this 
important duty is performed in many cases by the janitor 
of the school. Since your valuable JouRNAL reaches 
all parts of this country, the article will be seen and 
will excite interest, and I hope favorable action, not 
only in the larger cities, but the smaller. ones as well. 
This little ceremony will consume but a few minutes, but 
will leave a lifetime impression in the minds and hearts 
of our children, and will serve as a “first. aid” lesson 
in patriotism.

_ The flag is raised just before the scholars enter in the morn- 
ing and lowered before they are dismissed in the afternoon. 
The principal selects a color guard of two boys and appoints 
a color-bearer, whose duty it is to raise and lower the flag. 
The flag is kept in the office of the principal and handed by 
him to the color-bearer in the morning, just before school con- 
venes. Similarly the principal receives the flag from the color- 
bearer in the afternoon after it has been lowered. In schools 
provided with buglers they will sound, “‘To the Color,” after the 
children have finished singing. The formation of the color 
guard is in one line, the color-bearer in the center. The girls 
drop the right hand by the side and the boys replace hats after 
the last note of the song. During the ceremony girls and boys 
should stand strictly at attention. j 
THE CEREMONY.—RAISING. 


At nine a.m. (or the hour the school convenes) the drummers 
standing near the school entrance sound “Assembly.” At this 
signal the classes form in line facing the flag staff. The color- 
bearer (uncovered ) takes post two yards from and facing the 
door of the principal's office. The boys of the color guard (un- 
covered) place themselves one on his right, the other on his left. 
As the principal approaches the door holding the flag in both 
hands the color-bearer commands, 1, “Guard attention”; 2, 
“Salute.” At the second command the color guard and color- 
bearer salute with the right hand, the forefinger touching the 
forehead above the right eye. The color-bearer receives the flag 
in both hands (at which the principal salutes), commands, 
“About face,” and, preceded by the drummers, marches the 
color guard to the flag staff. Arriving at two yards from the 
flag staff the drummers cease playing and place themselves the 
same distance on its opposite side. The halyards are loosened 
and the flag attached by the boy of the color guard, assisted 
by the color-bearer. Everything being in readiness,- the color- 
bearer commands, ‘‘Raise!"” At this command the color guard 
raises the flag rapidly, all the girls salute with the right hand, 
and the boys uncover, holding the hat with the right hand. 
All standing at attention, eyes fastened on the flag, sing the 
first eight lines of “The Star-Spangled Banner.” This con- 
cludes the morning ceremony, and the classes, preceded by the 
color guard, are marched to their rooms, to a march played 
by the drummers, who cease playing after the last class has 
entered the building. 


THE CEREMONY.—LOWERING. 


At the hour of dismissal the classes are marched to the 
schoolyard, facing the flag staff, as in the morning. The color 
guard (uncovered) forms just inside the entrance to the build- 
ing, and, preceded by the drummers, is marched to the flag staff 
by the color-bearer. Arriving at two yards from the flag staff, 
the drummers cease playing, and take post two yards in rear 
of color guard. The color guard halts at two yards from the 
flag staff, and the boys of the color guard loosen the halyards 
and get ready to lower the flag. Everything being in readi- 
ness, the color-bearer commands, ‘‘Lower!’’ At this command 
the girls salute, the boys uncover, and, all standing at atten- 
tion, eyes fastened on the flag, sing first eight lines of “The 
Star-Spangled Banner’ (slowly). The flag is lowered very 
slowly, so that it will be at the foot of the flag staff at the last 
note of the song, The flag is neatly folded by the boys of the 
color guard, one of whom hands it with both hands to the color- 
bearer, who receives it with both hands. The boys of the color 
guard now take their positions beside the color-bearer, who 
commands, “About face,” and, preceded by the drummers, 
marches his guard back to the principal's office. The drummers 
cease playing and fall out just before entering the building. 
The color guard continues the march and, as it enters the build- 
ing, the classes are dismissed for the day. Arriving at two 
yards from the door of the principal's office, the color-bearer 
commands, 1, “Guard halt!’”; 2, “‘Salute!’’ At the second com- 
mand the boys of the color guard (and the principal) salute 
with the right hand, the flag is handed to the principal, who re- 
ceives it with both hands, the color-bearer salutes and com- 
mands, “Dismissed!” This concludes the ceremony.

Capt. Godfrey L. Carden, who has been in command of the 
Manning, has been detached from that vessel and granted 
one year’s leave without pay.

The revenue cutter Seneca when she saw the freight steam- 
er Wildenfels on fire coming into New York Harbor, early 
this week, ran for Manhattan Island and notified the Fire De- 
partment, and the fireboats Boody and Zophar Mills went 
down and picked up the Wildenfels in the Lower Bay. The 
fireboats escorted her past Quarantine and then to Tompkins- 
ville, remaining alongside and pumping water into the hold. 
Fire and water were supposed to have ruined about $8,000 
to $10,000 worth of the cargo. 

The revenue cutter Algonquin arrived at Arundel Cove, ‘M4., 
on Jan. 27, where the vessel will again take on her full com- 
plement of officers and men and supplies, preparatory ‘to re- 
suming her regular cruise in the waters of Porto Rico, with 
station at San Juan. For the past two months the Algon- 
quin has been undergoing repairs at the Brooklyn yard of 
James Schwam and Company, where she received a thor- 
ough overhauling. A new refrigerator plant has been in- 
stalled, and the vessel equipped with a wireless telegraph 
plant. In about a month the cutter will be ready to take her 
station, and Capt. Samuel B. Winram will have command as 
heretofore. The other officers formerly serving on the Al- 
gonquin will again be assigned to her. 

Upon the accident which recently happened to the. Man- 
ning while steaming up the Columbia River, the report of the 
Board of Inquiry appointed by the Department, Capt. F. 
M. Dunwoody and Capt. of Engrs. J, H. Chalker, has been 
received at the Division of Revenue Cutter Service. Al- 
though the report has not yet been reviewed by the officials 
of the Department, it is stated that the findings of the board 
attach no blame to the officers and crew of the vessel, and 
that the accident was entirely due to the deceptive conditions 
of the channel of the river during the change of tide. The 
board also finds that the damage to the Manning will not be 
as serious as was at first supposed, and that she will soon 
again be on duty in general cruising on the Pacific, with sta- 
tion at Astoria, Ore. 
in rescuing and towing the disabled steamer Fannie C. Hart, 
which was found five miles south of Bethel Refuge Station, 
Fla., also received a wireless message reporting the distress 
and requesting assistance for the British (Glasgow) steamer 
Carisbrook, which was stranded in sixteen feet of water on 
coral bottom from forward to amidships, two and one-half 
miles off east Virginia Key, Fla. The Carisbrook, which is 
a vessel of 2,351 tons and valued at $106,700, was carrying 
a cargo of coal from Virginia Key to Havana, Cuba. She 
was six days out; and, after receiving the message, the Yama- 
craw anchored the steamer Fannie ©. Hart, which she was 
then towing to Miami, Fla,, and proceeded to the assistance 
of the distressed Carisbrook. A tug took the Hart on to 
Miami. After a two days’ pull with the aid of several tugs 
the Yamacraw was able to get the stranded freighter off the 
shoal during high water. The Carisbrook was then able to 
proceed on her way to Havana without further’ assistance. 
During the progress of the rescue work it was found neces- 
sary to discharge the cargo of coal overboard, otherwise it 
would have been impossible to save the vessel.

8. 10408, Mr. Owen.—To establish a Department of Health. 
Sec. 7 authorizes the President to transfer at any time the 
whole or part of any office, bureau, division, or other branck 
of the public service engaged in statistical or scientific work 
which relates to and is germane to the public health to the 
Department of Health, except those of the Departments of 
War and the Navy. Sec. 8 provides an advisory board for 
the Department of Health to consist of three experts, to 
detailed from the Army, Navy and the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry by the Surgeon General of the Army, the Surgeon 
General of the Navy, and the Secretary of Agriculture, and 
one versed in law to be detailed from the Department of 
Justice by the Attorney General, respectively (which ex- 
perts, together with the chiefs of the bureaus of the Depart- 
ment of Health, shall be ex-officio members of the board, 
and serve without additional compensation), and eight other 
members who shall be appointed by the Secretary of Health, 
who shall be competent experts, and not in the regular em- 
ployment of the Government. The said eight members shall 
each receive compensation of $20 per diem while serving in 
conference, as aforesaid, together with allowance for actual 
and necessary traveling expenses and hotel expenses while 
in conference.

COMBINED AGE AND SERVICE PENSION. 


S. 10582, Mr. McOumber.—That Sec. 1 of an act entitled 
‘An act granting pensions to certain enlisted men, soldiers 
and officers, who served in the Civil War and the War with 
Mexico,’’ approved Feb. 6, 1907, be amended to read: 

‘*That any person who served ninety days or more in the 
military or naval service of the United States during the 
late Civil War, and who has been honorably discharged there- 
from, shall, upon application therefor, be entitled to receive 
a pension upon reaching the age specified in the following 
table, in an amount therein mentioned, according to the days 
or years of his service, to wit: 

‘*Sixty-two years: Ninety days’ service. $12; one year’s 
service, $13; two years’ service, $14; three years’ service, 
$15; four years’ service, $16. 

‘*Sixty-six years: Ninety days’ service, $13; one year’s 
service, $14; two years’,service, $15; three years’ service, 
$16; four years’ service, $17. 

‘*Seventy years: Ninety days’ service, $15; one year’s 
service, $15; two years’ service, $16; three years’ service, 
$17; four years’ service, $18. 

‘*Seventy-five years: Ninety days’ service, $20; one year’s 
service, $20; two years’ service, $22; three years’ service, 
$23; four years’ service, $24. 

‘‘That the same provision shall apply to the officers, sol- 
diers, and sailors of the War with Mexico, except that sixty 
days’ service shall entitle such officers, soldiers, or sailors 
to the amount that would be allowed the officers, soldiers, or 
sailors of the Civil War having ninety days’ service.’’

MERCHANT MARINE AS NAVAL AUXILIARIES. 

H.R. 32127, Mr. Hobson.—To encourage the development 
of the American Merchant Marine and to promote commerce 
and the national defense the Secretary of the Navy is hereby 
authorized to enter into contracts with American citizens for 
supplying vessels of American ownership and registry and en- 
gaged in the foreign trades, suitable for service as naval 
auxiliaries, conforming to specifications prescribed by the 
Secretary of the Navy, and divided into two classes; vessels 
conforming to specifications for scouts and auxiliary cruisers 
to be of the first class, and vessels conforming to specifica- 
tions for transports and fleet colliers to be of the second 
class. 

Sec. 2. That vessels of the first class all to be of Ameri- 
can construction, with steaming radius of at least 3,000 
nautical miles at a sustained sea speed not less than two 
knots superior to sustained speed of the fastest battleship 
of the U.S. Navy; all officers and chief petty officers, and 
one-half of petty officers and crew of vessels of this class 
te be American citizens. The officers and chief petty officers 
of vessels of this class shall receive instructions with the 
Navy, as directed by the Secretary of the Navy, or with the 
naval Militia, for a period of two weeks every other year; 
and vessels of this class with officers and crews shall be sub- 
ject to call by the Secretary of the Navy for temporary 
service in the Navy, for a period of two weeks every other 
year, and during the time of such service the owners shall 
receive such reasonable compensation as shall be mutually 
agreed upon between the owners of the vessels and the Sec- 
retary of the Navy, at the time the contract is entered into. 

Sec. 3. That vessels of the second class shall have a 
steaming radius, using bunker coal, of not less than 4,000 
miles, at a sustained sea speed not less than two knots su- 
perior to the highest cruising speed prescribed in the U.S. 
Navy for cruising in squadron, and shall be capable of de- 
livering not less than 10,000 tons of cargo coal at the limit 
of the steaming radius, or shall be able to transport not less 
than 3,000 Marines or Infantry, with the standard accommo- 
dations of the U.S. Army, and over a sea distance of not 
less than 10,000 nautical miles at a sustained speed of not 
less than sixteen knots. 

Secs 4, 5 and 6 relate to compensation of owners of con- 
tract vessels. 

Secs. 7 to 11 relate to customs duties, tax exemptions and 
Panama Canal tolls. 

Sec. 12. Amends section 4132, relating to vessels entitled 
to registration and for mail subsidy. 

Sec. 13. Relates to President’s authority to terminate 
commercial agreements with foreign countries.

NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 


13TH N.Y.—COL. C. O. DAVIS. 


Hon. Alfred E. Steers, president of the Borough of Brooklyn 
and a former captain of the 13th N.Y., reviewed his old com- 
mand at the armory on the night of Feb. 1 before the usual 
large number of spectators. Mr. Steers, who is a major 
on the 2d Brigade Staff, had a number of city officials with him 
as a staff. The regiment was formed for review by Adjutant 
Finke in line of masses in very handsome shape, there being 
three battalions of four companies of twenty-four files each. Lieut.

Frank Cannon, of Sacramento.

TH N.Y.—COL. D. APPLETON. 


The housewarming of the 7th N.Y. at its armory on Jan. 
28 was a great success, and the exhibits were particularly 
instructive to’ many among ‘the crowds of visitors, showing 
the serious side of military work, and what the regiment has 
accomplished, and how it has maintained: its high position. 

As we pointed out last week the exhibits were unique, and 
it was the first time that- any. such program had been pre- 
sented by any regiment. he idea originated and was 
planned by the field and staff officers of the regiment, and 
was entered into enthusiastically by the members of the 
regiment, veterans and the friends of the organization. The 
chairman of the general committee was Major Francis G. 
Landon, with Sergt. Major Charles P. Loeser, as secretary, 
and the many details of the work were splendidly handled. 

In addition to the various exhibits of each department of 
the regiment in the main drill hall there were various enter- 
prises carried on by the different companies. Co. K auctioned 
off an’ automobile, Co. A provided ‘‘wonderland and vaude- 
ville,’’ including a ‘‘wild man from Borneo,’’ candy and 
ice cream soda was dispensed by Co. B. A ‘‘big show,’’ by 
Co. H, ‘‘gallery freaks,’’ by Co. I, the smoking room by 
Co. F, and the ‘‘moving pictures,’’ conducted by the vet- 
erans, were all great attractions and people were turned away. 
There was also dancing, exhibitions of fencing, etc. 

Among the exhibits of the Ordnance Department, at the 
head of which is Capt. William H. Palmer, who has held his 
present commission since May 1, 1883, and who is the only 
Civil War veteran still remaining in active service in the 
7th Regiment, were the machines employed in the manufac- 
ture of ammunition, shown in actual use. They included the 
original machine made by Daniel Edwards, who was armorer 
of the regiment forty years ago, and which has been in con- 
stant use ever since. The assistants of Captain Palmer are 
Lieut. Henry A. Bostwick and Ord. Sergt. Thomas Anderton, 
the latter of whom holds the world’s record as a revolver 
shot and is an expert in all matters relating to arms and 
ammunition. 

Captain Palmer also has the distinction of being the only 
member of the 7th now in its ranks who wears the badge 
for Civil War service in the Navy, awarded by the Govern- 
ment, the badge of the G.A,R., and the regimental gold cross 
of honor, with blue ribbon for Civil War service. The names 
of sixty-six graduates of the regiment who were killed in the 
Civil War appeared on blue banners hung around the walls of 
the drill hall. 

One exhibit, which should bring joy to the hearts of the 
W.C.T.U., was a large water wagon under the jurisdiction of 
the Q.M.D. lt is not every regiment that can boast a water 
wagon. 


12TH N.Y.—COL. GEORGE R. DYER. 


Co. A, of the 12th N.Y., Capt. E. W. Dayton, gave an un- 
usually interesting entertainment in the armory on the night 
of Jan. 28, during which a military flying machine, with 
three passengers, was used, for the first time in history, for 
the defense of the flag. It appeared just in the nick of 
time, and despite the fact that one of its propeller blades 
was shot away during the desperate battle, the machine sailed 
grandly over the battleground, its occupants delivering a 
rain of fire on the enemy. Then a rope ladder was lowered 
from the machine to rescue the last defender of the American 
force with the Stars and Stripes. The heroic soldier climbed 
up the ladder with the flag and entered the car of the 
machine through a trapdoor, and then the bird of war sailed 
safely away from the scene of carnage. This event was the 
climax of the entertainment, but earlier in the evening there 
was a most entertaining program, as follows:

Exhibition by Hebrew Orphan Asylum Cadets and their 
band of eighty pieces. The cadet company, which was under 
command of Major Simmons, was wonderfully well drilled. 
It went through a close and extended order drill and the 
manual of arms better than any company of the National 
Guard we have ever seen, and the exhibition was fully on 
par with that given by the companies of the Regular Army 
in the tournaments of the M.A... The ages of the boys are 
from nine to thirteen years. The band and bugle corps are 
exceptionally proficient. One detachment of the band was 
composed of some thirty little fellows from five to nine years 
of age, with a drum major about three feet high. They 
could almost make the drums talk. Mr. Sol Moses, who is 
chairman of the committee on military and music of the 
asylum, is a firm believer in thorough instruction, and is in- 
sistent upon it.

As to the Signal Corps see Army Regulations, 
1574 and 1575. Address the chief of each corps through 
the channel for further information. There are opportunities 
for study in both branches, depending very much on your 
inclinations and your application to your work.

J. A. S. asks: How long can an enlisted man wear his 
naval uniform after the expiration of his enlistment?  An- 
swer: There is no law of the land to prohibit the wearing 
of military uniforms by men not in the Service, though 
several individual states have passed such laws and efforts 
have also been made to secure national .egislation that will 
prevent the wearing of Army and Navy uniforms by those 
not entitled. As a rule, a man who has been discharged 
loses no time in getting into civilian clothes, that he may 
‘*mingle with the crowd’’ and escape the public discourtesies 
that are continually being shown to the enlisted man in uni- 
form, and which have been the subject of a measure advo- 
cated before Congress by Richmond Pearson Hobson and 
others. 


R. J. M.—Hugh J. Duffy is a chief boatswain on the U.S.S. 
Minnesota and was commissioned April 27, 1904. 

W. F. W. asks: If a soldier gets permission from the 
Secretary of War to take the Civil Service examination, 
passes the examination and gets an appointment three months 
before he is discharged, serving on his first enlistment, with 
character excellent, is there any chance for him to be dis- 
charged by favor? Answer: Discharge by favor would not 
be permissible (see G.O. 13, 1909), though if the appointment 
were to a department of the Army there might be a dis- 
charge ‘‘for the benefit or convenience of the Government’’; 
if not, you would have to purchase your discharge, which 
would cost you whatever traveling allowances may be due 
you on discharge and $100 cash, less any credits you might 
have with the Government. 

©. M.—The official roster of the Ordnance Department 
does not give the station of those ordnance sergeants who 
are in the Philippines. Changes of station are so frequent 
that the general address of Manila, P.I., is used for all com- 
munications to troops. The order assigning you to duty sends 
you to Manila, where you are to relieve G. T, R. The depart- 
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ment commander may assign you to duty in Manila or at any 
other station in his department. 

J. H.—Time lost by reason of absence without leave in an 
enlistment period which began prior to May 11, 1908, need 
not be made up to secure discharge three years from date 
of enlistment. The reward of $50 paid for the apprehension 
of a deserter is chargeable against the man found guilty of 
desertion. He is not entitled to clothing allowances for the 
time he was absent in desertion. 

CONSTABULARY.—Regarding qualifications and_ appoint- 
ment in the Philippine Constabulary, address the Bureau of 
Insular Affairs, Washington, D.C. 

E. L. G.—The cruiser San Francisco, now at the Norfolk 
Navy Yard, is to be fitted out as a mine laying vessel, with 
the usual complement of officers. She will probably be placed 
in commission some time next spring. 

E. J. W. asks: (1) Is there any case where an appoint- 
ment as second lieutenant in the U.S. Army can be made 
where the candidate is married, or does Sec. IV., G.O. 84, 
fully cover the subject? (2) Can a commissioned officer of 
the National Guard obtain a transfer into the Regular Army 
in time of war provided his company sees service? (3) If 
the degree of vision is forty per cent. in either eye will it be 
considered a cause for rejection? (4) Is it possible for a 
member of the National Guard to obtain a commission as 
second lieutenant in the Philippine Scouts? Answer: (1) 
Must be unmarried; see A.R. 34. (2) Under the Dick law, 
in case of war the Organized Militia becomes a part of the 
first line of defense, and if physically fit the N.G. officer 
would be mustered into the Regular Service with his or- 
ganization. (3) Any applicant whose degree of vision is less 
than 20/40 per cent. in either eye will be rejected. (4) Yes, 
having secured a discharge from the N.G. See G.O. 195, W.D., 
1908. 

F. ©. asks: What tax is a soldier exempt from that is 
honorably discharged from the Army? Answer: Taxation is 
a matter of state law. Apply to the attorney general of 
your state. 

J. J. L.—The honorably discharged chief yeoman, U.S.N., 
who desires to secure a clerical position in the Charlestown 
(Boston, Mass.) Navy Yard should address the Board of 
Labor Employment, Naval Station, Boston, Mass.

This Government has decided to give a fitting tribute to 
the memory of four naval men who lost their lives by drown- 
ing while in the public service. The accident occurred sixteen 
years ago, when the Geodetic Survey boat MacArthur was 
doing duty off Grays Harbor. Lieut. F. H. Crosby and nine 
of his men attempted to go ashore one and a half miles south 
of Cephalis, Wash., about eighteen miles north of Hoquiam, 
when the boat capsized and the whole crew was thrown into 
the bay. Four of the men were rescued, while Lieutenant 
Crosby and four of his men were drowned. The bodies were 
hurriedly buried on the beach, their graves marked by rude 
slabs. Last fall a citizen of that locality discovered the 
graves, the tide having uncovered one of the coffins. He 
wrote to the navy yard, and Rear Admiral Cottman imme- 
diately communicated with Washington, with the result that 
through the quartermaster’s department at Seattle the remains 
were disinterred and brought here for burial in the navy yard 
cemetery. The bodies are those of Lieutenant Crosby, John 
Freyer, quartermaster, U.S.N.; William Nehm and Jens QGud- 
mundsen, seamen, U.S.N. 

Lieut. Roberto Craig, engineer officer of the Argentine gov- 
ernment, who has been spending several months on board the 
Colorado, studying into the methods of the management of 
big ships, was ordered East by his government and left 
Wednesday for San Francisco, going to Philadelphia to in- 
spect the work on the big Dreadnoughts which are being 
built there for the Argentine Republic. 

The first block of granite in the new drydock was laid 
Monday. Charles Steers, superintendent of construction for 
C. J. Erickson, contractor, officiated, placing the chiseled 
granite in a bed of concrete ten feet deep at the north end 
of the drydock, The block was of native stone, mined at 


Index, Wash., and was six feet long, four feet wide and one 
foot thick. This is the fifth drydock which Mr. Steers has 
built, having laid the first stone in the government drydocks 


‘at Portsmouth, Norfolk, League Island, Mare Island and at 


this yard. Two hundred and twenty-six thousand cubic feet 
of granite will be used in lining this dock, eighty cubic feet 
of which are now cut and ready. Of concrete, 109,000 y: 

will be used in the drydock construction, forty cubic yards 
of which are already in. The concrete in the bottom of the 
dock varies from seventeen feet thick in the center to ten 
feet on the outside. When the bed on the bottom is finished 
concrete sides will be faced with the granite. The construc- 
tion of the drydock is about forty-three per cent. completed, 

Mr. Hauscome, electrical expert from the Mare Island Yard, 
has raised the yard wireless mast eighty feet, making it 400 
feet above low tide. 

The battleship Oregon was taken out of drydock Wednes- 
day after two weeks’ cleaning and painting and connecting 
of sea valves. The cruiser Milwaukee followed the Oregon 
in drydock. 

Colonel Doyen, commanding officer at the barracks, is ill 
with grip. Commander Bradshaw is still confined to his home 
with illness. 

The contract for the oil storehouse, for which $30,000 was 
appropriated, has been let to Hans Peterson, of Seattle, at 
$26,275, or $25 lower than that of O. F. Graff, who has the 
contract for the $260,000 storehouse and $75,000 pier.

VOYAGE OF THE SHERMAN, 


On Board the U.S.A. Transport Sherman, Jan. 12, 1911. 

Even as large a city as San Francisco is visibly influenced 
upon the arrival or departure of an army transport. Early 
in the marning of the fifth of each month there is excitement 
and hurry for Folsom street wharf, where the transport docks 
are situated. The large enclosed dock gives ample space for 
all departing troops. On Jan. 5 at Pier Twelve the trans- 
port Sherman was all prepared to sail for ports of call, finally 
reaching Manila, P.I. The Coast Artillery band gave a de- 
lightful concert just before the hour of sailing, at noon, and 
accompanied the Sherman far out into the bay, occupying the 
launch ‘‘Captain Gregory Barrett.’’ The day was clear, cool 
and bright for the passage through ‘‘Golden Gate.’’ The 
ship was crowded, but all were ably located by the discreet 
and kindly quartermaster, Capt. J. D. Tilford. 

All went well, save for seasickness, until Sunday morning, 
Jan. 8, when all on board must be vaccinated that morning, or 
show a certificate of vaccination. The ladies of the first 
cabin were visited in their staterooms by the doctor, and 
the presence of the men passengers was desired in the smokin 
room. The other passengers and troops were similarly treated. 

On Saturday afternoon, Jan. 7, a fire drill was held and 
brought many favorable comments on the quick manning of 
the lifeboats by the waiters and employees. The sea was s0 
rough that it was deemed inadvisable to lower the boats. 
Good time has been made each day by the Sherman, not- 
withstanding rough seas and a high wind blowing the wrong 


way. 

On Jan. 12 the dock at Honolulu, H.T., was reached about 
12:30 p.m. At this port twenty-six first cabin passengers, 
eleven casuals for the Army and twenty-five casuals for the 
Marine Corps disembarked. Among the people leaving the 
ship was Brig. Gen. M. M. Macomb and wife; he will assume 
command of the District of Hawaii. Major George Bell, jr., 
L.G., also left the ship at Honolulu, there for the annual in- 
spection; and Lieut. F. M. Andrews, 8th Cav., aid to General 
Macomb. Major P. E. Trippe, 14th Oav., is in command of 
troops on board the Sherman, with Capt. C. B. Drake, 14th 
Cav., as adjutant from Honolulu to Manila. 

Mrs. Pershing, wife of Brig. Gen. John J. Pershing, and 
three children, little Misses Helen and Anne and Master 
Francis Warren Pershing, are returning to the Philippines 
from the United States, where Mrs. Pershing has been vis- 
iting her father, Senator Warren, of Wyoming.
